him, to pails anjr &thpp that might tend to the Advantage Aafi9MCM^n» 
. and Benefit of the People ; in a particular Manner defiring, i^<». 
an his Majefly's Behalf, That the Bill of Oblivion, m. Vi'^ nT' ^- J 
which they had noade fb good a Progveis, might be expedi- 
tfid : That the People might fee and fcpow his Majefty's ex- 
traordinary gracious Care to eaie and free them from their 
I)oubts and Fears; and that he had not. forgotten bis gra- 
cious Declaration made at Breda, Uut that he wou'd in all* 
Points make good the :^me.' ^ 

What next employ 'd the Houfe was the Aft of Indera-: 
nity, the Disbandmg the Army, and the fettling the Public 
Revenues : In the hrft of which they thought proper to 
ioclude thjcmfelves ; m^ing a Reiblution in Form, ' That 
^ the Houfe doth declare, that they do, in the Name of 

* themfelves and all the Commons of England, lay hold on 
^ his Majefty -s gradous Pardmi mention*d in his Declara* 

* rion,^ wuh reference to the cxceptbg of fuch as fliaU be 

* excepted in ^n A€t of Pardon!* Which Refbhition of 
theirs was prefented to his Majefty,at the B^nqueting-Houfe 
in the Name of the Houfe, by the Hand of Mr. Oenzil 
Holies. 

Such Difficulties however occurred in the Ad: of Obli- 
vion, and ivich Advantages were taken of the Delay in fe.> 
veral Pamphlets publifli'd at that Time, which in^uated, 
diat the King's Promifes at Breda, were not to be de- 
pended upon ; that his Majefly thoi^ht himfelf obliged 
to c^iudcen their Relblutions by a Meflage to the Houfe,^ 
vhich was deltver4 by Secretary Morrice, to the follow- 
ing EfiPedt: * He, the Kin^, had too ample a Manifi^la- The King's 
tioB of their A&6dons and Duty towards him, to make MeQjige, re« 
the leaft Doubt of the Continuauce and Improvement there- ^*^*"8^^* 8«- 
of, or in the kaft degree to diHike what they had done^ "'"^ ^*"^- 
Of to complain of what they had left undone.

And- diat nei- 
ther He nor They mnift be overmuch troubled, if they 
found the good Intentions and unwearied Pains, taken to • 

reduce thofe good Intentions into real Afts, for the Quiet 
aod Security of the Nation, .mifeeprefenoed, and mif-inter- 
preted, by thofe wlio are in truth much aflAi^d to fee tho 
public Diftra(3;ions, by God*s BJeffin^, (b near an end; 
iBujd by others upon whofe Weakncfi, Fears and Jealoufie^, 
the Adivity and Cunning of thole ill Men hath had too . 
great an InBueace. Tliat how woodierfui and miraculous 
&ever the grfsat Harmony of Aflfeftioos between him and

*^ 16^0. mighty had wirought that Miracle to that degree, that'h

fo fbon and entirely united in their A£Pe^ons and Endea- 
w>urs, ^ were to be wilhed; but that the evil Conlcienccis 
6f many continu'd fo awake for j^ii^hief, that they would 
not be willing to take Reft them&lvcs, or lufier others to 
take it : That they all liad too lad Exnerience of the un^-^ 
happy Effects of Fears and Jealoufies^ n6w groundlefs and 
unreaibnable Ibever, not to think it very ileccflary to apply 
afll timely and proper Remedies to thpfe Diftempers, an4 
to prevent the Incohvenienccs and Mifchiefs whidi fo na- 
turally flow from thence : That he well forefiw, that the 
great violation, which the Laws of the Land had for fo 
many Years fuftain'd, had fiU'd the Hearts of the People 
with terrible Apprehenfions of Inlccurity to themfelves, if 
all they had faid and done (hou'd be liable to be examinVl 
Odd puniih'd by thofe Laws which had been fo violiited. 
And that nothing cou*d edablilh the Security of King and 
People, but a full Provifion, ^at the returning to the Re- 
verence and Obedience of the Law, which is good for 
All, Ihou'ld not turn to the Ruin of any who were willing 
and fit to receive that Prote6fcion hereafter from the Law} 
and to pay that Subjeftion to it, which were juft andjjeceP 
lary. And therefore he made a free Offer^ of a general 
Pardon, in fuch a manner as was expre(s*d in his Declara- 
tion I and how ready and defirous he was to make good the 
fime^ appear'd by his Proclamation iftu'd out upon and ac- 
cording to their Dcfire. However, it was evident. That* 
all he had ofier'd or did o&r, did not enough compofo the 
Minds of theTeople; nor in their Opinions could their Se- 
curity be provided for, till the A6t <rf Indemnity and Obli- 
vion Was pais'd/ He told them, * He had found great In- 
duftry tifed to perfuade his good Subjefts, that he had no 
.mind^to make good his Promifes, which he defired to per- 
form for his own fake as well as theirs. Therefore he did 
very eartoeftly recommend it to them, That all Expedition 
might heufcd.m the pafling that moft neccflaryAdJ:,. where- 
by his good Sufcjeds generally wou'd be &tisfy"d, that their 
Security was idr their own Hands, and depended upon their 
jiiture A&bhs,'dnd that they were free for all paft ; and fo 
the Endeavours of ill Men wou'd be difappointed, who 
^ou'd perfoade them not to do well now, becaufe they had 
done amils heretofore. ^And that he was the more engag'd 
to this Recommendation, becaufo upon the Reflexion of 
Aeir eminent 2^1 and Affe^ion for his Service^ and hearty 
Concurrence with him in all things defired from tliem,

That the pafling this A£t was th^refirenot de- Aiiiio i)Cir»tI« 
ifired, becaule he did not enough prcft the Difpatch of it; '^^' .i

•^'ouid th^ Iboner do it, upon his eameft Recommendation/ . 
To this fuccceded 4 fecdnd Mc.fl3ge to both Houles; 
which,. as it appears, took its rife.from feme infinuating 
Advices ffiven to his Majefty from the Houfe of Peers, 
which vifi be beft explained by the King's bwn Words, vtz, 
*Rxs Majefty is well-infbrm'd of die Valiie of tliolcGon- AttcoaAlM^ 
oelfions, which are to pa(s in the A6b of Indemnity, which lage, releafin$ 
reiatc entirely to his Majefty's Profits, and which have little *^ Arrev», ^ 
or no Relation to the War: He knowa well that the Ar- ^^ Crowxw 
fears of the Wars, .rfifc Alienations wii;h Liccnfe, Purvey- 
ance, Rel\-ite of Homage, the Arrears of the Rents ftill m 
tije.h^nds of the Tenants, and the. other Particular^; , 
a.m6unt to a yaft great Sum; all tvhich are released and 
difcharg*d by this A6t, 3ut iii$ Majefty is ft well fitisfy'd 
of the good Afieftion of the Houfe of Commons, and of 
dieir Intefmions and Relblgtions to fettle iuch a Revenue 
upon his .Majefty, as may preferve the Crown from Want, 
and from bcmg undervalued by its Neigbbouis ; that he 
is Vefcl/d not to infift upon anv Particular, wjiich the 
Houfc of Commons ^^Cit'd his Majefty jQiou'd relealc : and 
diercfore as his Majefty ^thanks die Houie of Peers for the 
Inibrmatioqi they have given him, and for the Care they 
hare ocpreG'd for his Majefty's Prdfit, ft he is well con- 
tented mar that Clauie (halt paf5i in iuch a manner as the 
Houfe of Commons have fet dij^n ; and continues his eamefl:

" His Mfij^fty h^d not only the Tnanks of the. Houfe for 
diis obliging M^fl^ge, but they immedfatelyorder'd. That! 
Ways and Sleans Inould be confider'd for the ictilinff (upK 
, a Revenue on hjs M^fty, as may maintain tlie Splendor 
' and Grandeur of the King's Office, fcfr. 

After ievcril Conferences between the two Houfcs, thd 
Bill of Indemnity being at length prepar*d, as likewifc cer- 
tain others ;. as, That, for a Conhrmation ofjiidicii^I Pro- . 
ceeditigs; Another to pay the Arrears of the Fleet and Ar- 
my^ by a i?oIl Tax ; a third to reftrain Ufiiry \ and a fourth 
fcr a perpetual Thankfgiving on the ayth of May, to com- 
inemoratc the Rcftpration ; his Majefty. came to the Houfe 
of Peers, and fiim the ITirone, delivered the following 
artfiil Speech. 

„* My Lords, and Gentlemen of the Houfq of Commons, 
< "T Have been here (ometimes before with you, but neva? TliQlCiog*i 
• # with more WiUingnels, than I am at this time. And Spiwli. 
Ci •thcr< \ 
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thcrit are few M^n in the Kingdom have longed more iiS- 
patiently to have thofe Bills pafs'd, than I have done to 
pais them 5 and I hope they will be the Foundation of 
Peace and Security to us all I do very willingly pardon 
all that are pardon'd by this Aft c^' Indemnity, to that Time 
which is mentioned m the Bill: Nay, I will tell yoij. 
That, from that Time to this Day, I will not iift great 
Severity, except in fuch Cafes where the Malice is noto- 
rious, and the Public Peace exceedingly concem'd^ But 
for the Time to come, the fame Difcretion aiwl Conscience, 
which difpas'd me to the Clemency I have cxprels'd (which 
is moft agreeable to my Nature) will oblige me to all Ri- 
gour and Severity, how contrary foever it be to my Na- 
ture, towards thofe who ihall not now acquiefce, but con- 
tinue to manlfeft their Sedition and Didike of the Go- 
vernment, cither m Adions or Words. And I muft con- 
jure you ail, niy Lords and Gentlemen, to concur with mc 
in this juft and neceffary Severity ; and that you will, in 
your fcveral Stations, be fb jealous of the Public Peace and 
of my particular Honour, tnat you will caufe exemplary 
Juftice upon thoic who are guilty of feditious Speeches or 
Writings, as well as thoie who break out into ieditious Ani- 
ons: And that you will believe thofe who delight in re- 
proaching and traducing my Perfon, not to be wdl-aSs&td 
to you and the public Peace. N^ver King valu'd him- 
felf more upon the AflFeftions of his Pco^e than I<io: 
Nor do I know a better Way to make myfelf fure of your 
Afedbions, than by being juft and kind to yo^ all : And, 
whilft I am ib, I pray let the World fee, that I am fol- 
fels'd'of your Affeftions. For your Poll-Bill, I thank you 
as much as if the Money were to copie into my own Gof- 
fers ; and wiili with all my Heart that it may amount to as 
great a Sum as you reckon upon. — I pray you veryeamcft- 
Iy,as<afl: as Money comes in, to difcharge that great Bur- 
den of the Navy, a(nd disband the Army as faft as you 
can ; and till you can disband the reft, make a ProviHon 
for their Supply. I do conjure you, as you love me, let 
me not hear the Noife , of Free Quarter, which will be 
imputed to my want of Care and Government, how in- 
nocent Ibcver 1 am. 1 am fb confident of your Afteftions, 
that I will not move yon in any thing that immediately re* 
lates to myfelf: And yet I muft tellyou, That I am not 
richer, that is, I have not fo much Money in my Purfc, 
as when I came to you. The truth is, I have liv'd prin- 
cipally ever fince upon what I brought with me, which 
was indeed your Money ; you fcnt it to rac, and I thank 
you for it. The weekly Expence of the Navy cats up all 
you have given me by tne Billof Tonnage aiw Poundage : 
Nor have I been abfc to give my Brothers one Shilhng

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* fince i came mf:o England, nor to keep any Table in my Anno itCar.lft 

* Hoafe but where I eat myfeif. And that which troubles ♦ r\ ^

« Dinner. I do not mention this to you, as any thing that 
« troobies me : Do but take care of the PubKck, and for what

* lure yoii wiU provide for with as* much Aft dibn and 
"^ * Franknefe as I can defirc/ 

Atthc fame time the Speaker, Sir Harbottle Grimftone, 
harangu'd his Majefty with a Speech, which, above all others, 
displays the new Turn that- the I'imes had taken, as may Part of the 
be garfier'd from the enfiiing Paffage, which may be Speaker's 
caU*d a Mafter-piece of Court-Rhetoric. * There is an- f^ •« P»^- 
bthcrBiU intitled, an Aft of Free and General Pardon, ^s^^«"*"* 
Indemnity, and Oblivion : It may well be called a free 
Pardon, for your Majefty Was pleafcd to offer it before we 
had Confidence enough to ask it, and at a Time when 
your People liad moft need of it; and it may as truly be 
called a general Pardon in refpefl: of the Extenfivcnefs of 
it. But, looking over a long, black, prodigious, difmat 
Roll and Catalogue of Malcfeftors, we there met not with 
Men, but with Monfters, guilty of Blood, precious Blood, 
precious Royal Blood, never to be remembcr'd without 
Tears; incomparable in all kinds of Villanies that ever 
were a6]fced bythcworftof Mifcreants, Ptrverters of Re- 
ligion, Subverters of the Government, Falft to God, DiC. 
loyal to thebcftof Kings, and perfidious to their Country. 
And therefore wefindanabfoluteandindilpenfibleNeceC. 
fity incumbent on us to except and let fome apart for an 
Antidote to expel the Poifon of Sin and Rebellion out of 
others, and that they may be made Sacrifices to appeafc 
God's Wrath, and latisfy Divine Vengeance.* 

After this the Houfe, havitig received intimation from his 
Majefty, that they were to have a Speedy Reccls, refolved 
to make good Ulc of the Time, taking nrft into Coniidera- 
tion the disbanding the ftill-formidable Army, ahd then 
the iettlinj^ the Revenues of the Crown ; on which laft 
Head, wifely- conchiding that the Misfortunes of the late 
King were origmaHy owing to Want* of Money, (his 
whok Revenue, commumlmT Armisy from the Year 1637 to 
KS41, arnounting but ro 895,819!. and the prefent Re- 
venue, together with the Compofition for the Court oF 
Wards, amoundng tone more than 819,^80 1.) they rcM- 
ved to make a very confiderable Addition ;but, bdore thejr 
had broufi;ht this grand Affair to an ifliie, feven or eigltf 
other Bilu being ready for the Royal Aflenr^ his Migefty 

camd 
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iQx2Car.II. came again* to the Houfc, atijd, on preienting the UH 
1660^ Bills, was harangu'd by the Speaker, as follows i: * Sir, your 
^*7^CT*^ Koyal Favour and Fatherly Kindnefe unto your People hath

thou^nd Pounds ftr Aftnum. But finding, as to (bme Pbrt 
of jthe Setdement of that Revenue, there will bea Neceffi-' 
ty of making uicof the Legiflative Po^er ; and tliatthc; 
3ills brought ,into the Houfe for that flurppfq cannot poffi- 
blybe made ready iqr your Royal /Vflcnt until the next 
Meeting of your Houlcs again, therefore they haye tai:cn 
your .Majefty*s prcfent .Sppply into their Cpnficieiiation ; 
4nd firft how to raife it in the moft expeditious Way to 
anfwer your ^prelcnt Occafions. They have wra()t up^ 
their Affeftions to your Majeftyf and ;he Truft rcfioffed fe* 
them by the People, in one of thcfc Bills here in tky 
Hand, entitled,. An A6t for the fpeedy raifing rf a hun- 
dred thoufand Pounds fqr a prefent Supply, to be Icvy'd 
by way of Land-Tax wiihin the Space of on?

$ir, tliey have likewift paffcd another Bill with. Rote's

begin with the Ships. now, in Harbour. But not knowing 
for certain whether the Monies upon the 'Poll-Bill, which 
is defigned for that Purpole, will be/ufficicnt to defray 
that Charge, and being unwillbgtb^t any Thing fhould 
be wanting on their Parts to perfect fb good a Work, ib 
acceptable to your Majefty, and fb grateful to all your 
People, thcv have paued anof her Act for wifing a Hun- 
dred and forty thoula^d Pound.^, at feventy thoulanfi 
' Pounds ^er Menfenty to begin the firft of Kovcmber. —7^. 
Sir, thcie are other Bills likcwifc which wait and attend 
for your Royal Aflent; it»ie entitled, An AQ: for-rcgulji- 
ting the Bay Trade, wliick is the only Way to keep tip 
the Credit of that which i$ now in 6mc Danger to be 
loft: When the Credit of Trade begins to decfine^ tht? 
Trade itfelf decays with it, and is never long-liv'd afer 
it, Sir, there is another BDl entitled, An hSt for en- 
couraging and encreafing Shipping and Kavigatioh; 
which will enable your Majefty to give Laws to rareign 
Princes abroad, as your Royal Predeceflbrs have done be-; 
{are yoti.' Sir, there is another fiill; entitled^ An A£|; 
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for rcftoring ibmc Miniflers to their Places, out of Anno x2Car.It. 
irhich they have been long and injurioufly defted and ex- • i66oJ*^ 
^fed, and for confirming others in vacant Places. Crazy i- •"V*'^^ 
Titles need your Maiefty -s Help, s^ much as crazy Bodies 
need the Kelpof a Phyiician: And what your Majefty 
hath already done in that kind to this Parliament, aric^ 
what vou are now about to do, and what you have ever * 
cxprcfs'd your Rea'dinefi in, if we cou'd be as ready as. 
your Majefty is to give,' we hope to banifli all Fears and 
Jealoudes out of Mens Minds for the future, and teach 
them with much Xllonfidence and Contehtcdhefs to rit^^ 
and wholly rely upon your Majefty 's Grace and Goodnei^', 
fbr what may be thought further neceflary to t^ 'done here- 
after, when a fitting Oppoitunity Ihall be bftered atthe 
next Meeting of your Houfcs of Parliament.* 

His Majefty having then given the Roj^al Aflcnt to the 
Bills prcfented to him, he thus declared himlelf :

After which his Majefty referred to the Lord Chancellor

compofing and healing of aH former DiffeJrences. As to.

iedg'd, as the greateft Felicity to a diftracied Nation, was 

the A^ of Inctemnity ; in which he pj^rticularly infilled 

upon that moft charitable Claule, * That made it penal to 

* any Perlbns who within three Years fhould maliciouQy 

* call, or obje^ agamft others any Name oi* Words of Re- 

* proach, any ways tending to revive the Memory of the- 
\ late Differences. Nay farther, he let them know, * That 
\ even evil and envious Looks, murmuring and. difconten- 
^ ted Hearts, were diredly againft the Equity of the Statute, 
^ and, as far as they were dilcover'd, fhou*d be ib efteemed 

* by his Majefty.* Therefore he coined them from the 
King, * to join with him in reftoring the whole Nation to 
ks primitive Temper and Integrity, to its pld Good Man- 
ners, to its old Good Humouir, and to its old Good Na^ 
ture : Good Nature, a Virtue ib peculiar to them, fo ap-r 
propriated by God Almighty to this Nation, that it can

tfa^ beft pleafed and die xnoft happy Prince in the World/ 

Upon finiihing this Speech the King retired, and TheParliameni 
bpth HoUies of Parliament adjourned themfelves to the fixth adjoum'd for 
I)ay of November, after they had fat four Months and ^ ^^ 
eignteen Days, from their firft Meeting, and three Months ^®'*^'>'* 
an^ -^urtcen Days from the King's Arrival ; in which 
Time^ey compleated asmuchBufinels as cou*d poffibly be 
expeif^ 4n this great Exisrency of Afiairs. 

On the fixth of NovenS)er the Parliament met according The fccond 
to their Adjournment, and the Commons having coniplc- Meeting of th« 
no^O|Q4lhe Qucen^othw on her Arrival in England, and ^* Parl»m«n«- 
pre/eoted looool, to her Daughter, the Princefs Henrietta- 
Maria, and as much more to tne Princefi of Orange, they 
pvoceeded next to complete the disbanding the Army, alrea- 
dy greatly diminifli'd ; upon which Occafion the noted Mr 
Pk^UOe,, defiring the Houie to be mindful not to do thofe Mr. ^xynaoi 
^Jbip^ which might bring them (the Army) together 
agajby. hewa^calledtoOrder, and with difficulty elcaped 
f jfevcreCcnfiirc. 

. ^ But while the Houfe was bufied on this, and other mate- 
i;i^l Poi^rs^ they received a Meflage from the King, infor- 
• imngth^m, that, upon the Account of theJPreparations for 
his M)ro»ation> and other Reafbns, he had determined to 
diffolve them in the End of Decenlber ; and therefore defi- 
ired, * That they m^ht the more vigoroiifly apply thcralel ves 
to the Difpatch ofthe moft important Bufincfs that depen- 
ded before them.* Shortly after which the Houfe of 
Commons reprefented to his Majefty, * The great Senfe 
that Houfe had of the many Exprefiions of Grace which 
th^ had received from him in his fevcral Declarations ; 
foriher acquainting him widi the great Unanimity of the 
Houfe in fettling a Revenue of Twelve Hundred Thou- 
ia^d Ppunds far Aiomm on his Majefty, according to their 
former Vote.* To which Vote the King returned his 
Thanks for their Care of him, and aflured them, That he 
would employ hi» Revenue for the Good of them and the 
Kingdom. Jn die mean time the Parliament ordered, 
* Tlut the feveral Bodies of Oliver Cromwell, John Brad- They order cer- 
ihaw, Henry Ireton, and Thomas Pride, be taken out of ^"'^ o^Hioxioui 
their Graves, drawn on a Hurdle to Tyburn, there to be ?f*J *°^*' *• 
hanged up from Ten o'CIodc 'lilf Sun-fcttmg, and then TyWn ^' 
buried under the. Gallows/ At tllfe fame time they made 
Tom I I. D an 
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an A€t of Attaitidery which did not onljr extend to tfie 
Blood and Eftates of thefe Four, but aK> to the nilietecti 
Regicides that fled from JulHce, namely, Lifle, Say, 
Waulton, Whalley, Barkftcad, Ludibw, Livdey, Okey^ 
Hewibn, Goflfe, Holland, Challoncr, Cawley, CSorbef^ 
Love, Dixwell, filagrave, Broughton, and Dcndy, who 
by this A€t flood adjudg'd, convi^ed, andattamted of 
Hkh Trcafon. 

The Commons likewise took notice of an inferior Cri« 
minaly William Drake, a Citizen and Merchant of Lon- 
don, and drew up an Impeachment a^inft him for writing 
and publifhing a dangerous Book entitled. The Lmg Partis 
ment Revived^ in which He. endeavours to prove that the 
laid Parliament was not yet I'q^ly diflfolv'd. This rais'd a 
confiderable Noiie, but they wanted Time to bring ir to a 
Trial. 

After a Seflioo of near two Months, a I^fTolution being 
expedited, on the 29th of December the King came to tte. 
Houie of Peers and paflfed all the publick and private Bills 
that were ready for the Roys^ Afloit. The Nature of thofe 
that were of a public Concern weftid from the fblkmin^ 
Fart of the Speaker's Speech.—— * As- 1 am commandeo^ 
I moft humbly afTure your Majeily, that the many healing 
Expedients propoundoi by your Self in your feveral "Gra- 
cious Declarations^ have been the fubfcA Mattel^ upon 
which your Commons ha^ wrought all this Parliament. 
And in the firft place they took into Confideration the great 
and growing Charges which then lay upon your People for 
the Pay of your Army and Navy. And they conceived it 
neceflary to begin with that Part wherein your People have 
the moil Eafe, and the greated Security and Satisfadion ; 
which was the disbanding and difchargtng the Forces by 
&a and Land : And this led them into a Confideration of 
proper Ways and Means for mifing Monies for that Pur- 
pofc, as the Pa//-B/7/, and the Affifwent of Siventy Thoufand 
Pounds fer Month. But thole not having done the Work, 
here are others i*eady in my Hand : The one entitled, An 
^B jor levying the Arrears of the twelve Months Anejfment^ 
&c. .And the other entitled, An Aiffir the farther Suf flying 
fe'veral Defeats in the AQ: for Disbanding all fhe l*orc« 
both by Land and Sea ; and th?y hope this Account will be 
cleared off at iafl. Sir, your Commons have likcwifc taken 
into Confideration the Charge of your Summer's Fleet, fcfr. 
and pafs'd a Bill entitled. An Aciforfix Months A feJUment at 
Se*venty Thoufand Pounds per Mefifem^ to begin the firfl of 
January. 1 have three other Bills in my Hand, which 
liave relation to your Mujefty's Revenue, and are Branches 
thereof; The one enti.led, ^An ABfir the better ordering (he

Another is entitled, An AB ffir EreUing and Eflahlijhing a, 
P.efi-Offiu ; and .this being legally fettled, will be of great 
Ufe to all your Majefty's Subjeas for holding Intelligence 
with their Faftors and Agents in Foreign Parts. The 
<ither Bill provides for the £ncrea(e of your Majefty's ordi- 
nary and- cooftant Revenue, by granting of an Impoft upon 
Ak, Beery Cydtr^ and other U^Sy therein exprds*d, to 
Jidd for your Majefty's Life. As it is the Defire oi 
your Commons, that your Majelfy might never be neceflitated 
to reibrt to Extraordinary or Unparliamentary Ways for 
i^ifing of Money upon your People ; Ho they liKewife 
acknowledge it to oe their Duties to liipport and uphold, to 
die utnioft of their Powers, the Honour and Grandeur of 
your M^efty's State and Dignity. And for a further Evi- 
dence ^fyour Commons dutifol Affections to your Majefty*$ 
Royal and Dear Peribn, they have pafs'd another Bill for 
Rtufing Seventy Thoufand Pmnds for your Majefty's fkrther Supply. 
All which Bills I anf 'commanded humbly to prefent to 
your Majefty ; and to pray your Majcfty*« gracious Accep- 
tance ana Royal Aflent. 

* 'I'here are other Bills of public Concernment which 
Jiave pais'd both Houfes, and now attend upon your Maje- 
fty for your Royal Affent : The one entitlecl, An Afffor At^ 
tainder of federal Perfms guilty of the horrid ^further of his 
Ute Sacred Majefty y your Royal Father of evcr-blefled Me- 
mory. Another entitled, An A£i for Cenfirmation of Leafet 
and Grants for Colleges and Ho^itaisy which will tend much 
to the quieting of Mens Elfates, that in the late unhappy 
Times were forced to renew and change their Revenues 
nrach for the worfei were it not for the Favour your Ma- 
jefty intends them in this Bill. There is another Bill en- 
titled, An A£ito prohibit the Exportation of Wooly Wool-Fells^ 
Fullers-Earthy or any other Scouring Earth \ which will be the 
beft Encouragement for the Woollen Manufactures ; and 
without which there would be a double Lofs ; firft to your 
Majefty in your Cuftoms, and next to your People, who 
would oediicourag'd, and in a fhort nme beaten out of 
that ancient Native Staple Trade, upon which depends the 
Subftance of many thoufand Families. There is another 
Bill entitled. An AB for prehibiting the Piantingy Settingy or 
Sowing iffVibacco in England and Ireland ; which if permitted 
woola ocoifion the Abatement of your Majefty's Cuftoms

This 
Bill E» re nata may properly be called ji Bill of Exchange; 
for as Care is therein taken for the Eafe .of your People^ 
{6 the Supply of that Part of your Maicfty's RJsvepue^ 
whiclji formerly came into your Treafory, by your Temires 
and Purveyances, is thereby likewife fully provided for by 
the Grant of another Imp^fition ufon jile arid Beery father 
\ -• Liquors, to hold to your Majefty, your Heirs and Succeilbrs 

\ ' for ever. And yet they Ihould not look upon the G)nfide^ 

rations mentioned in this Bill as a foil Compen&tion for 
your Majefty 's parting with two liich Royal Prerc^tivct 
and ancient Flowers of the Crown, if more were not im- 
plied than is exprels'd. For your Tenul'es in Ca^ite are 
not only turned into a Tenure of Soccage (which alone will 
\ for ever give yopr Majefty a juft Right and Tide to the La- 

bour of our Ploughs and the Sweat of our Brows) but they 
are likewife turned into a Tenure in Corde. What your Ma?- 
jefty ha4 before in your Court of Wards, you will oe Jfiire tqi 
find hereafter in the Exchequer of all your Peoples Hearts. 
The King of Spain's Mines will Iboner deceive him than 
this Revenue will fail you; For his Mines have Bottoms, but 
thcNdceper your Majefty finks into the Hea^rts and Affect 
tions of your People, the greater will you find your 

Wealth, and the more invincible your Strength. -* 

Royal Sir, you have denied us nothing we have asked this 
Parliament. Indeed you have out-done your Parliament, 
by doing much more for us than we could agree among our 
felvcs to ask. And therefore we muft needs be a Happy 
Parliament, a Healbg Parliament, a Reconciling and 
Peace-making Parliament, a Parliament jprpf^^r Excellentiam 

that may truly be call'd ParliamentiJJimum Parliamentum. • 

Upon pafling the forementioned A^, the King made the 
following Speech :

I need not tell you how much it is ira- 
provM by your Carriagp towards Me : You have out-done 
all'thc good and obliging A£ts of your Predeceflbrs to- 
wards the Crown, and therefore you cannot but believe 
my Heart is exceedingly enlarged with the Acknowledg- 
ment. Many former Parliaments have had particular DC7 
nominations lor what they have done: They have been 
ftiled Learned, and Unlearned, and fometimes have had 
the worft Epithets. I pray let us reiblve that This be for 
ever called the HEALING and the BLESSED PAR.

I fhall conclude with this, which I can- 
not fay too often, nor you too often where you go : That, 
next to the miraculous BleflSng of God Almighty, and in- 
deed,as an immediate EflFcd of that Bleffing, 1 do im- 
pute the good Difpofition and Security we arc all in to the 
happy A6t of Indemnity and Oblivion : That is the 
prmcipal G)rner-^tone which fupports this excellent Buil- 
ding, that creates Kindnefs in us to each other, and Con- 
fidence in our joint and common Security. You may be 
fure I will not only oblcrve it Religioufly and Inviolably 
my^lf, but alfo cx^€t the Obftrvation of it from others :

After this he referred them to the Lord Chancellor, who 
difplayed h£s uTual Eloquence in a very long Speech, confi- The Sobftance 
fting of Variety of Matter.

fcveral Proceedings, and particularly told them, * Tliat he 
made no doubt but all fucceeding Parliaments wou'd pay

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.Anno iiCaj.lJ. to them their Thanks for all they had done, and leok upon 
1660. ^ their Anions, and their Escample, with all poffible Appro- 
' bation and Reverence/ As to the Rcftoration rf the lan- 
guifhing Church to Peace, Unity and Order, he tojd them, 
^the King had been fb careful, that Conftantine him(elf had 
Jiardly ipent lb much of his own Time in private and public 
Conferences' to that purpofc.* After many Topics, entering 
upon the Glory and Reputation of England, he frtdy told 
^hem, * That thev were too partial to it, who believ'd it the 
beft Country in tne World : There was better Earth, better 
Air, and a warmer Sun in other Countries; but he was not 
unjuft when he laid. That England was an Incloliire of the • 
beft People in the World, when they were well-infbrm'd and 
inftruded: A People in Sobriety of Confciencc, the moft 
devoted to God Almighty ; in the Integrity of their Affedi- 
ons, the moft dutiful to the King ; in their good Manners 
and Inclinations, moft regardful to their Su^riors T There- 
fore he defired the Houle of Commons in their Return 
home, to afliire tliem, ^ That his Majefty thinks him^lf the 
happicft and grcateft Prince in the W orld, not from the 
iSituation of his Dominions, and the Power of his great 
Kavy, with which hecanvifit his Neighboursi and Jceep 
them from vi/iting him ; but from being pofiefs'd of tlie At«> 
fedions and Hearts of fiich Subjects ; that he does ^ en- 
tirely laye them, and depend upon them.

And bccaufc modi ^ "^ 
bFoor late Mi&ry took its Rife from feditious Pamphlets, 
and Speeches from the Pulpits, it is provided. That if any 
Man ihall roalicioufly and advifedly publifli or affirm your 
Majefty to be an Heretic, or a Papid, or that you endea* 
vour to introduce Popery, or ihall ftir up the People to 
Hatred or Diflike of your Royal Peribn or Gbvemmenty 
&en tvery fuch Peribn fliallbe made incapaUeof any Office 
er Employment, either in the Church or State. And if any 
Man ihall malicioufly and adviiedly affirm, Tliat the Par- 
liament begun in Wefiminiler die 3d of Kovember 1645 
is yet in Being, or that any Covenantor Engagement, ii^icti 
that Time impos*d upon tftic People, doth oblige them to en-

November tliofe Regicides that came in upon Proclama^ 
tbn were brought to the Bar of the Hoa(c of Lords, to an* 
iwer what they could fay for thcmfelyes, why Judgment 
ihould not be execute againft them. They fcveralfy al- 
ledg'd, * That^ upon hisMajefty's gracious Efeclaration from 
Breda, and the Votes of Parliafhenr, and his Majefty's Pro- 
clamation, publiihed by the Advios of the Lords and Com- 
mons then aflembled in F&riiament, they diA render them- 
felves, being advis'd that they ihould thereby fccurc their 
Lives ; and humblj crav'd the Benefit thereof, and the 
Mercy of ifhe Houles, and their Mediation to his Majefty 
in fheir Behalfi.'

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miifiuJL Poor we tnuft haye always with us: Some are made ib b|r 
i66«. , the immediate Hand of God; others by their Lovalty, 
Duty and Service to your royal Perlba, and your blefied 
Father; others by their own Wickednefs and Idleness: 
We have taken care to relieve the firft, to' encourage the 
iccond, and to reform the la(L Kor hath the Cafe of any 
private Perlbn been unwelcome to us ; thofc many private 
Bills that lie before your Ma^fty do enoueh confirm thus 
Truth, That where we found it juft and honourable, we 
have deny*d our helping Hand to none that pray'd it. And^ 
now, great Sir, after tiiei^ man v Months moft painful and 
iaithfoi Service of your Majefty and our Countries, wc 
hope we (hall have leave to go home, to vifit our Relations, 
to tell our Neighbours what great things your Majefty 
hath done for us, what great things, ah/if Invidia yerbo^ 
we have done for your Majcfty, and what great things 
God hath done for us all ; and to pray Almighty God for 
bis Mercy to this Nation, in the Continuance of your 
Maiefty's long and happy Reign over us.' 

At the painng of the for^mention*d Bills, the King made 
the following Speech.

I Think there have been vtry few Sclfions of Parlia- 
ment,in which there have been (b many Bills, as 1 have 
paiTed this Day: I am confident, never 1h many private 
Bills, which I hope you will not draw into Example. It 
is true, thcfc late ill Times have driven Men into great 
Streights. and may have oblig'd them to make 0>nvey- 
ances cotourably, to avoid Inconveniences, and yet not 
afterwards to be avoided ; and Men have gotten Edates 
by new and greater Frauds than have been heretofore 
pra^is*d: Ana therefore in ^is Con]und:ure, extraordi- 
naryRcmedies may be necelTary, which hath induced me 
to comply with your Advice, in paffing thefe Bills ; but I 
pray let this be very rarely done hereafter. The good 
old Rules of the Law are the beft Security-; and let not 
Men Juve fo much Caufe to fear, That the Settlements 
^thcy make of their Eftatcs, fliall be too eafily unfettled, 
when the)' are dead, by the Ppwer of Parliaments. .

Accordingly tKe Lorcf Chancellor • made a Jong and the Sat»^ncd 
stfeding Speech, of which fome Account ought to he ^f^J^* jjS* 
given: He tdld thdm, * That they had, like the richcft fj^ 
and nobleft Soil, yielded the JCbg two hiU Harvefts in *^^ 
one Year.; and therefore it wja. but gpod Husbani^ry to 
fie fallow for Ibmc time: They had not only fupply'd 
the Crown tp a good degree for difcharging many Debts 
and Prcffures, under yrhich it even groan'4, and eiwblcd. 
it to ftrujxlc with the prefent Sureights and Ncccffij^ 
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iUflOHCar.n. Debts not antraO^, and Ntceffities not rtkn into bv 
^^^ .. Iimnrdvidence and Excels; but they had wifely provided 
i-'.u~'^J ftcn a codfiant groiKring Revenue, as might with God'« 
Blef&ng prefcrvc the Crown from thbfe fcandalous Wants 
and Ncceflkie^y as had lately expos'd it and the Kingdoni 
to thoie difitial Mifcries, from which they were but even- 
now buoy'd up: For whatfbever other human Cauies 
might be affignM, according to the feveral Fancies of 
Men, of the late miierable Diftm^ons, they* could not 
be io realbnably imputed to any one Cauie, as to the 
extreme fovcrty of the Crown : The want of Power could 
never have appeared, if it had not been for the want 
rf Mone^. They had therefore worthily provided for 

* the Vindication and Manifedation of the one by the 
Bin of the Militia, and for the Supply of the other by 
the A A for the Addinonal Revenue ; and he doubted not 
but both the prelcnt and lucceeding Ages would bleis 
God, and celebrate their Memories for thofe two Bills, 
as the Foundation of their Peace, Qgjet and Security. 
Then he proceeded to take notice, * That the Spirit of 
Libelling was never more pregnant than at prefent; nei- 
ther Kin^, Parliament, Church, nor State could efcap'e 
thole Strdces of the Tongue, from which God alone* 
could prcferve- the .rnoft innocent and excellent Perfons. 
Men, ne laid, were no ways diljx)s*d to remember the 

' eeneral OKcdlent Temper ot the Time of Queen Eliza- 
beth, the bleflfed Refignation of the People then to the 
Crown, the awfol Reverence they then had to the Go- 
vernment, and to the Governors both in Church and 
State ; but they remember, as if it was but Ycfterday, 
how few Subfidies Parliaments then gave to the Queen, 
how finall Supplies the Crown then had from the People, 
and wonder tnat the lame Mealurcs fhould not give the 
lame Reputation, and make the lame Noife in C^hriften- 
dom. But they were fuijerior to (iich Reproaches, and • 
well knew, that as to his prelent Majefty, at leaft two 
Parts of three, that have been given to him, have been 
ifiPu'd out for Disbanding Armies never railed by him, 
and for Payment of Fleets never fent out by him, and 
of Debts never contradted by him. They alio knew the 
. Vaft Difparity between the former Times and the preient:, 
upon thp account of the mighty Encreale of Commerce, 
KaVal Powers, and other extraordinary things,' in the 
Icveral Parts of the World ; fo that the Crown was now at 
the neceflkry Expence by Sea and Land, of eight hundred 
thoulkid Pounds a Year, which formerly did not qpft it 
eighty diouland Pounds a Year. 

After this he proceeded to other Topics, and intimated 
the Keccffity pf making the People undcrfbuid ♦ the Profit, 

' ^ • Benefit 
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Benefit vi^ Eafe^ which always attendod a chcjvftl Qbc- Amp »f^* 
diqice, and Submiffion to liws and Government; and , l^^ ^ 
declared that a litde PiUns, Kiadnds and Conde&aifioa 
in the Wife, towards the Weak, haif t^e Diligence and 
Dexterity m Converfetion and Ex^plc, which had been 
ufcd to corrupt the People in their Loyalty and Underftand-i 
ing, would Quickly reduce them to their primitive Temper, 
namely, to be the beft .Neighbours, s^d the beft Friends^ 
and the beft Subjcfts in the World. And he doubted nor 
but the great Piety and Devotion, the Modo^ion, Charily 
and Hoipitality ot the Biihops, in their feveral Dioqeies* 
' would in a fhort time recover the poor miC-lcd P^le>: 
And tho* the Frowardnefs and Pride of (bme of their ' 
Teachers was not enoiigh fiibdu'd ; tho' fbmeof theQer^ 
ftill repeated their old Errors, and did ftill discredit all theur 
other DotSkrine, with the Abience of any vifible Repentance; 
yet he hoped the Laity would loon return into the Boibm dl 
the Church, and eafily dUcem the Fraud and Impofture of 
their Seducers ; and that all Diligence would be uied, heartily 
to reconcile both Clergy and LAity, by all Means whicn 
may prove effe^al.* Then ^PC3L\ang of the Sharpneis of 
the new Laws, he intimated. That the Execution of them 
(Hll depended upon the Wifiloni o£ the moft diibemmg, 

fenerous, and merciiiil Prince, who having had more 
ixperience of the I^uure and Humour of Mankind, than 
any Prince living, could beft diftin^ifh betweien the 
Tendemefi of Confcience, and die Pride of Confcience^ 
between the real ESt£ts of Codcience, and th^ wicke4 
Pretences to Conicience; who knew hoi^ to guard 
himfelf and the Kingdom from the Violence of a mali^ 
cbus corrupted Will and Underjbiiding, and to fccure 
both from the feeble Nets of deluded Fancies and Imagi- 
nations : In a word, a Prince d: & excellent a Nature^ 
and fb tender a Gon^nence himielf, that he Iiad the 
' higheft Coropaflion. for all Errors of that Kind, and 
would never luflfcr the Weak to undergo the Punifhmenc 
ordain'd for the Wicked.' Then he mtimated to them, , 
Tliat many honeft Perfbns, in the late Times, were mifled 
by not dilQpming Coniequenoes, who would as ibon 
have renounced their Part in Heaven, as concurred m the 
firft unwarrantable A£tion» if the/ had iiiipeded what 
fblbw'd But the moft ^.^ngerous Enemies to the pub* 
lie Peace, he laid, were the Republicans, the (jommon- 
wealths-Men, who were every iJav calling m the Aid of 
the Law, that they m^ht overthrow the Law, whkh 
they knew to be their irreconcileable Enemy ; a People 
reftleis in their Counfels, and no lefs pundiual and m^ 
4uftrious in their Gorrefppndencies, abrcod as well as at

jjreit Endowments of Wildom, Virtue, and Piety, tliat they 

might from hdr reafonably ^romifc themselves all the Hapj^ 

pihefe they wete Capable pf; and there* could not be a more 

tranfcendentlnftariceof the King'^ Love and Paffion for 

his People, than i!hat he had ftay'4 the& four Days to t^e 

his leave of them ; and that he might give them' this Day*?- 

Work, all thefe go6d Laws, had jdeny'd himfelC fb lonp 

the enjoying the greateft Comfort he i^ afluted of in thti 

Tbe Ena of tHc World.' Then exhorting them again to teftify their Joy, 

Sfceoad Seflibn;. and trahfmit it mto their . Countries, he, by the 'King's 

of thc'Sccond Command, prorogued the Parliament' till the iSth Day of

It is a thing sdtogether without Precedent^ 

and it will .take away all* means of conviding Reqiiants^ 

and be inconGftent with the Method and Proceedings of th& 

Laws of England. Laftly, It is humbly conceiv'd, that 

the Indulgence proposed will be lb far from tending to the 

Peace of the Kingdom, that it is rather likely to occafion 

great Diihirbance. And on the contrary, That the aflerting 

of the Laws, and the Religien efiabliilied, according to tli^ 

Aft of yniformity, is the pioft probable means to produce a 

fettled Peace and Obedience throughout your Kingdom : 

Becaufe the Variety of Profeflions m Religion, when o- 

penly indulg'd, doth dire&ly diftinguifli Men into Parties, 

and withal gives them opportunity to count their Numbers ; 

ivhich, conUdering the Animofities that out of a religious 

Pride will be kept on foot by the ieveral Fa Aions, doth 

tend dire<^lv and inevitably to open Difturbance. ^ Nor 

can your Majeily have any Security, that the Dodrine or 

Worihip of the ieveral Faftions, which are all govem'd 

by a feveral Rule, ihall be confiftent with, the Peace of 

your Kingdom And if any PerlRxis ihall prelume to diihirb 

the Peace of the Kingdom, we dd.inall humilitv declare. 

That we .will fer ever^ and on all occaCons, be ready with our 

ucmoft Endeavours and Ai&ftance to adhere to, and lerve your 

Majefiy, according to our bounden Duty and All^;iance.'

The Bufincfs of thcScflion being now ^^***^* 
over, his Majefty repaired to die Houfe of Peers, and the 
Speaker havmg prefented the Bills whidi were tody for 
the royal Affent, accompanied them with the following 
Speech : « The Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles of the The Sp«aker»t 
Commons Houfc of Parliament, have, fince their laft Meet- Speech to the 
ing, in many weighty and arduous Affiiirs preientod your ^^nB»t*« 
Majefty with their humble Advice ; which with all Thank- ProfogatKwu 
fulneft they acknowledge, never wanted a moft graciot2s 
Reception- Never any Prince did fbircely commune with his 
People, and never any People did with more Toy and Duty 
commemorare their Happinefs. The laft Seiuon of Parlia- 
roent our Care was chiefly to fecure the Being of this Nation 
under our ancient, happy, monarchical Government : This 
Seflion we have endcavour'd to advance the Peace and Well- 
being both of Church and State.

for the ordering the Forces of the Kingdom ; whereby 
your Majefly's Lieutteiiants, and the Deputy-Lieutenants, 
will be enabled to train, diibipline, and keep together fuch 
a Party as will be able to prevent Diibrders, and fuf&cient 
to check any Iniurre^ons, till the great Body of the Mili- 
tia can come in to their Ailiftance. During the late unhap- 
py Wars in this Nation, our Neighbours Eyes were open 
^ to fpy out all Advantages of (polling our Trade, and to ad- 
vance their own i but by the ieveral good Bills here made 
ready for your Majefly's royal Aflent, we hope we ihall , 
reflore and encreaie the flourifhing Trade of this Nation. 
Great Sir, I have but one Word more, and that is by

this Summer. There have been more Pains and unufiial 
Ways taken to kindle the old fatal Fears, and Jealoufes, 
than I thought I ihould ever have liv*d to have feen, at leaft 
to have feen fc countenanc'd. I do dcfirc you, and con- 
jure you, my Lords and Gentlemen, to watch this evil 
Spirit and Temper with your utmofl! Care and Prudence, 
and fecure the Perfbns or thofb whom you find pofTcfs'd 
with it, That the Peace of the Kin^ctem may not be la- 
crific'd to their Pride, Humour and Madnefs. 
' I did cxpc6t to have had fome Bills prefented unto me 
againft the fcveral Diftcmpcrs in Religion, againft fediti- 
ous Conventicles, and agamft the Growth of Popery : But 
it may be you have been in fomc'ftar of thofe Contra- 
dictions in Religion infome Confoiracy againfl the public 
Peace, to which I doiK>t Men or the moll contrary Mo- 
tives in Confcience are inclinable enough.

About this time, the Dutch growinapout of favour at 
Court, it was repreiented in the Houfe, that by the Ad« 
yanoes they had lately made in Trade; our own was be^ 
oome. in danger; which gave place to the Allowing Re- 
C>iution both of Lords and Commons, «ift. * That the 
Wrongs, Diilionours, and tndigntf ks done to his Majeftj^ 
bv the Subfedis of the United Province, bv invading hi^ 
Rights in India, Africa, and el(e where; and the Damagat 
Attronts, and Injuries done by them to our Merchants, are 
thb greafeft Obftniaiions of our fere^ Trtuie: and that 
the lame btf humbl? and fbeediiy pre&ited to his Majefty ; 
and that he be moft humbly mov'd to take fbme ipeedy and 
eSeatial Courfe for Redreis thereof, and all other of the 
liiee nature, and for prevention of the like in future: 
And in profecution thereof, they will, with their Lives 
and Fortunes, afliil his Majefty againft allOppofidons what- 
ibevcr.' Upon dlisOccauon both Houfes waited upon his 
Majeiiy at the fian^uetting-Houfeon the 27 th of April, and 
the next dav received this following Anfwer in Writing : 
* His Majelty, having coniider'd the Addreis made to him 
by his two Houfes of Parliament, is very well pleas'd 
with the great Zeal they hav« expreis'd for the Advance- 
ment of the Trade of this Kingdom, and removing aH 
Obftnidtions which may hinder the fame ; being wludly 
coovtnc'd. That it is that which contributes nm to the 
Honour and Glory of the Nation, and the Proiperity of 
his People: And therefore his M^sAy ^^^ examine and 
penile the particular Complaints which have been ref- 
prefented to his Parliament ; and thereupon, according 
to their Advice, appoint. his Minifter at the Hague iS 
demand fpeedy, Tuftice and Reparation fitxn the Scatea- 
General, and alto ufe his utmoft Endeavours to lecure his 
Subjefb from the like Violences for the future : In the 
fro&cution of which, or upon the Ocniab of Jufkioep 
be depends upon the Promifes of bodi Houib to ftuid bv 
him, and returns them his hearty Thanks for. their ftank 
Declaration therem.* For which Royal AiSirance, borii 
Hotties irmrnM their humble and hearty Thanks; and 
here was the Foundatbn. and the firft Sico towards the 
firrt Dutch War. 

Soon after this Mr. Prvnne, having taken the libertf to

again called in, die Speaker acquainted him, That the 

iiouie yt9S verv ienfible of this gr^ £rror and Miftake ih 

ib ancient and knowing a Member us he was, to break ib 

material and eflential an Order of the Houfe, as to alter^ 

amend, or interline a Bill after Gommitmeat, without Order, 

Knowledge, or Diredioa ot the Committee : But the Houfe^ 

had oonuderM of his Anfwer and Submiifion, and were 

cootQ^ at this time, in rdpeft thereofi to remit she Of^ 

fenoe« 

The BuTinefi of the Seflion being now broaeht to a p«* 
nod, the King came to the Houfe of Peers, huy 17, and^ 
being lisated on the Throne, riie Speaker made the tbllow- 
ing Speech to his Majcfty : * At tlie Opening this Seffion, The Spetker^t 
your Majefty was pleas'd to recommend fcveral thinjjs to ^^^ ^J^ 
the Care ot your two Houfes of Parliament; which we ^^^2L 
deliberatelv oonftder'd, and uqanimoufl^ preiented our 
bumble Advice thereupon. The firft thing we took into 
Cbnfideration, was the A£t made in the idth of the late 
King of glorious Memory for Triennial Parliaments: 
When we bad given it a Reading, we fiund it derogatory 
to die eOendaf Prerogative of the Crown, of Calling, 
Holding, and Diflfolving Parlbments;/We fijond it un~ 
pra^icSile, and only ideful to learn the People how to 
ftbcl; therefore we melted it down, extraded the pure 
Metal from the counterfeit and droffy Allays, and then pre* 
iented, it to your Majefty to be new ^uno'd, and made 
current Coin £>r the u ic of the Nation. We do return 
oiir moft humble Thanks to your Msqefty, that you were 
plete^d to accept our Advice, and to rafi our Bill: but 
more efpeciaUy fiir thole gracious- Expr^ous your Majefty 
was pleas*d to uie at tlut Solemnity, whereby we arc 
allured not only of youif perCmal A&mon to Parliaments, 
but of your Judginent alfi>. That the Happinels of the 
Crown oonfifb in the Frequency of Parliaments. In the 
next place we review*d the Aft fixr Chimney-Money, 
which we intended a great Branch of your Majefty*s Re* 
venue, although by ibme Miftakes it is &Uen ihort't And, 
in hopes your Majefty marimprove that Receipt, we have 
prepared a Bill fi>r CoUefting that Dutv, by fuch Offioeis 
as your Majefty afd your Suooeflbra dull from time to

1664. ccrning the Treaty^ and Manner of Proceedings with the 
i-^^V*^^ Dutch ; drawn up by the Lord Chancellor, and fi^'d by 
his Msqefty : which, as it icems, put the Houie m fiicb 
good humour,- that the very next Day they came to thefe 
two Refblutions, viz. 
TbeParlhmeat Firft, * That the humble Thanks of both Hodes bepre- 
mnniffloiM fw fenFed to his Majcfty for his moft gracious Speech and N»- 
^"» rative, to his two Hou(es of Parliament, and his great Care 

. of the Ptefervation of the Honour and Safety, and Trade 
of the Nation, by his Preparations for the Defence thereof 
aeaind the Dutch; and that his Majefty would give leave 
tagt his Speech may be prmtcd.* The next was, * That 
tbel'hanks of both Houlcs of Parliament be given to the 
City of London for their Forwardnefs in affiftmg his Ma^- 
fRy ; and in particular by furnifhing him with feveral 
/ great Sums- of Money towards his Preparations for the Ho- 
nour, Safety, and Trade of this Nation,' 

At the »me time the Hou(e c^ Commons let die Kin^ 
The gyeat Re - Ia»w, * That they could not fufBciendy exprcfi their 
.foWe of the Loyalty and Aflfeftion to his Majefty, nor the deep Senie 
eommont for which they all had of the Injuries and V ioladbn» con».' 
thcraifing mxtted by the Dutch : That they had confidcred thd Bur- 
»,5«o,oc»J- ^^^f jji3 Majefty's Expences, and the NeccfTity of his 
Naval Preparations ; and be^*d leave to aflure him of 
their Readlnefs and Conflancy to yield him all the Duties- 
of Ailijllance and Obedience, with tneir Lives and Fortunes. 
Accordingly they rcfolvcd,' That Five and Twenty Hun- 
dred Thou»nd Pounds Supply fhall be raifcd for his Mai- 
]e%, in three Years, and applied towards the Maintenance 
rf the Dutch War/ After which,, both Houfcs adjourned 
till the 1 2th Day cff January ^ when they again mtt, and? 
the grand Mon^-Bill being ready for the Royd AfTcnt, 
his Majefty came to the Houfe of Peers, where Sir Edward 
Turner, the Commons Speaker,- prclented him With the Bill^ 
The Speatera with the following Speech : * May it pleafe your moft ex- . 
Speech at the ce^lcnt Majcfty, The laft Seflion of this prefent Parliament,, 
^*^* Mi^* ^°" ^^^ Lords and Commons did humbly prelentx unto your 
«ey-J5iU» Majefty the many Wrongs and Indignities done to. yoi^r 

Majefty, and the many Injuries done to your Merchants 
by the Subjects of the States-General of trie United^ Pro* 
vinces ; and did moft humbly beleech your Majefty, That 
fome cft^6t:ual Courfe might be taken for Redrels thereof. 
Your Majefty ' at the Opening of this Seflion was graci* 
oufly pleafed to acquaint y«ur two Houfes, I'hat in pur- 
liiance of their Defircs, you had by your Agent required 
Satisfadtion : But that Way prov'd ineiFeftual, and many^ 
fecih Provocations given, whereby your Majefty was ne- 
- ceffitatcd 
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oeflitated to a Warlike Prcparadon ; by the ipeedy Dit Anno XT^ar.if. 
X>atch whereof you had let your Keighbours fee, That you , '^^M' ^ 
could defend your felf and your Subjeda againft their In- '^" "•" ^ 
folence upon the Stock d your own Credit, before your 
Parliament came togerhef . And now, Sir, give me leave 
to fay ; Your Neighbours may 'fee, how a great King 
may be made greater by his Parliament Your loyal Com^ 
mons, after' they had convened, did not fuffer four and 
twenty Hours to pafs, before they moft chear&lly gave 
your Majefly more than Four and Twenty Hundred 
Thoufand Pounds. .Great Sir, your Lords and Com- 
mons will not only yield Obedience' with their Bodies, but 
vrith their Purfes alro : In token wKereof, I do, in the 
l^ame of all the Commons of England, prelent «nto your 
Majefly this Bill, whereby we have given unto your Ma- 
jefty a Royal Aid of Four and Twenty Hundred Seventy- 
feven Thoufand and Five Hundred Pounds, to be paid m 
three Years by twelve Quarterly Payments, to begin from 
the 25th of December l»l. And we do humbly befeech 
your Majefty to accept it as a pregnant Oemonftration of 
our moft unfeigned Duty and Thankfiilnels to your Majefly*

Evil Manners produce good Laws ; bitt the beft Laws 
in time may grow oblolctc ; And fuch is the wicked 
Nature of Man, that when he cannot by Force break 
through a Law, he will by Fraud and Tricks endeavour 
to evade it. I may with great truth affirm, the Com« 
mon Law of England, is the beft Municipal Law in 
the World ; and yet if the Legiflative Power were not 
ready to countermine the Works, and make up the 
Breaches that .are daily made upon it^ the Sons of Zcrviah 
would be too ftrong fer us.

juft NourifhiDcnt: And ir your Majeftv be now pleafetf 

fracioully to fliine upon her, flie will flfourifh in great a- 
undancc, to the Content qf your Majefty, and all your 
People. 

< Cofmo^raphers do affree, That this Ifland is incompa* 
rably flirnphed with plea&nt Rivers, like Veins in thq 
•natural Body, which convey the Blood into all the Parts, 
whereby the whole is nourifli'd and made ufefiil. There7 
fore we have prepared fbme Bills for making fmall Rivera 
navigable ; a thine that in pther Countries hath been more 
experienced, and hath been found very* advantageous : It 
calcth'the People of their great Charge of Land-Carriages, 
prelcrves the High-ways, which are daily worn out with 
Waggons carrying exceffive BUrtheps : It breeds up a 
Kurlery of Watermen, which up6n oiccafion will prove 
rood Seamen, and with much tpore facility maintains 
Intercdurfe and Communication between Cities and Coun- 
tries. We have Ixen very much affeAed with the Cries 
and Wants of the Poor this hard Seafbn, eipecially thofc 
who are about this Town, who are ready to ftarve for i^ant 
o^ F'ewel, the Price of Coals being to unrealonably.enr 
lianc'd by the extorting Engroflers. We have therefore, 
for their prefcnt and future Eale, prepared a Bill, au- 
thorizing the Lord-Mayor and Court of Aldermen of the 
City of London, and three Juftices of P6icc within the 
County, from time to time to fet the Prices of Coals, hav^ 
ing regard to the Price paid by the Importer^ and other 
emergent Charges. And now, great Sir, having finiihed 
pur prefcnt Couhfcls, we hope your Majefly will give us 
leave to return for a time into our Countries, where in 
our fcveral Spheres we fli^ll be ready to ferve you with 
bur Pcrfons and our Purfes, and alfb wit^] our Prayers 
to' the great God of Hofts, That he will be pleaied tQ 
firengthen your Hands in the Dajr of Battel, and make 
you. vidborious over all your £nemie$, both at home and 
abroad.*

In this place, it ought to be obferved, that, whereas, be- 
fore this Seffionof Parliament (excepting during the Civil 
Wars and the n^ilitary Government yrhych foUow'd it) the 
Clergy ufed to tax themlcrvcs in Convocation, they were ** 
nowmcluded, like the reft of their Feljow-Sulqedbs, in every 
Moncy-Bili which p^ils'd tlie Houie of Commons ; in con- * 
fideration of which, the parochial Clei^ received the Pri- 
vilege of voting like othev Freeholders, in the choice of 
Members of Parliament. 

The Plague raging in London and Weftminfter, theipi^^^^tliSelu 
Parliament met Odtob. 9, at Oxford, where the Univerfity- £09 of the &- 
Schools were prepar*d for the Reception of both Houfes : cood Parlia«

icrib'd than in E^land, he was Hill pleas'd to embank him-. 

felf from thence, when he was prels'd by two neighbour 

Kings, from whom he had receiv'd more Civilities,>t(» have 

made u(e of their Ports. That, being rcturn'd, he found pnc 

diing that exceedingly iurpris*d hxih, a thing inaediblc to 

Pofterity, that a triumphant Nation, which, by its nume- 

rous Sea-Fights had rcign'd over the Ocean, and made itfelf 

Ibrmfdable to all Chril&adom, fliouldat that time not have 

in all their Magazines, in all their Stores, Arms enough to 

put into the hands of five thoufand Men, nor Proyifioas 

^ enough to fet out ten new Ships to Sea : All which his Ma- 

kiSty^ tho* he then liv'dupon credit, did not defire ihou'd 

ie known to his bcft Neighbours, how^cver alTur'd of their 

Afe&ions ; therefore he did not fo much as make it known 

to his Parliament: But he made it his firft Care, without 

die leaft No%, and with all imaginable ihifts, to provide 

for the full Supj^y of thefc important Magaxmcs and Stores, 

which had been ever fince replenifli'd as, they ought. His 

Maieffy had not <»ily done this, but alfo had provided fcve- 

4^1 Fleets againft the Pyrates in the Me(Jiterranean Sea, 

which had happily and hcmourably brought them to Sub- 

miffion. Theu he related the Dutch's delcrting of him in 

z thofc 
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thofe worthy Ddigns, and repeated the feveral Injnriesatid Aami^tenkflk 
Inlblencics commuted by them ; theneceflity of vindicating . '^^j* 
fhe Rights and Honour of the Nation ; the King's referring^ 
of thisCaulcto the Parliament, the Pa[rliament's humble 
Defires of Redrefs; the States Preparations for War, in 
Ae whole Series and Succefs of the War, in which he re- 
prelcnted the great Agony the King (uftain'd UDon the ac- 
count of his Brother's Safety. Then (peaking or the Medi- 
ation of the French, he ftys, * The Dutch reproach them 
for interpofing for Peace, inftead of aflMmg them in the . 
War, boldly infifting upon the advantage the Gmtagion 
gives them, alledging, that the King will be no longer 
able to maintain a^leet againft them; as if God had lent 
this heavy Vifitation upon the Kingdom on their behalf; 
and to expofe it to their Malice and Infelency. They \osid 
us with fiich Reproaches, as the civility of no other Language 
will admit the Relation. The truth is, they have a Dialect 
of Rudenefs io peculiar to their Language, and their People, ^ 
that it is high time for all Princes to oblige them to fome 
Ref(M*mation, if they intend to hdd G)rrcipondencc and 
Commerce with them.* 

Having rous'd them with .re^e6t to foreign Enemies, he 
proceeded to tafce notice of their domeftic Foes, * Thofe 
ixicpiet, reftlefs Spirits* in their own Bowek, in whofe Fi- 
delity their Enemies abroad had more Dependance than upcxi 
their own Fleets. I muft appeal, added he, to every one 
of your Obfervations, whether the Countenances of thefc 
Men have not appeared to you more eredted, and more in- 
iblent in all places, fince the beginning of thb, War, than , 
they were before. In what rcadinels they were, if any 
Misfortune had befallen the King's Fleet, which they pro- 
mifed themlclves, to hav^ brought the Calamity into your 
Fields, and into your Houles, \s notorioufly known. The 
horrid Murderers of our late Royal Mafter have been re- 
ceived into the moft (ecret Counkrls in Holland; and otheir 
infamous proftituted Perfbns of our Nation are admitted to • 
fhare in the CondiiiJt of their Affairs, artd maintain their 
Con-efpondence here upon liberal Allowances and Penfions. 
Too many of his Majefty's Subjects, who were^lcnt by thii 
Crown to affift and^defend,this ungrate&l State againft their 
Enemies, have been milerably wrought upon, for the keep- 
ing a vile, mcai^ Stibfiftence, rather than their Livelihood, 
to renounce their Allegiance and become Enemies to their 
native Country ; (bme of whom have wantonly put them- 
fclves on board the Enemy's Fleet, without Coitimand or 
Office, purely out of appetite and delight to rebel agaiti^ 
their King, and to worry their Country. Their Friends at 
home, impatient of further delays for the Soccefsthey bad 

promifed 
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'jmto'ijCagJk, pitimUcd theiriielves, and for the Succour^, which cfthiqrs had 
1665. promis'd to them, made no doubt of dobg the Bddneis 
Jn^i^n-" Ml themfelves, if they could but appomt a lucky day to bc^ 
tiie work. And you had heard of them in m paces upon 
the third of laft' Month, their (6 much celebrated third of 
Septcini>er, if the great Vigilance and indefatigable In- 
duilry of the good General, had not two days before ap- 
j)i:ehended the ieditious Leaders, and given Advertifements 
tor die Security of others ia moft Parts of the Kifi?dom^; 
by the Confeflions 6f many of whom, their wicked Uefign. 
is enough manifeiled, and ready for Juftice; Yet fi>me of 
the principal Perfbns are not yet taken, and ibme others', 
got themielves rclcued after, thj^y were apprehended. — If 
you cai-efully provide for die lupprcflbg your Enemies at 
home, whlcfi will put you to little other Expence than of 
Coura^p, Conflancy and Circumlpedion, you will find your 
Enemies abroad lefs exalted, and in a fhort tinie iqore in- 
clined to live in Amity with yoii, than to make War upon 
you; efpecially when they lee you do In Belio Pads gerere 
Neg^ottum^ and tliat you t^ke the, carrying on the War to 
heart, as the bed and only Expedient to produce a h^ppy. 
and honeft Peace. 

Upon this, and the Kitig*s Speech, the Houfe of Com-, 
nions with great Unanimity came, to thefe two prefent "Rc^ 
T!»Uainiiiiity ^^^^^^"^- * ^'^^ That the humble and hearty Thanks 
«f both Htnfei. ^^ ^his Houfe be rewrn'd to his Majefty for his Care and 
Condud: in the Prefervation of his People, and the Ho- 
nour of this Natbn : And that this Houfe will affift his 
Majefty with their Lives, and Fortunes ^ainft the Dutch^ 
or any other that fliall aflift them in Oopofition to his 
Majerfy. Secondly, That the humble Thanks of tliis Hoiife 
be rctur^^'d to his Majefty for the Care he hath had of the 
Pcrfon of his Royal Hkhnefs, the Duke of York.* To 
both which Votes the Lords gave their chearfiil Concur- 
rence ; and fo both Houfes went in a full Body to attend 
1,250,000 his Majefly upon this Occafion. Tlie Commons, to make 
Powidi voted, good tbeir Promife, voted a new Supply of twelve hundred 
and fifty thouland Pounds, to be rais'd dv a proportionable 
Addition to the Monthly Afleflment to oeein at Chriftmas 
next; all whicH they loon turn d into a Bill. After which 
they brought in another Bill for a Month's further Affeff- 
ment of a huudred ^nd twenty thpufand Pounds, to com- 
mence from the Expiration of the former Afleflment, to be 
granted to his Majcfty, with a deflre to his Majefty to dit 
pofe of it to his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York. 

Thefe, and feveral otlier Bills being finifli'd, on the laft 
Th« Commont day of the Seflio 1, the Commons refolved, That the Thanks

The fame day that tliis Vote was made, OAober the 
51ft, the King dame to the Houfe of Peers in order to 
pafs' the (evetal Bilfs, ^nd to make a Prorogatioa: At 
which Time, the Commons being fent €ir^ their Speaker, 
iSir Edward Turner, in prelenttng the Bills, deiiverMhim- 
^^•thus : ^ May it pleaie your mofl fixQplleilt Majefty, The Speaker*! 
The Knights, Citizens, and Burgeifes of the Cbmm6iis Speech to thf 
Hti^xfe of Parliament, in Obedience to your M^y's Writ ^'"« '*^

. ^ Great Sir, When firft we beibqght your Majefty to cor- 
reft tlie Iniblenci^ and to repair your Suhjefts ag^inil the 
Rapines of the Dutch, we did reaibnably iappoie, Thai 
the Juftioe o( vour Majefty 's Demands would at leaft have 
had a (air and ingenuous ]R.eceptioa: but the Dutch re*- 
folv'd with Machiavel^to keep by Force what thjsy had got

Then, about introducme an arbitrary Government in the 
Plantations, Sir Thomas Littleton and Sir Thomas Osbom 
aIledg*d,That one Farmer and others came from jBarbadoes 
to complain of it,, and lodg'd their Petition in that Houle, 
but were impriion'd, that they mis;ht not be heard : And, 
for fruftrating Propolals for pre£rving Mevis, i^c. Sir 
Charles Wheeler (aid, My Lord-Chancellor only op^'d 
it. As to the Sale of Dunkirk, Sir Thomas Osbom £ud, a 

freat Lord told him, that he had made a Bargain for Dmi- 
irk diree CXiarters of a Year before it was known. Then, 
for the Article of fealbg Dr. Crowther's Patent, Mr. Streetci 
laid, the King gave a Living to Crowther ; that in the 
errant there was a Miftake ofa County ; Crowther finding 
the Miilake,petitu>n'd the King to moid it:, that the King 
call'd for the Chancellor and &al, and m the Kme's Pre- 
ience it was amended and feal'd. Mr. Thomplbu uid, he 
ihould be able to make good the Article m£ drawing Mens 
Lands bto queftion : And for ^uo W^arrantQ's to Corpora-* 
tions. Sir Thomas Littleton iaid/^t was (6 public a thing 
that it need not be prov'd. Sir Robert Howard doubted 
not but the Bufinefs about the Settlement of Ireland would 
be made out; and, for foreign Treaties it woidd, accord- 
ing to Sir Thomas Littleton, appear by the Treaties tliem- 
lelves, putting them in hopes of Peace, and ib hinderins 
the Fleet's letting out. Laftly , Mr. Thompibn laid, he did 
not want Perlons to make good the Article about the MiC- 
carriage of the War. 

The tenth Article, concembgthe Earl's Correfpondence 
%with Cromwell, upon a Debate, was found to be within the 
general Adtof Indemnity, and therefore was drop'd and 
expung*d. And at latt the Queftion being put. Whether 
the Houle had lufficient Itiducement to impeach, it was 
carry'd in the Afl&rmative. So on the 9th of November 
the firft Article being read, a long and leam'd Debate 
arofc, whether to accufe him of Treakm upon it ;but it was 
carry'd by a great Majority in the Negative. The Iccond 
Article was debated, but not voted : The Third and Fourth 
were loon carry 'd againft the Earl : The Fifth had the lame 
Fate with tlie Second ; The Sixth, Seventh, Lighth and 
Ninth, were read ani voted. But the Tentli, that of Dun- 
. kii k, admitted of a ftrenuous Debate, and at laft was pafled 
by, without determining whether, it was Trealbn or noL 
^he Eleventh, TwclftJi, Tfiirtcenth and Fourteenth, were 
carry *d witliout oppofition. As to the Fifteenth, which was

ward Seymour : who, on November the i ath, went up to the x^fe, iKl 
Houie of Lords ; and the Lord- Keeper Brid^eraan being ^ 

come to the Bar to meet him, he delivered himielf to this 
purpofe : ^ M^ LordSy the Commons aflembled in Parliament, 
havmg been informed of (everal traitorous Pra^ices, and 
other Crimes and Miidemeanbrs committed by Edward Earl 
of CUrendon, a Member of this honourable Houie, have 
commanded me to impeach him : And I do accordingly im- 
peach him of High-Treafbn, and other Crimes and. MiA 
demeanors, in the Kame of the (aid Commons, and of all 
the Commons of England. And they hava fiirther com- 
manded me to deftre your Lordfhips to iequeiler him 
from Parliament, and to commit him to lafe Cuftody, and 
in convenient Time they wiU exhibit Articles againft 
him.- , 

But, the Lords bemg not latisfy'd with a general Way The Lovbaif- 
of impeachmg the Eari, on thp 15th of November fent *grccwidi the 
down to defire a Conference m die Painted-Chamber. At ^~ 
which, without any EX^bate, the Earl of Ox£)rd deliver'd 
a Paper to this cSk& : * That the Lords had not com- 
mitted the . Eal'l of Clarendon, becaufe the Aocu&tion 
was only of Trealbn in general, without diarging him 
wi|h any thbg in .particuW.* t/pon this there arofe a 
warm Debate m the Houfe of Commons, in which Mr, «g. ^j^^ -. 
Garraway faid, I had rather the Houfe (hould lofe the ^^'^^"^ 
Punifhment of this Man, tho* a great Offender, than that 
this Houfe ihould loie its Privilege: For if this Houie 
may at no time impeach a Lord without giving in par- 
ticular Articles, it may fall out at a time (as in the 
Duke of Buckingham's Cafe) where a great Man by his 
Intcreft with the King procures the DiiTolution of the 
Parliament, and then the Aocu&tion Ms.' The Debate 
ended in a Reiblurbn to appoint a Committee to draw up 
Keafons tojuftify what they had done ; and which were 
delivered in three days after : of which this (eems to be 
the prmcipal ; ' If before iecurmg the Peribns, the fpecial 
Matter of the Trcaibn fliould be allcdg'd, it would be a 
ready Courie that Complices in the Trea&n might make 
their efcape, or quicken the execution of the Trcaibn in- 
tended, to iccurp themielvcs the better tliereby.' The 
Kcaibns, with divers Precedents to infbrce them, were on 
the 2Sth communicated at a ^rcc Conference : In which 
the Lords chiefly infilled upon the Petiti^ of Right, where 
it was provided that none ihould be commicrca without

or aflim'd.' This threw the Hoafe of GomfKons into ai 
^peat pemiecit, and oecaiion'd iereral warm S{>eeche», par- 
Mr. Waller* ticularly from Nb*. Waller and- Sir John Vaughan. The 
fivmer ftood up and (aid, The Lords are a noble Efbitc^ 
bur whatever the mat«er is, they have of late ibme Adviee 
given them, which makes them proceed as they never did 
yet; for icarce attv thing happens, but they encroach npoti 
OS. The Militia Is bow as burdenieme to the fifty raidd 
Man in the Country, almoft as all other Taxes,, and the 
Lords have gotten diis Advanta^ on us, that diey toucji 
not the Burden of it with their Finger: So in the Time of 
the Plague j the Commons mull be fliut up^ but nof Thev ; 
biibmttdi that a good A€t provided to that purpoie pailed 
aoe. We imueach'd the Lord Mordant, and could not 
bring him to tne fiar, tho' fonnerly I have known an !^ri 
and a Lord broueht thither ; you defired a free Cdnference 
about it, but oould not obtain <xie to this day. Rome was at 
ftrft roodeft^ ami only meddled with Spirituals, but afters- 
wards Gonoem'd themielves & much with odier Matters, 
that every Thin? was foade to be tn OnUne ud Sfiritnalia^ 
and many Kingdoms tbereiK)on broke from them. The 
Lords. now infift upn one thing, becauie thev fay it is in 
order to their Judicature; perhaps hereafier they will tell 
us we muft come to ^em on our Knees, becaufe it is in 
order to their Judgment. OsiOder therefore whether 
Sir J. VftttgjhaB* there be any Hope of giving tbem Satis&aaon. Sir John 
Vaughan was long about Presents and Law, upon'the latter 
of which the l^ords had infixed ; and he laid, T^t in the 
freeXIonference there was much Difcourfe about the Great 
. Charter, and of the Statute of the aS of Edw. IIL but not 
apply *d : So that I thought Law in a Lord's Mouth was like 
a Sword in a Lady's Hand ; the Sword might be there, but 
when it comes to cut, it would be aukward and ufelefs.— 
The Conclusion muft^ be, that no Impeachment by the 
Commons muft go on, unlefs it be by Preientment ; and io 
there is an end of all that for which the Parliament is 
principally cair<|| unlefs we are Part of thoie five hundred 
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wtmrnptibie ^es« wlib are orAj fit f» |ive Money : That Amai^i Ji, 
pia^ be rcferv'd ftr us, bat ncyrhiilg elfe. ^^' . 

On the other fida, Mr. Golembne flood up, and thus ?r'™', 'I':^ 
vwdeftly arga'd in fevour of the Lerds : * The Lords &y ^ **'• W«nW' 
That Commiditng upcin a general Inipeiurhnient was agaii^ 
(iawy «nd ke thdu^^ht waald appear lb ; He deny'd not, but 
« Mittimus without fpecial Qaife might be legal, at4 
grounded upon the Petition of Right ; the Reaibn of which 
was to iecure Men againfl Gommttmenr by a ipeoial War- 
ranty and a Jiidge ought not to difthar»? where Treafi>n 
V^as alledg*d : But in this Cafe it was diSerent, the Judges 
could not difirbp-ge a Man committed alter £xafnineriai|» 
but the Lords o\^t not to commit a Man, excsept tiiere 
were particular Treaibn. That if he came befinre a JuBice 
q£ Peace, and £dd I accuie this Man of Treaibn, would 
any wife Man comipit him ? He made his Warrant io- 
deed, but he that aocus'd mot eo &nher, and make k 
more particular, and the ipedal Mattar mufl appear befom 
lie conmiits ; and this was the prefent Caie. The common 
I^w was, That no Man ei^t to be committed without 
particular Caule ; becauie no Man could commit in capital 
Matters, without taking Exanunanpn befbre-liand, othemile 
no Man oould juflify a Commitment; Therefore he was 
not iati^'d, that the Lords had not Reaibn to deny it. 
That the Commons were in the nature of a Grand Jury 
to prelent, but the Lords were the Judges: T'Jiat Com- 
mitment was not die Judgment, but in order to it ; and the 
Lords had a difcretionary Power in the Cafe : They lajd 
not that they would tiot commit, but that they were not 
iatisfy'd to do it without fpecial Matter^ ther^re the Com- 
mons ought to fend it up. Afrer all the Debate, the HouCb 
came to this positive Reiblufion, * That the Lords, not 
having conaply'd with the De&ec of tlie Commons in com- 
mitting the £arl of Clarttidon, and iequeftrtng him from 
Parliament upon the Impeachment fiom riiat Houie, was 
an Obftrudtion to the puhlk: Jufbce of the Kingdom, and o 
Precedent of evil and dangerous Coniequence:' And upon . - 

this they appoimed a Committee to draw up a Declaration 
to vindicate their Proceedinfi;s. 

About this Time the Earl of Clarendon thought proper j*i^^ ^^i ^f 
to withdraw, and having left an ^Apology for his Con- clarendon 
dud:, addreffed lo die Lords, that Houie, upon receiving withdraws, and 
this Addreis, on the gd of December fent a Mefll^ to ^"^f » "; 
the Commons by two Judges, fignifyiog * That they had "^'l^ablc Apx 
received a large Petiuon from the Birl of Clarendon, ^' 
which intimated that he was withdrawn;' and (bon after 
defired a preient Conference with dienu At which Co«-

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Aano T9C«r.n. ferendc, the Duke of Backingham, who was plainly aka'd af 
'f ^Z! , 10 ^^c Petition, deliverM it to theG>mfnons, and with his 

'^ ""~V~ '■' ulual way of Infiilt and Ridicule (aid, * The Lords have cohv 

manded me to deliver to you this icandalous and ieditious 
Paper lent from the Earl pf Clareodoa: They bid me to 
prefeht it to you, and defire you in convenient time to fend 
It to them again ; for it has a Style which they are in love 
with, and therefore defire to keep it.' 

When the Earl's Addreis and Apology was read by the 
Commons, it occafion'd a new Turn, and a new Warmth 
in the Debates of that Houfc. Sir John Vai^han began with

aoeAU). g^^^ ^^j, J j^^^jj^ ^^ innocent Man run away under the 
grcatcft Charge, with Hopes to return again and vindicate 
nimfelf Mark one ExpreflioU ; he fays, he is as far from 
Corruption, as he is from Difloyalty : If he had faid he 
was guilty of neither, he had laid iomething, but by that 
Exprcflion he maybe guilty of both. So inlblent a Paper 
I never met with m this Kmgdom, nor have I ever heard 
the like in any other: Soinconfiderable a Part of the Na- 
tion as he is, to lay it iijxm the Nation, who, if innocent, 
might defend himfelf ; if guilty, why does he charge the 
Ijlation with pcrfccuting? Therefore, without troubling 
ourlelves with it, do as the Lords have done, who, de- 
livered it to us as a Icandalous and Ieditious Paper; it has 
Malice in it, and is thegreateft Reproach upon the King 
J and the whole Nation, that ever was given by Man.* There- - 

fore in concluiion he put the Queftion, Whether the Paper 
fhonld be voted Icandalous and malicious, and a Reproach 
to the Juftice of the Nation ? Which was carry'd in the 
Afifirmative. Sir Robert Howard mov'd that it Ihould be 
burnt by the Common- Hangman ; but that was oppos'd, 
becaule the Lords defir'd the Paper to be retum'd ; yer ftill 
at laft that was carry'd alfo in the Affirmative.

Mr. Swinford (poke his niind Hf. ,Smiiitltrrt 
freely, and kmdng other things faid^* Thi Lordi will jicir 
ther.&cuije nor iumcnon him, but will condemn him un- 
lieard;, and, this they piityouupodii which is agamft Hor 
nour and juftice, ei^ially to do it upon Region of State^ 
'Hie Power of Parliaments U indeed great ; it hith no 
^Sounds but the Integrity and ^uftice of [Parliaments. If 
Reaioaof Siditebe a Motive oF Parliament X6 baniih One 
Man, (b It may be for mam'. If you go in this Legiflativo 
way, you bring upon your Iclves all the Diflionolkr of th6 
jBu/tneis ; but the Lonls will have iome £;tcufe, wliich yo\i 
fannot ; jfor.thcylook d upon the Charge to flight, as not to 
Impriion him. The Party is gone, apprehending, he fdys, 
Ihe Fear of the Muldmde, not of his Tryal ; lo the L6rd$ 
hoc giving Credit to your Charge againft him, he lays.

February 10. Both Houles met again at Wcftminfter ; 
when his Majefty made the following Speech from the 
Throne :

* alio chearfiilly give tlicir Affiilance for the Support of it^' 

The Commons deferred the Confideration of tfaisSpeedi 
till after the Committee, appointed to enquire into the 
Mlfearrragqs of the late War, had given in their Reports. 
In order to which the Duke of Albemarle, Prince Rupert, 
and even the Duke himfelf, laid each his own Account before 
them- That of the Duke of Albemarle being as follows ; 
Dnire of AJbe. « j ^g-t early on Tuefday the i ith of June to Chatham, 
Jhe Aff^« where I foand fcarce Twelve of eight hundred Men, which 
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were then in the King's Pay, in his Majefty's Yards; and AanoigCarJI, 
thofe fb diftradted with Fear, that I could have little or no '^^j* 
Service trom them.. I had heard of thirty Boats, which 
were provided by his Royal Highnefs ; but they were all, 
except five or fix, taken away by thofe of the Yards, who 
went themfelves with them, and icnt and took them away by 
the Example of G)mmiflioncr Pctt, who had the chief Com- 
mand there, and lent away his own Goods in fbme of them. 
I found no Ammunition there, but what was in the Monmouth \ 
fb that I prefently lent to Gravefcnd for the Tram to be fcnt 
to me, which got thither about two of the clock next Day. 
After I had dilpatch'd this Order, I went to- vifit the Chain, 
which was the next thing to be fortify*d for the Security of 
the River ; where I fonnd no Works for the Defence of it. 
I then immediately let Soldiers to work for the raifing of 
two Batteries, for there were no other Men to be got ; an4 
when I employed them in it, I found it very difficult to get 
Tools ; for G)mmiHioncr Pett would not flimifli us with a- 
bove thirty, till by breaking oj)cn the Stores we found more. 
I then directed Timber and thick Planks to be lent to the 
Blatreries and Guns alfo, that they might be ready to be 
planted as foon as the Batteries were made ; and in the next 
place I fent Captain Wintour with his Company to Upnore- 
Caftle, which 1 took to be a Place very fit to ninder the E - 
nemy from combg forwards, if they ihould force the Chain : 
And uiXMi further confideration, tno* I had Horfc near the 
Fort, left the Enemy ihould land there, I commanded Sir 
Edward Scot, with his Company, for a fiirther Strength of 
the Place; and'gaye him the charge of it, with OrcJers to 
let me know what he wanted for the Security thereof 

* Havinjg thus provided for Upnore, I corifiJer'd where 
to fink Ships without the Chain, next to the Enemy, as a 
fiirther Security to it I found five Fire-fhips, and the U- 
nity upon the Place ; and advifing with Commiffioner Pctt, 
and the Mafter of Attendance, and the Pilot, how to do it ; 
Pett told me. It was their opinion, that if three Ships were 
fonk at the narrow Paflage by the Muicle-Bank, the Dutch 
Fleet could not be able to come up : And I, relying upon 
their Experience who beft knew the River, gave orders ac^ 
cordingly for the domg of it. But when this was done, 
they laid they wanted two Ships more, which I dired:ed- 
them to take and fink. After this, I order'd Sir Edward' 
Spragg t6 take a Boat and found whether the finking of tho^' 
would (uflRciently fecure the PaiTage ; which he did, and. 
found toother Pai&ge (which the Pilot and Matter of Atten- 
dance had not before obferv*d) that was deep enough fev' 
great Ships to come in : I thereupon refolvM to fink fome 
Ships Within the Cbaui, and provide ipme, a^inA there

Annoi^nlL ihoald he opcafion* I went then to look aftei: tbe other 
^^Jj\l Sliips and Batteries, aiui to fee the Men ani all tBings r&idy^ 
' ■ but I foubd the Guns, wiuch I had before order*d to be there^' 
not yet.iibme down ; and infiq^l of thick, oaken Planks, (of. 
v^hich tliere was good flore iti the Yards, as it afierwardi

%ing, he had ho other \ which prov'd very prqudidal in 
t^c Uit of them ; Fdr they were io weakt that at every fhot^

' * About Noon, be£re the Batteries were quite raised, the 
Enemy came on to the Place where our firft Ships were 
funk ; i went on board the Kfonmoudi with fifiy Volunteers^' 
ai}d appointed Soldiers in other Ships to make the bed cfe-^ 
fence we oould, if they had proceeded; but they were io

thcmfclves, which, they muft often do by reaibn of then* 
being bound up tq particular Cauies, and their having alt 
equally and carneftly a Defire to try all Cauies themfelveSt ' 
then the fupreme Court is forced to hear their Complaints, 
becaufc there is no other Way of deciding them. And this, 
under favour, is an origm^l Caufe of Courts though iM of 
Men. 

* Now, theft origiiial Cauies of Courts, muft alio of ne- 
ccdky induce Men, for laving of charges, and diipatch &ke,' 
to bring tlieir Caufes originally before the Supreme Court. 
But then the Court is not obliged to receive them, but pro- 

. ceeds by Rules of Prudence, in either retaining or difmimcig 
them as tlicy think fit. . , 

* This is, under favour, the Sum of all that your Prece- 
dents can (hew us, which is nothing but what we pra6kire 
<vcry day ; that is, that very often, becauft we would hot 
be molefted with hearing too many particular Cauies, we 
refer them back to other Courts ; and all the Argument you 
can poflibly draw from tliis, will not, in any kind, fellen our 
Power, but only Ihow an Unwillingnels we have to trouble 
ourtelves often with Matters Of this Namre. 

* Nor will this appear ftrange, if you conlider the Con- . 
ftitution of our Houfe, it being made up partly of fuch whole 
Employments will not give them Leilure to attend th? hear-

His Majefty, having afcendieci thoThrone with the ufual 
Solemnity and Order m the Houie of Lords, and being at* 
tended by the Houlepf Coinmonsand their Speaker, deliver'd 
himfelf in this ihort Speech : 

* My Lords and Gentlemeti, 

* T Am very glad to fee you here at this time ; and I hope The King's 

* X this will be a* happy SeOkm : For I have had great Speech to both 

* experience of your Anedrbns and Loyalty to me, and am Houfes. 

< very confident of the Continuance of it. It is. now almoft 

* a Y ear and a half fincc your laft Sitting : And tho* my 

* Debts have prels'd me much, yet I was unwilling to call 

* fi>r your Afliftance till this Time : What you gave laft,

* My Lords and Gtntlcnien, yba niay remember that, nj>^ 
on his Majefty's Recommendation^ an A6b was lately made 
for fettling Freedom and tntercouHe.otTrade betwecrt J&ig- 
-land and Scotland, which was occafion'd upon Conipl^nts 
rfxiew Duties imposed in ea^ Kingdont upon^divers 0>ni- 
modities of the Growth, Ihrodu6:ion, or Manu^^re of the 
^fither. According to this Aft, CommiSioners were appoint- 
vCd by hiis Majefty for both Kii^doms to treat ii^ that Af. 
'fair; and they had feveral Meetings, which produc'd no £& 
tfed, nnleis it were a Cwvidion ot the Dificultv, if not Inl- 
|>offibility of fettling it in anv other wav than oy a neareif 
^«nd more compleat Union or the two Kingdoms. His Ma- 
Jefty isftilly periuaded that nothing can tend nk>re to the 
'Good and Seairity of both Nations, than luch an Union $ 
and finds that his Royal Grandfather King James, of blcf. 
fed Memory, went lb far on towards this good Work, that, 
hf an A^Q: of ^Parliament in the &rtt Year of his Reign, 
Gommiffioners were authorized to treat and confiilt wicli 
Commiflioners fi'om Scotland concemii^ it. And in pur* 
luance of their treating, in the fourth "Y ear of his Re'ign^ 
an Aft was made for the Repeal of hoftile Laws, and the A^ 
bolition of . the Memory of Hoftility between the two Na- 
tions : And after the End of that Semon, about the feventh 
Year of his Reign, it was by the Judges of all the Q)urts 
atWeftminfter-HalUblemnly adjudg'd in the Cafe of the 
P0ft'Natry That thofe who, after the Dcfeent of the! Crown 
tO/King Jamef, were bom in Scodand, were no Aliens in 
England ; and oonfequently vere capable not only of Lands, 
but all other Immunities, as if they had been bom here. By 
thefe Steps Co great an Advance hath been made towards this 
Vnion, that his Majefly well hopes that what is yet wanting 
to the perfedringor it, may be now accomplifh'd ; the Con- 
tinuance vmdcr the lame Obedience and Subjection for near 
Threefeore and fiven Years, having begotten the fame 
common Friends, and common Enemies to both Nations, 
and taken off a great Part of thofe Difficulties, which, at the 
firft, flood in the way. And therefore his Majefly doth moft 
heartily recommend it unto you, That CommiflSoners may be 
nominated to treat and cooliHt with Commillkxiers from Scot- 
land, 
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land, concerning this Union. His Majefty hath gi^cn Di- AtnoatCtr.Ui 
rcctions td the £arl ot* Lauderdale, Iiis Gommiffioncr for 'j^^ 
Scotland, to make the like l^ropolal to the Parliament which ^ '^»^ -* 
25 now fitting there; and doubts not but, upon the Meeting 
of fuch Commilfioners of both Kingdonis, thoie things will 
be ofler*d to your Qonfideratbns, in order to the Union, as 
iliali tend to the Honour of his Majefty,^ and the common 
Good of all his Subjeas.' 

. inftcad of taking thefc Speeches into Con(ideration, th<;' 
Commons enquired into the Points of Privileges, with rela- 
tion to the two Houfes^ and were ftrid in the Examination 
of the Accounts of tjie Monies expended by the Public ; 
in the paffing of which, they found Sir ♦ George Carteret, Sir George drm 
who had the keepmg of Ibme ot the Books, fb bkmcable, ^^^ expcU*4, 
that they expell'd him the Hou(e. But-being much oblig'd 
with the King's laft Proclamation, they loon refolv'd, * Th^t 
the humble and hearty Thanks of this Houfe be return'd 
to the KingV Majefty for ifluing out his Proclamation for 
]>utting in execution the Laws againft Noncon&rmifts, and 
for (uppreffing Conventicles, with the humble Defire of this 
Houie fbr his Majefty's Continuance oF the lame Care for 
fuppreffing of them for the future.' The Concurrence of 
the Lords beitig defired, and readily obtatn*d, on the 6th of 
November both Houfes, in purfuance of this Vote, attended 
his Majefty in the Banqueting-Hou(e in White-hall, where 
the Lord-Chietjufticft Vaughan, lupplying the Room of the 
Lord-Keeper then indifpos'd, in the Name of both Houies . .

Danger to both.Houies of Parliament, and the Peace of the 
Kingdom/ Upon which the whole Houle made this Decla^ 
ration and Rel(Mutk>n, That they will adhere to his M^fty 
in the Maintenance of the Government of the ChVch and

State, as it is cow eftablifh'd, againft atl Enemies whatib^vcr, 
1665. Shortly after, Infermation was given to the Houfc from Ge-

fedted Perfons to this Town, and of their Meetings and En- 
deavours to diftiirb the public Peace ; and thac he had, and 
[ would take care what he could to prevent their Attempts.' 

Upon which the ^.x>mmons immediately relblv'd, * That the 
Thanks of the Houlc be return'd to tne Lord-General, for 
his care in preierving the Peace of the Kingdom.^ So that 
the fiippreffbg or retraining of Conventicles was now look'd 
upon not lb much a matter of Religion, as of Neccflity and 
Safety to the Government. 
* ; As to point of Privilege, the Commons, not having fati(l 

fadtlon in the laft Scflion, reviv'd the Debate of the Diffe- 
rence between the two Houfcs, as it ftood upon the Cafe of 
the £4ft-India Qjmpany, and Skinner the Merchant ; and, 
underftanding that Sir Samuel Bernardiilon was a particular 
Sufferer by the Lords in this cafe, they examined, him in 
the matter, who, at the Bar of the Houfe, gave .them this 
Sir S. Bemar- fliort Account : ' Mr. Speaker, as fbon as the Commons, ac- 
difton's Narra- cording to hili»Majefty*s Command, had adjoum'd thcmfelves 
^to the on tj^g gth of May, 1668, I was prefently call'd as a Delin- 
qucnt Hpon my Knees to the Bar of the Lords Houfc, and 
demanded,' What I had to fay for my (elf why the Judg- 
ment of that Houfe fliould not pais upon me, for havmg a 
hand in, and being one of the Contrivers of a fcandaious 
Libel againft thac Houie : To which my Reply was. That I 
knew not my felf to be concerned in any fcandalous Libel ; 
but true it was, I did deliver a Petitbn to' the Houfe of Com- 
mons, in behalf of the Eaft-India Company by their Order, be- 
, ing Deputy-Governour ; and 1 did it out of no odier de- 
fign, than to preferve the Company's Intereft and Eftate, ac- 
cording to my Oath and Duty .of my Place. Then 1 wa^ 
commanded to withdraw, and others were call'd in : Soon 
after Ibme of the Lords came to me in their Lobby, and 
told me, the Houfe was iiighly incens'd againft me ; that I 
ihould prefently be call'd in again, and if^I did not then 
iiibmit my felf, and own my bault, I rauft expedfc the In- 
, dignation of the Houfe of Peers to fall upon me. And be- 
^ing caird in again the fecond time, it was demanded, What 
further I had to lay for my felf, before Judgment (hould 
^ pa/s againft me. When repeating my former Difeourfe, 

* adding. That I had no defign to create any Difference be- 

tween the t^o Houfes, but to preferve the Company's Bftatc : 
yet if I had offended their Lordihips, I humbly begg'd 
their pardon. Being then commanded to withdraw agsin, 
I was afterwards call'd in : And, being upon my Knees,

Upon hearing of this, the Houie fell into a warm Debate 
about ibme Expedients for Icttli.ig the DiflFerence in point of 
Privilege and Jurif(ii«5tion of the two Koules, which cou*d 
not be ended that Night; and after that they rv'fblved to 
bring in a Bill for that purpofe. This appeared to be a Mat- 
ter of too great Nicety and Diificulty to be etfeded in a (hort 
time. However, after Conferences with the Houle of Lords, 
they came to thefe five grand Relolutions. ' I. That it is ^. p 
an inherent Right of every Commoner of England to pre- RefolveTuttQa* 
pare and prelcnt Pccirions to the Houfe of Commons in Cafe it. 
of Grievance, and the Houle of Commons to receive the 
iamc : In evidence thereof, it is one of the firft Works chat is 
done by the Commons, to appoint a grand Committee to 
receive Petitions and Informations of Grievances. II That * 
it is the undoubted Right and Privilege of the O)mmons to 
judge and determine concerning the Nature and Matter of 
fUch Petitions, how far they are fit or unfit to be receiv*d ; 
and that in no Age they found any Perlbn prelenting a 
Grievance by way of Petition to the Houfe of Commons, 
ind received by them, that was ever cenfurM by the Lords, 
without Complaint by the Commons. III. Thar no Court 
whatfoever hath Power tojudge or cenfurc any Petition pre- 
fented to the Houle of Commons, and received by them, 
unlcfi tranfinittcd from tlience, or the Matter complained 
of by them: And that no Suitors for Juftice in any infcri- 
pr Court in J-Aw or Equity, arc therefore punifhable 
Qriminally, tho* unnrue, or fiiable by way of Action in 
any other Court ; but are only fubje<5t to a moderate Fine

'^ ^' pany "was prefentcd to the Houfc by Sir Samuel Bernardiftoa 
, V-i'^v""'"*^ and others, complaining of Grievances therein, which the 
Lords have cenfurcd under the Notion of a Scandalous Paper 
or Libel : The iaid Cenfure, and Proceeding of the Lords 
againft the iaid Sir Samuel Bernard ifton, are contrary to, and-^ 
a Subverfion of the Rights and Privileges of the Houfc of 
Commons, and Liberties of the Commons of England ; and 
further, no Petition, or arjy Matter depending in the Houfe - 
of Commons, can be taken notice of by the Cords, without 
Breach of Privilege, unlefs permitted by the Houfe of Com- 
mons. V. That the Continuance upon Record of the Judg - 
incnt given by the Lords, and complain *d of by the Commons, 
in the laft Seflion of this Parliament, in the Cafe of Thomas 
/ Skinner and the Eaft-lndia Company, Is prejudicial to the 
Rights of the Commons of England.* In conclufion they 
aided this further Allegation, * That the Houfc of PecrsJ as

During this Ihort Scffion of Parliament, which lafted but ' 
a little above (even Weeks, four Things were chiefly in 
Debate and Agitation, namely, the unhappy Difference be- 
tween the two Houfes, the Prolecutionof the Diflcnters, the 
Union of the two Kingdoms, and the Supplies for his Majc- 
fty 's Service. The firft being reviv'd to fiich a Degree as 
might hazard the Succels ot the laft, the King himlclf 
tliought fit to intcrpofe, and to make a Propofition of an Ex- 
pedient; which, after, eight Days fitting, he did to both 
Houfes liimraon*d to Whitehall, in this following ihort 
Speech:

Upon 
paffing thefe Afts, his Majci^ declared that it was his Plea- 
fiire that the Parliament fhou'd be only adjourn'd, and that 
TheParliUMnt ^ ^ 24th Day of Oftober ; and thus the Tetltli SefTion of 
%fcaki ii^. this Parliament broke up, after it liad late a little above 
fcvcn Weeks.

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Odob. 24. The Parliament met again, according' to Anno 2aGir.n. 
Adjournment, when his Majefty, in a inort Speech, refcr'd '^ TQ* , 
^]l to his Lord-Keeper firidgeman, who fpoke as follows ; 1— -^^ J 

^ My Lords, and you the Knights, Citizens, and But- The Lonl- 
gefles of the Houie of Commons, When the two Houies Keeper^ Speech 
were lafi adjoum'd, this Day, as you know, was prefixed *o ^^ Houfts, 
far our Mcetmg again ; the Proclamation fince ifTu'd, requiring 
ail your Attendance at the &me Time, ihewbg not ^only . 
his M^efty's Belief that his Bufinefi will thrive bed when 
tbe Houies ^re fulleft, but die Importance alfb of the Affairs, 
for which you are fo called ; and Important they are. You 
cannot be' ignorant of the great Forces, both for Land and 
Sea-Sernce, which our Neighbours of France and the Low- 
Countries have new raifed, and have now in a^al Pay, nor 
of the great Preparations they continue to make in Levying 
of Men, Bviildtng of Ships, filling their Magazines and Stores 
W;fth immenfe C^antities of all forts of warlike Provifions. 
Since the Beginning of the laft Dutch War, the French 
have inci-cas'd the Ureatnefs and Number of their Ships (b 
much, that their Strength by Sea is thrice as much as it was 
before. And, fince the End of it, the Dutch have been 
very diligent alio in augmentbg their Fleets. In this Con- 
juncture, when our Neighbours arm ib potently, even com- 
mon Prudence requires tliat his Majefty fhould make Ibmc 
Mutable Preparations; that he may at leaft keep pace with 
' his Neighbours, if not out-jgo them in Number and Strength 
of Shipping. For this bcmg an Ifland, both our Safety, 
our Trade, our Being, and our Well-being depend upon 
our Forces at Sea. His Majefty therefore, of his prmcely 
Care for the Good of his People, hath given order for 
the Fitting out .fifty Sail of the greatefl Ships, againft the 
Spring;, befides. thofc which are to be for Securitv of our 
Merchants in the Mediterranean ; as forefeeing, if ne fhould 
not have a confideraWe Fleet, while his Ne^hbours havft * 
f^ch Forces both at Land and Sea, 1'emptation miglit be 
given to thole who leem not now to iutend it, to eive us an 
Affront, at leaft, if not to do us Mifirhief To -which may 
be added. That his Majefty, by the Leagues he hath m^de 
for the common Peace of Chriftendom, and the Good of 
his Kingdoms, is oblig'd to a certain Number of Forces, 
in cafe of Infraddon thereof: as alio for the Afiifhnce 
of fbme of his Neighbours, in cafe of Invafion. And his 
Majefty would be m a very ill Condition to perform hi^ 
Part of the Leagues, if (while the Clouds ate gather- 
ins; fo thick about us) he fhould^ in hqpe^ that the 
Wind would difperie them, on^it tit p^vido againft the 
Storm.

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AnooflACar.II. * My Lords and Gentlemen, Having nam*d the Leagues 
made oy his Majeftv, I tbiak it necetfary to put you in 
mind, 'I'ljat, fince the Clofe of the late War, his Mi^fty 
hath made fcvcral Leagues, to his own Honour, and infi- 
nite Ad'/antage to the r^ation : One, known by the Name 
pf the Triple Alliance, wherein is Majefty, the Crown of 
Sweden, and the Stares of the United Provinces, arc en- 
gaged to preferve the Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, con- 
cerning a Peace between the two warring Princes ; whidi 
Peace produced that fifledi:. That it quench'd the Fire 
which was ready to have let all Chriftendom in a Flame;

nfideLs, which would otherwife have been imbrued in 
Chridian Blood. Another, between his Majefty and the 
laid States for a mutual Affiftatlce with a certain Number 
of Men and Ships, in cafe of Invafion by any others, 
Another, between his Majefty and the Duke of Savoy, 
eftabdiiliing a free Trade for his Majefty 's Subje^ at 
Villa Franca, a Port of his own upon the Mediterranean, 
and through the Dominions of that Prince , and thereby 
opening a Paflage to a rich Part of Italy, and a Part of 
Germany, which will be of a very great Advantage for 
the Vending of Cloth, and other our home Commodities, 
bringing back Silk, and other Materials for Manufadturc^ 
liere. Another, between his Majefty and the King of Den- 
mnrk, whereby thofe other Impofitions that were latclj 
[dui upon our Trade there, are taken ofF, and as great Pr*- 
vilegc$ granted to our Merchants, as ever thev had in 
former limes, or as the Subjeds of any other Prince or 
St^te dq now enjoy. Another, upon a Treaty of Con%- 
mcrce with Spam, wherebv there is not only a Ceffion 
and giving up to his Majefty of all their Pretenfions ta 
Jamaica, and other Iflands and Countries in the Weft-Indies, 
in the Poftellian pf his Majefty or his Subje<^ts, but withal, 
free Liberty is eriven to his Majefty's Subjects to enter their 
Ports for Vidhials and Water, and Safety of Harbour, and 
Return, if Storm 01^ other Accidents brmg them thither ; 
Privilcgeji which were never before granted by them to 
the Englifli or any others. Not to mention the Leagues 
formerly made with Sweden suid Pormgal, and the Advan- 
tages which we enjoy thereby; nor thdc Treaties now de- 
pending between his Majefty and Fr^ce, or his Majefty 
and die States of the United Provinces touching Commerce ; 
wherein liis M^fty will iiave a fing ilar Regar4 to the 
Honour pf this Nation, and alio to the Trade 6i it, which 
never was greater than now it is. In a word, almoft all 
^hc Priaces of Europe do leek his Majefty 's Frleudftiip, as

* My Lords and Gentlemen, His Ma]c^y U confident •^^^'^ 
that you will not be contented to ice him deprived of all the 
Advantage which he might procure hereby to his dwu 
Kingdoms, nay, even to all Chrillendom, in the Repofe 
and Quiet of it. That you will not be content alone td 
lee your Neighbours f^rengthening themlelVes in SKipping, 
lb much more than they were before, and at home to fed 
the Government ftrugghng every Year with Difficulties ; 
and not able to keep up our Navies equal witli theirs.^ He 
finds, that by his Accounts from the Year 1660, to the latri 
War, the ordinary Chat^e of the Fleet, commuwtms Annis^ 
came to about five hundred thou^d Pounds a Year, and 
it cannot be iupuorted with lefs. If that Particular alone, 
takes up ^o much, add to it the other conftant Charges of 
the Government, and the Revenue (although the CommifliT 
oners of the Trealury have manag'd it with all imaginable 
Thrift) wUl in no degree fufiice to take off the Debts due 
upon Interell, much lete give him a Fiind for the fetting out 
of this Fleet, which, by common EfHmation thereof, cannot 
coft leis than eight hundred thou&nd Pounds.

bekig icanfible rf your Majefty's Conflancv to the Proteftant 
ReUgioft, both at home and abroad^ hold ourlelves bound 
m Cmfcience and Duty to reprcfcnt to your Majefty the " 
Gauies of the dangerous Growth of Popery in your Majefty 's 
Domimons, the ul-Confcquence whereof we heartily denre 
mav be prevented. And therefore what we humbly conceive 
to oe 1i>me prefent Remedies for the (aid growing Milchicfs, 
we have hereunto added in our moft humble PcntioiB :

* That there are great Numbers of Pricfts and Jefuits 
frequenting the Cities of London and VVeftminffcr, and moft 
of the Counties' of this Kingdom, more than formerly, fc- 
ducing your Majefty 's good Subjcfts. 2. That there arc 
feveraf Chapels and Places ufed for faying of Ma(s in the 
great Towns, and many other Parts of the Kingdom, befides 
thofe in Embaftadors Hoiifcs, whither great Numbers of 
your Majeftv's Subje^s conftantly refort and repair without 
Controll : And efpecially in the Cities of London and Weft- 
minfter, contrary to the Laws Eftablifhed. ^. That there 
arc Fraternities or Co:ivc.its of Englifh Popifh Priefts and 
2 Jefiiits 
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Anno a3C9ur.lI. Jeiuits at St James's, and at the Combe in Herefbrdfiiirct 
1670^' ^ and other Parts of the Kingdom ; befides, feveral Schools 
"^ * arc kept in diirers Parts of the Kingdohi for the corrupt 
Educatmg of Youth in the Prbciples of Popery. 4. The 
common and public felling of popiili Catechifms^ and other 
leditious Books, even in the Time of Parliament. 5. The 
general RemiiTnefs of the Magiflrates and other OfficerS| 
Clerks of the Affize, and Cierl^ of the Peace, in not Gon- 
vi£bing of Papids according to Law. 6. 'That fufpeded 
RecuUnts are free from all Offices chai|;eable and trouble-' 
ibme, and do enjoy the Advantage of Omce^ and Places be-> 
ncficial ; executed either by thcmfelvcs, or Peribns entrufted 
for them. 7. That the Advowfance of Churches, and Pre* 
fentations to Livings are difposM by Popifh Recufants, or 
by others entiuftcd by .them as they direo: ; whereby mod 
of thofe Livings ana Benefices are till'd with icandalous- 
and unfit Mini(iers. 8. That manv Peribns take the Liberty 
to fend their Children beyond tne Seas to be educated in 
the popifli Religion ; and tnat feveral youne Peribns are fcnt 
beyond the Seas, upon the Kotionof their oetter Education, 
under Tutors and Guardians wh6 are not put to take the 
Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and u(ually corrupt 
the Youth under their Tuition, into Popery. 9. That there 
have been few Exchequer Procellcs ilTu'd forth fincc the 
A6t of Parliament againft Popifh Recufants Convid, the* 
many have been certify 'd thither. 10. The great Infblen* 
cics of Papifts in Ireland (where do publicly appear Arch- 
bifhops and Bifliops reputed to be made io by the Pope, 
in op|X)ntion to thofe made under his Majefty"s Authority, 
according to the Religion eftablifh'd in Eneland and Ire^ 
land) and the open Exercife of Mafs in Dublin, and other 
Parrs of that Kingdom, is further a great Caufe of the 
prefent Growth of^Pow:ry. That Peter Talbot, the Re- 
puted Archbifhop of Dublin, was publicly Confecrated fo 
at Antwerp with great Solemnity ; from whence he came to 
London, where he exercLsM his Fundtion; and was all 
along in his Journey to Chefter treated with the Character 
of hts Grace by the Popifh Recufants whom he vifited : And 
at liis landing at Dublin was receiv'd with very great 
Solemnity by thofe of the Popifh Religion there, where 
alio he exercis'd his Function publicly, great Multitudes 
then Hocking to him, and flill continue to do the fame: 
His prefent Refidence is within three Miles of Dublin, 
at his Brother's, Colonel Richard Talbot's, who is now here 
iolliciting your Majcfly as public Agent on the Behalf of 
the Irifh Papifts of that Kingdom.

After this the Houfc proceeded with all Vigdur upon the 

King's Supplies, the Subfidy-Bill, the £xci(e-Bill, and the 
Law-dill; to which Three they afterwards added a 
•Fourth Bill for Impodtions on foreign Commodirieti. But 
this Prodigality in giving, received a Check in the Houfc of 
Lords, by tnc celebrated Speech of the Lord Lucas 
(afterwards burnt by the Common HangmaUj'i which had 
iuch an Efied, that the Lords added (everal Provifbs to the 
Subfidy-Bill: But the Commons refiiiing to allow them, a 
Conference enfoed between the two Houfes, in which they 
fjave their Reaibns as follow. * Firft, the Privilege de- 
manded was againft the Kmg, and againft the Execution for The Conmont 
his Supply, which ouglit not to be clogg"d with any un- ^**^^"" »l«aft 
neceffary Circumftanccs ; it being itlelf a Nm wuttas^pter 
aliquatn Ubertatem. Secondly, the Privilege demanded is 
not due to their Lordfhips in point of Right, nor can it be 
infifted uppn in point of Honour : i , Becaulc there is as much 
Reverence paid to their Lordihips Privileges in this Bill, 
as ever was paid in a Bill of Supply; there &ing a Provilb, 
l^hat the Taxes, to be coUc»5b;d for die Pcribnal Eftates and 
the Offices <rf' the E^crs, (hall be colleftcd by a Colle^r 
of their own. 2 . The Amendments agreed to : ' Tliat nothing 
therein contalnM jhall be drawn into Example to the Privilege 
of the Ancient Rights belonging to;Iie Peers:' So no Danger 
of any Ancient Right. 3. There Lordfhips are the &ft 
Judges of their own Honour; but in the Bill for the Royal 
Aid, there is the lame Claule as in thb Bill, yet their Lord* 
ihips did not then thitik fit to add fuch a Qualification to that 
Claule.

If the Lord be retum'd into th6 ExchequcTy the meaneft

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Batlifrof (he Sheriff may break open the Houle of a Peer 
without more Ceremony; why ihould a Comroiilioner be 
ftppointed in this Cafe, unleft all Exchequer-Procefs be in- 
tended to be debarr'd by this Claufe too ? 7. No Di(lrei.s can 
be upon a Peer without a Warrant under the Hands of two 
Commilfioners ; which is Caution enough. 8. Th^ Lords 
have no Privilege abov^ the Commons as to Execution againft 
their Eftatcs ; And, therefore, we hope this Occafion fliall not 
be taken to create Precedents for new Privileges in Payment 
of Money. 9. Jt wou*d dilt^ura^e Perfbns from being Com- 
miflioners, if thcv mull be OfiKiers to attend the Diftrefi, 
and no Man will be wuling to icrve. 1 o. The h€t of Print- 
ing leaveth the I^rds and Commons, as to the Privileges of 
Houfes; and no Bill of Money did ever dilHnguifh them.

A6t, entided. An AO: to prevent Delays in extending Sta- 
tutes, Judgment and Recognizances 8. An A<5t for con- 
tinuing of a former Adt, to prevent Arrcfts of Judgments^ 
and Superfeding Executions.

'ditiwal Imfofttim en fever^i fartign Cwnrnoditm: Which the 
Merchants efteeming a Grievance, they p^tition'd the Houfe 
of Lords for Relief, who thought their Reaibns of fuch 
Weight, thsit they deinanded a CcmfcreQce^wkh the Com- 
mons apon the Cafe in dilute; and |bis being comply V| 

with, 
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i»ith, a Committee from both Houics were appo'nted, who AiiiioasQ».n# 
met forthefirft time on April 19. The Earl of Anglefea , l5^- -f- 
was Speaker for the Lords^ and Sir Hcncage Finch, Attorney - ^ ""^ ~ ^ " 
General, for the G>mmons. Tlie particulars of the Confe- 
rence were as follows. 

This Conference was dedred Iw their LcHrdihips, upon the Second Confe- 
fubjea: rtiattcr of their laft Conference, concerning the Bill J^"^^"]^"* 
for Impofttions on Merchandize, &c. wherein the Com-. jJL\ ih^igji 
mons communicated it to the Lords as their Refblution, thae on the Bill for ' 
tliere is a flmdamental Right in that Houic alone in Bills of Impofitiom on 
Kates and Impofitions on Merchandize, as to the Matter^ McrehandUe. 
the.Mealure, and the Time. 

And tho* their Lordfhips have neither Rcafun nor Pre- 
cedent offered by the Commons, to back that Refblution, but 
were told, that this was a Right fo fendamentally fettled in 
the Commons, that they could not give Rea&ns for it; fqr, 
that would be a weakening of the Commons Right and 
Privilege ; yet the Lords in Parliament, upon foil confide-i 
ration tncreof and of that whole Conference, arc come to 
this Refblution, Femi«e antradicentey 
^ That the Power exercifcd m the Houfe of Peers, in mak- 
ing the Amendments and Abatements in the Bill entitled^ 
An A€t for an additional Impofition on fcveral foreign Com-» 
modities, and for Encouragement of le/eral Commodities 
aid Manufactures of this Kingdom, both as to Matter, 
Meafiire, and 'J'imc, concerning the Rates and Impofitioav 
on Merchandize, is a fundamental, inlitrent and undoubted 
Right of the Houfcof Peers, from which they cannotdepart. .• 

Reafins pfthe Peers. 

I. The great happme^ of the Government of this King^ 
dom, is, that nothing can be done in order to the Legiflature, 
tmtwhatis con'rdered by both Houfes, before 'the Kingf*« 
ian^oa be given unto it ; and the greatefl Security to all the 
5ubje6fo of this Kingdom, is, that the Houlc*, by their 
conftitation, do not only give Aififtance, but are mutual Checksr 
M each other. 

II. Confult the Writs of Summons to Parliament, and you 
will find, that the Lords are not excluded from the fi;reat and 
arduous Affairs of the Kingdonl ;and the Commons ofRngland 
arc but called to treat and give their couniel upon them aU^ 
without exceptioii. 

III. We hnd no fbotfteps in Record or Hiflory, for dm 
new Claim of the Houfe of Commons; we would fee that 
Charter or COQtra& produced, by whidi tde Lords divef(ed 
themielves of thisRj^t, and appropriated ittnthe^Commoos, 
with an exdufionefthemfelves: tul then, we cannot conloic 
to ihake or remove Foundations, in layitig whereof it will 

T a not 
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Aiiiio i3Ctr.Il. not be denied^ that the Lords and Grandees of the Kingdoitf 
1671. ^^ had the greateft Hand. 

IV. It rh is Right fliouTd b^ denied, the Lords have not 
m Negative Voice allowed thei : in Bills of this namre ; for 
if the Lords, who have the lower of Treating, Advifing^ 
giving Connie], and applying }^ c medics, cannot mend, abate, 
or remfe a Bill in part, by v/iiat Confequence of Reafbn can 
they enjoy a Liberty to. rcjedt the whole ? When the Com- 
mons (hall think fit to queftion it, they may pretend the lame 
grounds for it. ^ 

V. In any cafe of Judicature, which is undoubtedly, and 
indifputaWy, the peculiar Right and Privilege of the llouic 
of Lords, if their Lordfhips lend down a iiill ui the Com* 
mons, for giving Judgment in a legiflaiive way, they al- 
low and acknowledge the (ame Right in the Commons, to 
amende change and alter fiich Bills, as the Lords have ex* 
erciled in this Bill of Impofitions, lent up by the Commons. 

Vf . By this new Maxim of the Houic of Commons a 
hard and ignoble choice is left to the Lords either to rcfiife 
the Crown Supplies, when they are moft ncceflary, or to con- 
lent to .ways and proportions of Aid, which neither their 
own ' Judgment, or Interest nor the Good of the Govern- 
ment and People, can kdmit. . 

VI r If a pofitive Aflcrtion can introduce a Right, what 
fecurity have the Lords, that the Houfe of Commons fliall 
not in othtr Bills (pretended to be for the general good of 
the Commons, whereof they will conceive themfelves to be rlic 
fitted Judges,) claim the lame peculiar Privilege, in exclu- 
fion ot any deliberation, or alteration of the Lords, when 
they Ihall judge it neceflary or expedient ? 

VIII. And whereas you fay, ttiis is the only poor thinjf 
Vfhich you can valu.c youffclvcs upon to the King; their 
Lordfhips have commanded us to tell you, that they defire 
i-ather to increafe, than any way diminifli the Value and 
Eftecm of the Houfe of Commons, not only with his Majefty, 
but with the whole Kingdom; but they cannot give way 
that it fhould be raifed oy the undervaluing the Houfe of 
Peers, and an Endeavour to render that Houle. unufefiil to the 
King and Kingdom, by denying unto it thofc iufl Powers 
«ihich the Conltitutionof this Government, and the Laws of 
the Land, have lodged in it for the fervicc and benefit of 
both. 

IX. You d d, at the Conference, tell us, that we did agree 
to a Book of Rates, without fb much as feeing it, and that 
never a Book of Rates was read in the Lords Houfe, and 
that the ^id Book of Rates was (igned by Mr. Harbottle 
Grimdonc, then Speaker of the Houfe of C!ommons, and not 
tent up, left the Lords Speaker might fign it too. 

As 
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As fof the Book of Rates, inftaftccd by the Hoilfe of Atm9%^C$i,VL 
Commons, it ^ was made in a way different from all former ^^^L 
Books of Rates, and by an AflcmbVy called without the King *s ^ ~~ 

Writ ; and which vrented fb miicn the Authorky of Parlia- 
ment, that the A6t they made was no Aft, till confirmed 
by this Parliament: tho* the work which happily fiicceeded 
in llictr Hands, for reiloratibn of the ancient Government 6f 
this Kingdom, will ever be mentioned to their Honour; yet 
no mcaliire for Parliamentary trbceedings is to be taken 
from this one Inftance, to the prejudice of the Rieht.of the 
Crown in making Books of Rates, and of the Lords, in hav- 
ing their due Confideration thereof, when they (hall be ena^'^ 
cd in Parliament ; which was fo far from bemg according to 
former Ulage, that the Lords confidcring the necelEtyand 
condition of that Time, and there being no Q)mplaint, paf- 
fed that Bill upon three readings in one Day, without fb 
much as a Committee, little iiliagining the foi^wardncis of their 
Zeal to the King's Service in fuch Times, Would hare 
created an Argument in the future againft their Power. 
And if the Lords did n^ver read B^oks of Rates; in their 
Houfe, it is as tnie that the Houfe ofCwtmonr do not pretend, 
nor did ftew that ever any was read there but this. 

Tho* where a Riglit is lb clear, andRealbns (b irrefraga* 
blc, it is not to be required of thofc who are poflefled of 
the Right to give Precedents to confirm it, but thofe wlio 
difpute the Right ought to ihew Precedents or Judgments 
to the contrary, not paft it (fib fitenth) Upon the Point con- 
troverted : yet the Lords have commanded us to oflcr, and 
leave with you thcfe following Precedents. 

I. Qy Records both ancient and modern, it doth appear, 
that the Lords and Commons have confulted together, and con- 
fer 'd one with another on the Subjedi of aSupplv to the King, 
and of the'Manner how die fame may be levied As, 14 Edw.

There are 
lately taken, two of their principal Agents, with their Cre- 
dentials and Inftruftions to this purpofe, who are now in 
the Tower, and fliall be proceeded againfl according to the 
Law of Nations. But the King is liiBicicntly aflured of his 
People ; knows you better ; an(f can never doubt his Parlia- 
ment. This had not been raention'd, but to fliew you of 
what Importance the Franknels, and Seafonablenefs of this 
Supply is, as well as the Fulnefs of it. I^et me fay, the 
Kmg has brouglit the States to that Condition, that your 
hearty Conjundion, at this Time, in lupplying his Majcfty, 
will make them never more formidable to Kmgs, or dan- 
gerous to England. And if after this you fuffcr them to get 
up,let this be remcmbcr'd, ThcStates of Holland ,ire England* f 
eternal Enemy ^ both by Interefty and Inclination. In the next 
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place, to the SuH>ly fcr carrjipg oa the War, his Majefly Anno tsCar.i^ 
rccxMnmends to you this, taking care of hk Debts. What ^ 1672-^ 
you gave the laft 6ieflion did not near.anfwcr your own Ex- 
pectation. Befides, another confiderable Aid you defign'd 
his MajeftYt was unfortunately loft in the Binh> lb thar the 
King was forcM, for the carrying on his A£iirs,much againft 
his Will, to put a 6op to the Payments out of the Eiteheqwer. 
He &w the Preflures upon himielf, and growing Inconve* 
niencies (o his People by great Intereft ; and the Diflerencev 
thjx)ugh all his Bunneis, between ready Monev, and Orders. 
This gave the King the Neceffity of that proceeding; tQ 
make ufe of his own Revenue, which hath been of io grcs^t 
Effed in rfiis War. But tho* he hath put a Stop to the Trade 
and Gain of the Bankers, yet he would be unwilling to ruin 
them, and opprels fo many Families as are concerned in 
thoie Debts: i:k(ides,it were too difproportionable a Burden 
upon many of his good Subjects. But neither the Bankers, 
nor They, have rcafon to complain, if you now take therti 
into your Care, and they have paid them what was due to 
.them, when the Stop was made, with Six per Ceta, Intereft 
from that Time. The King is very much concerned boA 
in Honour.and Intereft, to fee this done. And yet he dedres 
you not to mif-time it; but that it may have only the (econd 
Place, and that you will firft fettle, what you intend abopt 
the Supply. 

* His Majefty has & fully vindicated his Declaration from 
that Odumny concembg the Papifts, that no reaibnablc 
Scruple can be made by any good Maa He has ilifiiciently 
jiiftify'd it by the Time it was publifh'd in^ and the Effe6bs 
he hath had from it ; and might have done it more from 
the Agreeableneis of it, to his own natural DifpoAtion, which 
no good Englifh-Man can wifh other than it is. He loves 
not Blood, or rigorous Severities ; but where mild or gentle 
Ways may beuled by a wife Prince, he is certain to chufe 
tliem. The Church of England, and all good Proteftants have 
reaibn to rejoice in fiich a Head, and fuch a Defender. 
His Majefty doth declare his C^ure, and Concerns for the 
Church, and will maintain them in all their lights and 
Privileges, equal, if not beyond any of i^is Predeceflors. He 
i^as bom, and bred up in it : It was that hb Father died for : 
We all know how great Temptations and Ofiers he rcfifted 
abroad, when he was in his lowcft Condition ; and he thinks 
it the Honour of his Reign,* That he hath been the Refiorer of 
the Chtrch : Tis That he will ever maintain, and Iiopes to 
leave to Pofterity, in greater Luftre, and u^ furer 
Grounds, than our Anceftors ever law it. But his Maied^ 
is not coovmcM that violent Ways are the Intereft of Rcli- 
gkxi, or the Church. There is one Thing more, that I am 
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iiiiiiot5^*^« oommanded to fpeak to' you of, whicft is die Jcalottfy 4kii 
' i67»*3* toh been Ibolifhly fyrcad abroad, of the Feroes the King 

C . '■ ^ ' — i J hath rsisM in this War. \yheioetn the King had) opdn*3 
^imfclf frcdy to you, and ocnfeis'd «hc Fauk of the -other 
liand. For, if this bft Summer had not prov'd a Miracle of 
Storms and Tem^s, fuch as leaved die Baft -India Fleer, 
and prote^ed their Sea-Coaft from a Delbent, nothing but 
the true Reafbn, IVrnnrfMrney^ could have joftify'd the Dc- 
feft m the Kumber of our Forces. ^ *Tis that his Majefty 
' is providmg for agamft the next Spring, having given out 
Orders for raifing of feven or eight Aegtments nlore of 
Foot, under the Command of Perkins of the greateft For^ 
tunes and Qoality. And I am earnedly lo recommend to 
you, That, in your Supplies, you will take into yoiar Con* 
fideration tins ihcejjary jfddition rf Qhnrgts. 

TheCoBclufion * And after his Majefty's ConcluHon of hb Speech, let 

^^ me conclude, nay let us all concldde with bleffing^God, and 

the King: Let us Weft God, That he hath given us fuch a 
King to be the Repairer of our Breaches both in Church 
and i^tate ; and the Reftorer rf mr Paths f dmell in : That in 
flie midfl of War and Mlfety, which mges in our ndgh-* 
bout" Countries, marQamers are fulL, and there is no Cwi^iain^ 
ing in ttur Streets ; and a Man can hardly know that there is a 
War. Let us blefi Godj that he hath givoi this King fig- 
nally the Hearts.of his People, and moll particularly a hi» 
Parliament, who in their Afedion and L<^lty to their 
Prince, have exceeded all their Predeceffors. A Parliament 
■with whom the King hath many Years liv'd with all Ae 
Careffes of a happy Marriage. Has the King had a Con- 
cern 2 You have wedded it. Has his Majefty wanted Sup. 
pile?? You have readilv, chearfully, and folly provided w 
them. You have rdy'd upon the WiCiom and Condudl^ of 
his Majefty in sdl his Afi^irs ; ib that you have nev^ at- 
tempted to exceed your Bounds, or to impole upon him : 
Whilft the Kmg, on the other hand, hath made your Coun^ 
Ms the Foundations of all his Proooedings ; and hath been 
fb tender of you, that he hath, upon his own Revenue and 
Credit, endeavoured to liipport even foreign Wars, that he 
might be Icafl unealy to you, or burdenfome to has People. 
And let me fay. That tho' this Marriage be according to 
Moies's Law, where die Husband can give a Bill of Divopce, 
put her away, and take another; yet lean affure you, it is

Neither this Speech, nor the Chancellor who delivcir'd 
ir, were then agreeable to the Houle ; He having ifiUcd out 
Writs under the Broad -Seal, for filling up Ittch Vacancies as 
had happen'd in the Houie ftnce the laf! Seffion, which the/ 
Iook*d upon as ii^rious to their Privileges, and warmly com- 
plained of, even before their own Speaker was approv'd of: 
Which occa(fon*d his Majcfty, immediately after the tura 
Speeches, to declare to them, * That he had given Ordcf to 

* the Lord Chancelter to fend out Writs for the b.ttcr Su^ 

* ply of their Hou(e, having fecn Precedents for it : But if 

* any Scruple or QucfKon did arifc about it, he left it to the 

* Hoife to debate as foon as they could.' Accordingly, the 

very next Day the Commons, after warm and angry Debates Memben le- 
conceming thoft Writs and Returns, voted them irregular, turn'd by 
and cxpeU'd thofc Members fo elected ; notwithfhnding Crown-Writ^^ 
whieh, rakmg intoConiideracion his Majcfty *s extraordinary **?*"*• 
Ocxafions, riicy freely relcJv'd, « That a Supply be given A&ippljfotA 
o^ eighteen Months Aflcflinrnt, according to the Proportion 
of the laft royal Aid, not exceeding (cventy thoufand Pounds 
fer Menfem ;' which, in all, amounted to twelve hundred and' 
lixty thousand Pounds. After this, Feb. lo. the King's 
Declaration of Indulgence, having been firft read in the 
Houfe, they relblv'd, That penal Statutes in Matters JEc- 
clefiaflical cannot be fufpended but by Aft of Parliament. 
And on the 1 5th, Sir Job Charleton the new Speaker having sir Job Chtrle« 
pleaded an Iiidilpofition to cxaHc his Attendance, the Houfe, ton qsiu the 
notwithftanding the preffing Af&irs then before them, ad- 2**K? *"li 
journ'd to the i8rh. When the Speaker's Diforder dill con- SJj'nj^*3^(^ 
tinuing, and the King having fignified his PermifBon, by Inhu Place, 
Mr. Secretary Coventry, that a new Speaker fhould be ap- 
pointed, Mr. Edward Seymour was unanimoufly chofen ui^ 
his room. Then, being dctcrmin'd that Redrefs of Grievan . 
ces iliould accompany the Money-Bill, 0:1 the 19th, tliey 
prcfcntcrd the folbwin^ AdJrcls to his Majefty, at the 
JBanquccfing- Houfe: * ^loft Gracious vSovereign, We your '^'**^^t'*?!» 
Maj.ft>-s .noil WthRil and loyul Subi^fts ti,e Ovmrnons ^.l^t ?.:

.W "«■■ ^ been pleased 10 renew unto as, more particularly at the Open- 
ing of this prefent SeiBon of Parliament. And further we 
crave Leave humbly to reprefent. That we have, with all 
Duty and Expedition, taken into our G)n{id€ration ieveral 
Parts of your Majefty *s laft Speech, to us, and withal the De- 
claraticxi therein mentioned for Indulgence to Diflenters^ 
dated the 1 5th Day of March laft : And we find ourfelves 
bound in Duty to mfbrra your Majefty, That Penal Statutes 
in Matters ecclefiaftical cannot be fufpended but by Ad: of 
Parliament. We therefore, the Knights, Qtizeas and 
BurgeiTes of your Majcftyr's Houle of Commons, do moftr 
humbly beicech your Majefty, That the Laws may have 
their free Courfe, until it ftialL be otherwife provided for 
by A6t of Parliaments And that your Majefty would be^ 
gracioufly pleas'd to give fiich Direddons herein, That no-

This Addrefs was delivered to the King on the 19th of 
February ; to which his Majefty anfwer'd, * That it was of

* troubled That that Declaration, which he put out for Ends^ 

* fo ncceflary to the Quiet of this Kingdoms efpecially in that

* Occafton to the quetf ioning of his Power in Ecclefiaftics^ 

* which he finds not done in the Reigns of any of his Ance- 

* ftors. He is lure he never had Thoughts of ufing it othcrwife,,

* Thatthe Thanks of this Houfe be retiim'd to his Majefty , for

drefs* But, being (till diflatisfy'd, they took the (aid Meflagc 
intoGonfideration a|ain;and, after Ibme little Debate (in which 
aPadagefrom his Majefty*s Speech of Feb. i8, t66o. was read, 
viz: * If the Diflfenters will demean themfelves peaoeably and 

* modeftly under the Government, I could heartily wifli, I 
' had fuch a Power of IndulgetKe to u(c upon Occa^on, as 




* Moft gracious Sovereign, We yoar Majeily"s humble Tlici 
and loyal Su^ds, the Knights, Citizens, and burgefles in Second Addrcfi. 
Parliament aflembled, do render to your Sacred Majefly our 
moft dutiful Thanks, for that, to our unfpeakable Comfort, 
your Majefty hath been pleated to reiterate to us thole graci- 
ous Promifb and Afliirances of maintaining the Religion now 
eftabliihed, and the Liberties and Properties of your People ;

That nothing Ca? he exprplVdhimfclf )with reldfion to thefn* 
might intervene, to flop the Security that the Nation, and 
the Protcllant Religion, might have by that new Ad. He 
was ieconded in x]^\s by his whole Party, and th^ir Behavi- ' 
our on the Occafipn was Iqok'd upon to be ib meritorious, 
that a Bil} was brought in for their Relief in Matters of Re^ 
ligion, con/i^ii^g of the following Heads :

That the faid frptellapt-Subje^ts be eas'd ^pm all 
Pains and Penalties for pot coming to Church, j . That the 
Qauft in the late Ad: of Uniformity for dcclanngthe AA 
fcnt and Cx)nftnr, be taken away by this Bilt 4. That the 
faid Prote(lant-Si\bie6b be eas'd froin all Pain^ apd Penalticjt 
for meeting together for Pcrforfnance qf any Heligious Ex- 
ijrcife.

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Youth widiin their ieveral ParUhes and Places of Incum- AJm»^$'CiitJSh 
bency every Sunday in the Afternoon^ in the Church-Ca- i^T*-}. 
techifnit and to explain the fame; and to expound thereupon ^ ■^/* i^ 
to the Congr^ation/ The firft of thefe Bills was ih>pt in 
the Houic of Lords, and the fecond was never compleated : 
But, in the mean while, both Houfes unanimoufly joined in 
thetbltewing Addrcfstohi^^ * Wc,70ur Afajd^y's A«A4d«efirf 

moft dutiful and loyal Subjeas, the Lords Spiritual andTcm. ^oth Hmiet*. 
poral and Commons in this preient Parliament ailembled, be« gainft P^pUb 
ing v^ry lenfible of the ^reat Dangdrs and Miichiefs that mi J«mi» 
may ariJe within this your Aiajefty's Realm, by the £ncreaie 
of Popifh Recufants amon^ us ; and cxmfidering the great 
Reibrt^of Priefts and Jeluits in this Kin£;dom, who daily 
endeavour to leduce your Majefty's gobd Subjeds from their 
Religion and Alliance, and how much your loyal Subic&s 
are mfheartned to fee luch Popiih Recufants admitted into £m« 
• ploy ments of great Truft and Profit, and eipedally into Milita- 
ry Gmmiands over the Forces now in your Majefty *s Service ; 
and having a tender Regard to the Preibrvation (x yourMajefty's 
Peribn, and die Peaceand Tranquility of this Kingdom, in all 
Humility defire, i . That ypur Majefty would be pleaftd to iiliie 
out your Royal Proclamation to command all Priefts and Jdfbit^ 
(other than luch, as, not being natural bom Subje^, are 
oblig'd to attend upon your Royal Ckxiibrt the Queen) to de> 
part within thirty i)ays out of this your Ma}efty^ Kingdom :

The next Day, March the 8th, his Majefty went to the Houfe 
of Lords, and fending for the Commons, he made this follow-* 
ing Speech to both Houfcs. * My Lords and Gentlemen, 
Ycfterday you prefented me with an Addrefs, as the bcft 
Means for the ^tisfyin? ^nd compofing the Minds of vny 
Subjedts; to which I fteelyand readily agree, and ftiafl 
take care to fee it perfbrmM accordingly. 1 hope, on the 
other fide, you Gentlemen of the Houie of Commons, will 
do your Part ; for I muft put you in mind, it is near five 
Weeks fince I demanded a Supply ; and what you voted 
mianimoufly upon it, did both give Life to my Affairs at 
home, ^na dilheartned my Enemies abroad: But the 
iceiTjing Delay ii* hath met with fine*', hath made them tatke 
new Courage, and they are now preparing for this 
next Summer a greater l«'leet, as they lay, than ever they 
had yet ; ib that if the Supply be not fpeedily diipatch'd, 
it will be altogether ineffedbual; and the Safety, Honour 
and Intereft of England muft of neceffity be exposed. 
Pray lay this to heart, and let not the Fears and Jealbuiies 
of iome draw inevitable Ruin upon us all. My Lords and 
Gentlemen, if there be any Scruple yet remaining with

But while thefe were 
in A^tatioo, Mr. Secretary Coventry was ordered to acquaint 
the Houie, ^ That his Majefty intended them a Recels on 
the 28th Jnftant.' But this not taking the deiirtd Efte^, a 
written Meflage was lent by the laid Secretary on the 24th^

Preparations for the next Spring. The great Experience 
I have had of you, Gentlemen of the Houfc of Conimons, 
will not ibScr me to believe, that the Artifices of our Ene- 
mies can poffibly divert you from giving me' this Supply, 
or that you can fail of adjufting die Proportion of it. X - 
hope I need not ufc many Words to pcrluade you, that I 
am fteady ii) mamtaining all the Profelfions and Promises 
I have made you concerning Religion and Property : And 
I ihall be very ready to give you frefh Inftahces of ray 
Zeal, for prefirving the efhiblifh d Religion and Laws, as 
often as any Occafion ihall require. In me laft place, I am 
highly concern'd to commend to your Confideration and 
Gwc, the Debt I owe the Goldfmiths, in which very 
many other of my good Subje£b are involv'd : I heartily 
recommend their Condition to you, and defire your. Al- 
fiftance for their Relief. There is more that I wou'd luve 
you inform'd of, which I leave to the Chancellor.* 

Aooordiogly, the Chancellor made the following The Lord 
Speech, • ify Lords, and you the Knights, ' Qazcns Cban elhr ^ 
and Burgcflcs of the Houfe of Commons, His Mijcfty 5**^*^*^. ^ " 
lud rcalba to cxpcd riiat he iliou'd have nut pu witii ^' 
Z z the 
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jinBt>%sC$t.lt the OUvc-Branch of Peace: His Navd'Preparations, ereatar 
i67J' than in any former Years, together with' his Land-Porces 
' he had ready for any Occafion/ gave him Affiirttnce to ob- 
tain it before this Time : And the radier, becanie his Aim 
were not Conqueft, unlefs by Obftinacy enforced: bat his 
G)ndelcenfions at tliip Treatv have been ^ great, that the 
very Mediators have declarea they were not reasonably to 
be refiis'd. He cou'd not be King of Great Britain without 
fecuring the Dommion and Property of his own Seas; the 
firft by an Article clear, and not dufbry of the Flag ; the 
other, by an Article that prefenrVi the Right of the Fuhing; 
but gave the Dutch Permiffion, as Tenants, under a ifnau 
Rent, to enjoy, and contmue that Gainful Trade upon the 
Coafts. The King was oUig'd, for the Security of a lafting 
Peace, as alio by the Laws of Gratitude and Kelationy to 
iee the Hpufe oJF Oratige fettled, and the Loveftein, ibat 
Carthaginian Party, brought down. Neither in this dii 
the King mfift beyond what was nKderate, and agreeabk 
to their Government, and what die Prince's Ancenors en- 
joyed amongft them. Biefides thefe, it was neceffiir^ to 
the Trade of England, that there ihou'd be a &ir Adjuft- 
ment of Commerce in the Eaft-Indies; where the Kuic^'s 
Demands were reaibnable, and according to the Law c^ ra- 
tions ; and their Fraftice of late Years hath been Eirorbitant 
and Oppreffivc, fuitable only to their Power and Intereft, 
and deftrudlve, if continu'd, to our Eaft-India Company. 
Thefe were all, of any Moment, the King infifled. on;, 
as judging right, that that Peace that was Reaibnable, Jad 
ana Fair to both Parties, wou'd be facred and durable. And 
that by this Means, he ihou'd dcprcis the Intereftand Repu- ' 
tation of that Loveftein Party amongf^ them, who iuck*d in 
with their Milk an Inveterate Hatred to England, and 
traniinit it to their Pofterity, as a diiUnguiihing CharaAer 
wherein they place their Lojalty to their Country. 
" * In return to this candid, and fair Proceeding on the 
King's part, his Majefty allures you, he hath reoeiv'd no- 
thing but the moft: loornful and contemptuous Treatment 
imaginable; Papers delivered in to the Mediators, own'd by* 
them to be ftufPd with fo unhandfbme Language, that they 
were afham'd, and refiisM to fticw them ; never agreeing to 
any Article aboiit the Flag, that was clear or plain ; refuSng 
any Article of the Fifhing; but fuch a one, as might fell tliem 
the Rightof Inheritance, for an inconfidcraWe Sum of Money, 
tho' it be a Royalty (b inherent to the Crown of England, 
that I may lay (with his Majefty "s Pardon for the Ex-, 
preffion) he cannot fell it. The Article of the Prince of 
Orange, and the Adjuftment of tlie Eaft-India Trade, had 
neither of them any better Succels: And, to make all of a

Aad the King hath Gommandod me to tell you, He is re^ 
iblv'd to join Irnie with them, and print both their Addreis, 
and hisAnTwer, that his People and the World may iee how 
tetoriocis Falihoods and Slights they endeavour ro put upon 
Ifim. In t word, in £ngland, and all other Flaoes, and 
to M odier Perions in the World, tliey dedare they ofier 
idl things to obtain a Peace from the King of £ng;land ; but 
to himtelf, his Minifters, the Mediators, or his Plenipo- 
tentiaries, it may with Confidence and Truth be affirm'd. 
Char, to diis day, nay even in this laft Addreis, they Ivive 
ofier*d tiothmg. They defire the Kmg's Subjefts would b&. 
lieve they beg fer Peace, while dieir true Requeft is, only 
CO be permitted to bS Mafters of the Seas; which they hope» 
if they can iuUift at Land, length of Time may give them;

They likewile went on with a Bill for Repair of Churches, 
apd for the better recovery of finall Tythes. 

Upon Friday the gift of Odober the Houfe of Commons 
firft took into their Conitderatuja his Mi^efty's. Speech, and 
after a long and ferious Debate in a grand Committee, they 
finally Relolv'd, ^ That thcHoufe, coniidering the prefent ThdrgcandRe- 
Condition of the Nation, will not take into any further Ue- folfc 
bate the Confideration of any Aid or Supply, or Charge 
uiion the Subjedl:, before the Time of Payment of the eigh- 
teen Months AiTeflment, granted by a late Ad: of Parliament, 
entitled, AnABfir raijhig the Sum rffwehe htmdrtd thirty eight 
thmfandfiyenhitfidred and fifty PtMv^/, be expired ; except itihaU 
appear that theObftinacy of the Dutch, fhall render it nc- 
cefllary ; nor before diis Kingdom be efieftually fecured from 
Popeiy and Popiih Counfellors, and the other prefent Grie- 
vance^ be redreised/ At the fame time they order'd an Ad- 
dreis to be prefented to his Majefty, for, a general Faft to 
be obferved throughout the Nation.

Accordingly the new Lord-Keeper, Sir Heneage Finch, The Lotd. 
late Attorney-General, made a long and eloquent Speech, Keeper Finch't 
beginning thus : * My Lords, and you the Knights, Citi- Speech, 
zens, ana Burgcfles ot the Houfc of Commons, the King 
hath already m part told you, what he hath done for you 
/ince the laft Recefi, what he is dill ready to do, and what 
it is he doth now expedt from you : And this in Terms ib 
foil and obliging, fo generous and Co fatisfactory^ that he 
whole Aft:»5tioas are not rais'd by that Dilcourle, he who 
cannot acquicfce in the Fulnefs of this Aflfurance, he whofe 
Heart is not eftablilh*d by it in fuch a Belief as may entirely 
difpo(e him to the Service of the Crown, will hardly be re- 
covered to a better Difpofition by any other Expedient. For 
indeed what better Way Can be found to undeceive thole 
wha liave been abus'd ?

tures of Peace, by appealing to his own People, fafr. Aftet 
which he proceeded m thefe Words : * I have done with 
thefefew Inftances of his Msnefty's Care, thoie of his Kind- 
ucCs are infiuite; That whicn you heard this Morning is of 
a tranicendent, and indeed a very furprifing Nature; -ti$ 
an A^ of fo entire a Confidence on his Majeuy's part, thaf 
it can never be repaid by any other Tribute on your part, 
but tlut of a true and humble Affiance in him. I muft now 
proceed to put you in mind, that there are ibme other things 
yrhich his Majefty, with great Juftice, and great AiTurance, 
doth expedfc trom you agab. The ftrO: is a ipeedy atid 
proportionable Supply; and this is of abiblute Neceflity both 
|br War and Peace. His Majefty is well affured his Fleet 
U in fiich a Forwardneis, that if^ the Supply come in any 
reaibnable Time, you will find no Time hath been loft in 
the Preparation; and it was no finall matter to bring it to 
that pais^ that we may be as forward as our Enemies, if we 
pleate, or very near it. If the Supply be at all delay'd, it 
will hiave almoft as ill Efied as if it were denj-d ; for we 
may chance to be found like Archimedes, drawmg Lines in 
the Duf(, while the Enemy is entering into our Ports. And 
if the further Frogrels of this Fleet be ftopp'd for want of 
your Gmcurrence, make account all Hopes of Peace are 
ftopp'd too; for tho* the Fruit of War be Peace, yet it is 
iuch a Fruit as wemuftnot hope to gather without our Arms 
in our Hands. It is not the Way to have a brave Peace, 
to ihew ourfelves weary of the War: Who ever truftcd in 
the Good-Nature of their Enemies ? It is a vigorous Afli/lance 
of the Crown that muft.make not onlv our Arms confidera- 
ble, but our Treaties too. On the other fide, if the putting 
of ourfelves into a good Pofbre of War fhouM produce a 
Peace,, as poflibly it may do; yet you will have the beft Ac- 
count of your Supply your Hearts can wifh, for his Majefty 
is content it be appropriated to the Building of more Ships:

He doth expeo: that 
you fhould do your Endeavours to reflore and improve the 
•inutual Confidence between l^iai and his People, and that 

Sj ihoa'd do it in fach a degree that it may recover its 
1 Strength, and quite eietinguiih all their Fears and 
tealoofies. For the King takes notice, that the Malice of 
bis Enemies hath been very active in (owing ib many Tares, 
as are almoft enough to (jkhI that Haryeft cf Love and Duty 
which his Majeftv may juftly exped to reap from the goo4 
Seed which he hifnCAf has fown. Among the venomous 
lofinuations which have been uled, the Fears and 
Jealoufies of Religion and Liberty are of the worfl 
^rt, and the xnoA dangerous Impreffions. Certainly > 
Malice was never more bu(y dian it hath been in thefe 
Reports, and it hath been aililied by a great deal of In- 
vention ; but it is hoped that no Man's Judgment or Af{ec- 
tioQS Will be either mif^led or diftui'b*d by fuch Reports. 
For Calumnies and Slanders of this nature are like Meteors 
in the Air; they may (eem perhaps, efpecially to the Fear- 
fiil, to be ill Prc^ofticks, and the direct Fore-runner^ of 
Mifchief; but in themielves they are vain Apparitions, and 
have no kind of Solidity, no Permanence or Duration at aU.

Government' Soon after they debated upon Ibme Heads of 
Acculation a^inft the Duke of Buckingham ; but, while the 
Debate connnued, a Letter was lent from the Duke to the 
Speaker, requefting ta be heard before that honourable 
Houle, which was granted, and he was admitted with great 
Ceremony on the 13 th Day of January. When his DiA 
courle Icem'd fo loofe and unceitain, that they relblved the 
next day to 'tye him down to Ibme certain Queries, drawn 
up in Writing, to which he was to give diftmdi: AnlwerS. 
Accordingly the next Day he appeared in great Splendor, 
and made tnis following Speech :

* convenient for Bufinc(s. In the mean time, I will do my 

* Endeavour to fatislRr the World of my Stedfaflnefi for the 

* fccuring the Proteftant Religion, as it is now eftabliili'd, 

* and your Properties; and I defire that you, in your (everal 

* Counties, will endeavour to fatisfy the People therewith. 

* I have no more to iky at this time, but that I have com- 

* manded my Lord-Keeper to prorogue the Parliament to 

* the tenth of November next.* 

And accordingly the Lord-Keeper prorogu'd both Houfcs 
to that time. 

On the 13th Day of April both Houlcs of Parliament met ^^^ ^^^^^^^ 
at Weftmmfter, accordme to a fubfcquent Prorogauon, s^flj^^nofthe 
after a Recefs of almoft fourteen Months. When the Second Parlii- 
King open'd the SeHion with the following Speech from meat, 
the Throne to both Houfes : 

* M y Lords and Gentlemen, 

* ^T^H E principal End of my calling of you now, is to ^he King's 

* X Jtnow what you thiok may be yec wanting ro the Se- speech to botfc 

* curity of Religion and Property, and to give myfclf the Houfei, 

* Satisfkftion of having u(cd the utmoft of my Endeavours to 

* procure and fettle a right and lalHng Undcrflanding be- 

* twccn us: For I muft tell yoi, 'I fi.nd the contrary fo much 
Tome I. " C c * laboured, 
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^innoiyCuJJ. * labour'd, and diat the pernicious Dcfigns of ill Men have 
'675. * taken fo much place under Ipecious Pretences, that it is 
h|gh time to be watchful in preventing their Contrivances ; 
otwhich this b not the leaft, That they wou'd, by all 
means they can advile, make it unpria6ticable any longer 
to continue this prefent Parliament. For that realbn, I 
confcls, I cannot tnmkluch have any good Meaning to Me: 
And therefore when I confider how much the greateft jpart 
of this Parliament has cither Therafelves or Fathers, given 
meTeftimonies of their AflPe^ktens and Loyalty, I fnou'd 
be extreme loth to oblige thofe Enemies, bv parting with 
ilich Friends: And they may be affur'dy That none fhall 
be able to recommend tiiemlelves to Me by any other 
Way, than their good Services. I hpe done as much 
on my part as was poffible, to extinguifli^ the Fears and 
Jealouhesof Popery; and will leave nothing undone that 
may Ihew the World my Zeal to the Proteftant Religion, 
as it is eftablifh'd in the Church of England, from which 
I will never depart. 

* I muft needs recommend to you the Condition* of tlic 
Fleer, which I am not able to put into that Eftate it ought 
to be, and which will require lo much Time to repair 
and build, that I fliou'd be foriy to fee the Summer (and 
conlcquently a whole Year) loft, without providing for it 
The Seafbn of the Year will not permit any long Seffion ; 
nor wou'd I have call'd you now, but in hopes to do (bmc- 
thing that may give Content to all my Subjedts, and to 
lay before you the Confideration of the Fleet; for I intend 
to meet you again in Winter. In the mean time, I 
eameftly recommend to you all, fiich a Temper and Mo- 
deration in your Proceedings, as may tend to upite us all 
in Council and Affections, and dilappoint the Expe^atioos 
of thofe, who can hope only, by violent and irregular Mo- 
tions, to prevent the bringing this SeflRon to a happy Con- 
clufion. The refl I leave to my Lord-Keeper/ 

Accordingly the Lord-Keeper proceeded thus; * My 
Lords, £sff. The Solemnity of this Day's appearance 
The Lord ^ is equal to the Weight and Importance or tlie Occafion : 
Keeper Finch'» The Matters to be treated of, deferve no leis than an Af^- 
^^^^' fembly of the Three EftatcS, and a full Concourfe of all the 

Wife and Excellent Perfbns who bear a Part in this great 
Coimcil, and do conftitute and compleat this high and ho- 
nourable Cotirt. — His Majcfty begins with the Confidera- 
tion of Religion ; lie fees it is the firft Thbg in all your 
Thouchts, and you cannot but fee that it hath been, and is 
fi:ill, the firft and prmcipal part of his Care. He hath alfb 

confidered 



confidered Religion, fii-ft in general, as it is Proteftant, and AnsoiyCar.fl 
ftands in oppoficion to Popery : And upon that account it is that ^ ^7Sr 
he hath awaken'd all the Volumes of our Laws againft the Pa- 
pifts : There is not one Statute extant in all the \^luraes of our 
jL.aws, but his Majefty hath now put in a way of taking its 
full Courfe againft them. And upon this account alfb it is. 
That in a League lately renewed with a Proteftant Crown, 
his M^efty hath made it one Article of that League, that 
there mall hz a mutual Defence of the Proteftant Religion. 
His Majefty hath confider'd Religion again more panicu- 
larly, as it is the Proteftant Religion eftablifli'd by Law in 
the Church of England; He fees that, as fuch, it is not only 
beft fuited to the Monarchy, and moft likely to defend ir, 
but mpft able to defend itfelf againft the Enemies of all Re- 
formation : And therefore upon this account it is that his 
Majefty, with equal and impartial Tufticc, hath revived all 
the Laws againft Diflenters and rJonconfbrmifts ; but not 
with equal Severity: For the Laws againft the Papifts are 
cdg'd, and the Execution of them quicken'dby new Rewards 
proposed to the Informers: Tliofe againft Diflenters are left 
to that Strength which they have already. Both,the(e, and 
all other Laws whatfbevcr, are always underftood to be (iib- 
jcd to the Pleafiire of a Parliament, which may alter, amend, 
or explain them as they fee caule, and according with pub- 
lic Convenience. For when we confider Religion in Par- 
liament, we are fuppos'd to confider it as a Parliament fiiou*d 
do, and as Parliaments in all Ages have done ; That is,^ as it 
is a Part of our Laws, a Part, and a neceflary Part of our 
Government. ^ For as it works upon the Gonfcience, as it i^ 
an inward Principle of the Divine Life by which good Men 
do govern all their Actions, the State has nothing to do with 
it, tis a thing wliich belongs to another Kind of Cjcvmn^if. 
(ion than fhat by which we nt here. 

* In tlie next place, the King hath thought fit to djrefl; 
your Confiderations upon the Safety and Honour of the 
State; both which arc then beft provided for, when we keep 
up the Strength and Reputation of our Fleit. It is not al- 
together the natural Decay of Shipping, no nor the Acci- 
dents of War, that haveleflcn'd our Fi^et, tho' fbmething 
may be attributed to both thcfe ; but our Fleet feenis rather 
to be weakened for the prefcnt, by being out-grown and 
out-built by our Neighbours.* Then proceeding to difcourfe 
of the Laws in general, he told them, * In niaking of Laws 
therefore it will import us to confidar. That too many Laws 
arc a Snare, too few are a Weakneft in the Government ; 
too gentle arc ieldom obey'd, too fevere arc as feldom ex- 
ecuted ; and Sanguinary tlaws arc for the moft pa»t either 
xhcCaufcorthcEftcaotaDiftemperinthcState. Tocftabliih 
Cc a this 
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^UflO^TCtMi* tbis State there leems not to need many Lavs; fbme will 
1675. always be wanting: And tho* all that is wanting fliou'd 
' not now be finifli'd, vet whatever fhall r,eniain un- 
finifh'd may be pcifeAed in Winter, at which time 
we have a gracious Intimation from his Majefty, that 
we fhall meet again," Then, fpeaking of the prelcnt Ha'p- 
pincfiof the Nation, he proceeded thus: * We are newly 
gotten out of an expenfive War, and upon Terms more ho- 
nourable than ever. The'whole World is now in Peace 
with us; all Ports are open to us, and we exercile a free 
and uninterrupted Traffic through the Ocean: And we are 
reaping the Fruity of all this Peace by a daily Improvement 
of our Trade, and the Encreafe of our Shipping and Na- 
• vigation. OurG)nftitution feems to be Co vigorous and ftrong, 
that nothing can dilbrder it, but ourfelves. No Influences 
of the Stars, no Configurations of the Heavens are to be 
fear'd, fb long as thefe two Houles ftand in a good Difpo- 
fition to each other, and both of them in a nappy Con- 
jiindion with their Lord and Sovereign. Why ihou'd we 
doubt it? Never was Difcord more unfeafonable. A Dif- 
ference in A^tters of the Church wou'd grat^ the Ene- 
mies of our Religion, and do them more Service than the 
beft of their Auxiliaries. A DiflFerence in Matters of State 
wou'd gratify our Enemies too, the Enemies of our Peace, 
the Enemies of this Parliament, that hope to fee, and prac- 
ti(e to bring about, Revolutions in the Government. They 
well undertland, That the bcft Health may be deftroy'd by 
too much Care of it ; an anxious, Icmpulous Care, a Care that 
is always tampering ; a Care that labours lb long to purge all 
ill Humours out of the Body, that at laft it leaves neither good 
Blood nor Sp'rits behind. In like manner there are two 
Symptoms which are dangerous in every State, and of which 
the Hiftorian hath long fincc given us Warning: One is, 
when Men do ^leta mover e ; when they ffir thofe Things 
or Queftions which are, and ought to be in Peace; and, Hkc 
unskilful Architedb, think to mend the Building by remov- 
ing all the Materials which are not plac'd as they wou'd have 
them. Another is, Cum Res parva magnh Motibus a^untur\ 
When Tilings, not of the greateft Moment, are agitated 
with greateft Heat; and as much Weight is laid upon a new, 
and not always very neceflary Propofition, as if the whole 

Sum of Aftairs depended upon it. 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, The King is far, infinitely 
far, from fearing any Excels of this kind here ; He knows 
too well the Wildom,' the Honour, and the Loyalty of this 
great AiTembly, to apprehend any kind of Error either in 
your Judgments, or your Affc6tions. He docs not only find 
himfellf fafe, but he thinks himfelf arm'd too, while he is 
attended with fuch a Nobility, fiich a Gentry as diis. Yon 

that 
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that were able to raOe the Kiog*s Afikirs, when they were Anno ayCtr.M. 
in the lowcft and moft deplor d Conditiohy -will iurely be '6 75^ 
able to keep them from any Relapie. You that were able ^'"^'V*" ^ 
to make this Government take root again» will iurely b» 
able to prelerve it in a growing and flouriihing Eftatc. Such 
Pilots need not fear a Storm ! If you could, this Coniidera- 
tion alone were enough to liipport you, That you carry Qefar 
and his Fortunes', you ferve a Prince in whole Prefcrvation 
Miracles are become familiar ; a Prince in whofe Style Dei 
Gratia ieems not to be wri^en by a vulgar Pen, but 
by the Arm of Omnipotence itlelf Raile up then, by your Ex- 
ample, the Hearts and Hopes of all thole whom ill Men have 
wrought ujpon to iuch a degree, as to caft them into a Sad- 
neis, and mto a DeQ>ondency, which is moft unreafonable. 
What the Bomans icorn'd to do after the Battle of Camue^ 
what the Venetians never did when they had loft all their 
Terra Firma\ That Men are now taught to think a Virme, 
and the Sign of a wile and good Man, D^jf^fr/nr^ de RefuhUcd. 
And all this in a time of as much Juftice and Peace at 
home ; As good Laws for the Security of Religion and Li- 
berty ; As good Execution of thofc Laws ; As great Plenqr 
of Trade and Commerce abroad, and as likely a Conjundhire 
of Afiairs fi>r the Continuance of thele Bleflings to us, as 
ever Nation prolber'd under. Confirm the Faith then of 
thofc that are made weak, by (hewing them the Stedfaftncfi 
of your Belief; give the King the Hearts of all his Subjeds, 
by makmg him a Prefcnt of yours. Then will the iCing 
efteem himfelf a richer Prince than if he were poflels'd of 
all the Trealiires of the Eaft: Then, tho* this SefUon ftiould 
clofc in a few Weeks, yet it may be perpetual for the Fruit 
it fhall produce, and for the Commemoration that will fol- 
low it. Then will this Year be a true Year of Jubilee ; 
and we fhall have nothing to wifli or prav for in this World, 
but the bleHed Continuance of his Majefty's long and happy 
Reign over us. 

The firft Step the Houfe took after this, was to vote, * iTieir The CommoHf 
humble and hearty Thanks to hi^Majefty for his gracious Pror Addreii. 
mifcs and AfTurances, explain*d in his laid Speech, to preferve 
and maintain us in the Eftabliih'd Religion, and our Prc>« 
perties according to Law, and for Calling us together at 
this time fpr that purpofc/ Which being; prelented td 
the King in a full Body in the Banqueting Houle, \m Ma- 
jefty rctum'd thb gracious Anlwer, * That he had a great 
^ Confidence in his Houfc of Commons ; and that the 

* laid Houle mav be confident that he would always preferve 
' them in the Eftabliih'd Religion, and in their Liberties and 

* Properties.' This did not hinder them however from an 
immediate Proceeding to a new Bill againft the Growth of Po • 

pery;

foreign Country, in the manner of a Pried, according to 
the Ufage of the See of Rome, if luch Prieft be not recon- 
ciled to the Church of England ; and that thele Votes jhall 
not prejudice the Laws now in bemg concerning Popifli 
Priefts.

Whether^ if 
Scotland being call'd to ajjift the King^ they nuntld sjjifi him or 
mty he anlwer'd, he thought they would not; but the Duke 
rcply'd, He ieliev'd they would^ and that his coming into Eng" 
iand would Bring a great many. That the Duke asking himi

After thi?, the Houfe prefentcd an humble Addreft to 
his Alakfty for the fpecdy recalling all his Subjc^ home out 
of the French King's Service ; and for hindcringainy more 
iromcobg over for that Service for the future. To which 
the iCing returned tliis Anfwer in Writing: * Thit ftich

over for that Service for the future.

If theftfbre there be any, without Doors, that labour to dis- 
unite your Counfels, or to render them inefie^hial; If they 
can hope that the Occafions £nt this may arife from Ibmc 
Differences within yourielvcs, or hope by thofe Difiercnccs 
• to difguife their own Difaftedtions to your good Proceedings; 
'tis in your power to ddSeat thole Hopes, to pull off this DiT- 
guife, and to fecure a happy Concluhon of this Meeting, by 
fiudying to preferve a gooa Correfpondence, and by a care- 
ful avoidiiif all fuch Queflions as are apt to engender Strife.

King, you are here again affemblcdtohold another Seflton of 
this Parliament; wherein the King expedh vour Advice 
and your Affiftancc ; your Adviee in the Matters of the 
bighdft Deliberation^ your Afliftance in Matters of extreme 
and preffine Difficulty. Your Deliberations wUl chiefly be 
exercis'd about thofe Things which belong to your Peacc^ 
the Peace of the Church, and the Peace of the State ; two 
Confiderations of fo clofe a Connexion betweeft themielves, 
that in the very original Writ of Summons, by virtue of 
which you ftill nt here, they are jointly recommended to 
your Council and Care. The Peace of the Church is harder 
to pic^erve than the Peace of the State ; for they, who defire 
Innovations in the State, moft commonly begin the Attempt 
Upon the Church. And by this means it oomes no pals, 
that the Peace, of the Church is {o often difturb'd, not only 
by tliofe poor miftaken Souls, who delerve to be pity'df but 
by malicious and defijfning Men, wlio deferve to be pu- 
niiird : And while Things fcohtitiue in this Eftate, it cannot 
be avoided but that the Laws which are neceflary to reftrain 
rlic Malicious, mull and will Ibmetimes di(quiet and wound 
luolc that are weak. What Remedies arc fit for thb Dif. 
ea?e, whether xhc Fault be in the Laws, or the Men, b the 
^ Men that ihould obey, or in the Men that fhould-execute ; 
whether the Cure be a Work of Time and Patience, or of 
Zeal and Diligence ; or whether any new Expedient can be 
found to fecurc the Ship from that Storm which the (welling 
'(£ two contrary l^des iceros to threaten, is wholly left to 
your Advice : The King hath caU'd you for that End, and 
do ibts not but your Councils will be Inch as fitall tend to 
Safety and to Eftabliftiment.* 

* The Peace of the State requires as much of your Care 
and Vigilance too : Our Peace at Home, and our Peace 
Abroad. As for that Abroad, we are at this droe, blefled 
be God for his Mercy to us, and the King for his Care of 
us, in perfeft Peace with all the Nanons upon Earth : Spch 
a' Peace as makes us the Envy of the Chriftian World, and 
hath enabled us to do ourfclves Right againft the Infidels: 
Such a Peace as brings with it all the Fruits of Peace, and 
defcrvcs nor only our Prayers for the continuance of it, but 
«ur befl and moft watclifol Care that nothmg naay he done on

fider again, thatour Peace abroad will not iubfift any longer , '676 -7. 
than wmLc we mainuin our Peace at home: For without this, "^ "^^ 
no Kingdom can be able ta a6i: in its full Strength *" and 
without that, the Friendihip and Enmity of anjr Nation 
ceaies to be oonfiderable td its Neighbours. Now *tis a great 
and dangerous Miftake in thole, who think the Peace at 
Home is well enough prefcrvM, S> long as the Sword is 
not drawn ; whereas in truth nothing deierves the Name of 
Peace, but Unirp Such an Unity as flows from anunlhaken 
Tmft and Conhdence between the King and his People, 
from a due Reverence and Obedience to the Laws, and to 
hisGovemhient, fnxm a religious and awful Care, not tore- 
move the ancient Land-marks, not to diftiurb thole ConfHtutions 
which Time and the public Convenience have Icttled, from 
a Zeal to prelerve the whole Frame and Order of the Go- 
vernment upon the old Foundations, and from a per&ft De- 
teftatioR and Abhorrency of all luch as are given to change : 
Whatever falb lliort of this, falls fhort of Peace too> If 
therefore there be any Endeavours to renew, nay if there he 
not all poflible Endeavours to extmguilh the Memory of all 
former Provocations and Offisnces, and the Occalions of the 
like for the future; if there? be liich Divifions as beget great 
Thoughts of Heart; (hail we call this Peace, becaufe it is 
not Vva^, or becaule Men do npt yet take the Field ? As welt 
we may call it Health, when there is a dangerous Fermenta- 
tion in the Blood and Spirits, becaufe the, Patient hath not 
yet taken his Bed.* 

Then, laying open the Difficulties with relation to the 
Weaknefi <tf the Fleet and King's particular Debts, he pro- 
ceeded thus: * One Diffiailty more there is, without which 
all the reft were none, and that is the ftrange Diffidence and 
Diftruft, which, like a general Infe^on^ l^ins io Ipread it- 
felf through all the Comers of the Land. Much of this 
riles from the Artifice of ill Men, who create atkl nouriih all 
the Sulpicions they can devile ; but the Cure of it lies per* 
fe^y in your Hands, for all will prelently vanilh as loon as 
Men Ihall lee your Aojuielcence, anid the Fruits of it in a 
chearful Concurrence with his Majefty to all thelcgood and 
public Ends which he hath now fo cameftly recommended 
to you. It wou*d be Ibmewhat ftrange, and without all Ex* 
ample in Story, diat a Nation Ihou'd be twice ruin*d, twice 
undone, by the ielf-lame W^s and Means, the lame Fears 
and Jeatoufies. Will any Man that but gives himfelf leave 
to think, refiile to enjoy and take comfort in the Bleffings 
that are preftnt, only tor fear of future Changes and Altera* 
tions? Surely it is enoitth for -any Ki^om, and more tluui

That now or never was the Scalbti 
V "^ ' to make war with France, whfle we may, have fuch Auxi- 
liaries ; and if it were a formidable thing to engage him now, 
^low much more when this opportunity was loft, the Confe- 
deracy diflblv'd, and we left to withfend him alone ? That 
as to nis feizbg our Merchants Ejfi[c6ts, the Cafe is the fame 
now as it would be three Years hence, or whenever the War 
fliall commence : And as to our Plantations and Traders, 
we muft look upon the French as powerful, but not onmipo- 
tent ; and we may as well defend them as the Dutch do 
theirs by Convoys, ^c. and chiefly when the French fliall 
Iiave lb many Enemies, and we ib many Friends, as no odier 
time is like to afford. They were fbrry, indeed, to hear we 
ixranted Ships, Stores, l^e. but hoped it would appear to be 
otherwife. That the Seafpn was not io far fpcnt, but that 
a competent Fleet might be (et out this Summer ; and that, 
however defeftive we might be in this kind, the Dutch were 
ready to make an effectual Supplement In"- that behalf. 
That, however ill and falfe fbme Men might cftecm" the 
Dutch, yet Jritcreft will not lie ; and it is lo rtiucli their In- 
tereft to confine and reduce the French, that it is not to be 
imagin'd, but that they will fteadily adhere to every Friend, 
and every Alliance they fhall join with for that purpofc. 
That however various tne leveral Confederates and their In- 
tcrclls were, yet a common Alliance might be made with 
them againft the PVench, and the prefenc Alliance may be 
extended to Engjland.

* They fhould perfect two Money-Bills, and give the King 
Rife, and take another Time to condder further of Keli • 
gton, Liberty and Property, efpecially (ceing all Bills now 
depending would be kept on foot ; the intended Recefs being - 
dcfign'd only for an Adjournment : That they had very good 
Lav/s already, and would give their Shares in any new 
ones they were making, to be in*the Country at the prefent . 
Tirte; tnat it was neceflary for tliem to be there the loth 
of May, to execute the Money Bill, and Ibme time was to 
be allow'd for their Journeys, and Reft after it; that the 
paffing Ibmc neceffary Bills, came in the End oftheKing^s. 
Meftage, and by the by ; for his Majefty faith, * That if 

* for this Rcalbn, that is, for making of Preparations, ^c 

* they fhould defirc to fit longer ;* and if Co, then alio take 
Opportunity of paffing fuch Dills. So the Senfe and Incli- 
norion of the Houlc was to rile before Eafter, as had been 
before intimated and expedcd. Then they fell upon the 
mab Confideration of the Meflage, and to make a prefent 
Anfwcr. 

The Secretary, and other Minifters of State faid. That 'fiig $eii& of 
the Alteration of Aflairs whidi hb Majefty took notiic of, the Mjoiftm. 
I i 2 - was 
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in the late Battle, and their Proceedbgs totakeCambrayy and 
,St. Omers. Thus, by Inches, or rather great Meafures, they 
were taking in Flanders, which was rcckon*d the Out-work 
of England as well as Holland. And theyr laid plably, that 
nothing could put hb Msqefty in a Condition to make fitting 
Preparations to prcfcrve the Kingdom, but ready Money. 

To this it was anfwer'd,That it was liot proper nor ufual to 
ask Money at the £nd of a Seffion, and it was lit that Allian- 
ces fhould firft be made, and that they ihould ScijoDm rather 
till that were done : For they ought not to give Money tift 
they knew for what ; and, it was clearly fpoken'and madp out 
by tliem, that, if there Was no Summer's War, there was 
Money enough given already. 

It was reply^i, Tliat they had not Direction from his 
Majefty, as to what he had relblved ; and it might be incon- 
venient to dilcover and publifli fuchThfeigs: But they would 
ofier their Gucls and Aim at fuch Things. If there were • 
any Approaches towards a War, tho* they ought to confider 
like him in the Golpel,Whether with liith a Force they could 
encounter a King that came agamft them with liich a Foroc^ 
they ihould think of provid'ing a Guard ^r the lile of Wighr^ 
Jeriey, Guemlcy, and Ireland, and fecure our Goads, and 
lie in a defenfive Pofture. We might be attacked in the 
Night. Alio, there would be a Necelfity of an extraordina^ 
ry Summer-Guard at Sea : His Majelly did uft to SMpply 
400,000!. yearly out of the Cuftoms, upon his Fleets. (The 
very Harbour-Ezpence in Anchorage, Moormg, Docks and 
Repairs, amounting to 1 10,000 1. per jinntm.) And he wa9 
now letting forth fortjr Ships for tlic Summer-Guard : But^ 
if there was a Dilpofition towards War, there muft be more 
Ships, or at lead, thoic* muft be more fully mann'd, and more* 
fttx)ijgly appointed, and fumifh'd the more : clpecially if thc^ 
Breacli was fudden ; for, /)therwife, our trading Snips at* 
Sea, as well as thofe Ships Goods in the French Ports would 
be exposed. Now it is realbnable that the Remamder, which 
was above and beyond the King's ordinary Allowance, fhould 
be liipply'd by the Parliament, and the ex;traordinary Rre- 
parations of this kmd for the preient, could not amount to* 
leis than 200,000 1. 

It was anfwer'd, Tliat it was a melancholy thing to think» 
that Jerfey, ^c. were not well enough fecur'd ; at leaft as 
well as in the Year 166 $\ when we alone had War with 
the French and Dutch too ; and yet the King's Revenue was 
lets than now. That the Revenue of Ireland was j 500,000 1. 
fer Armvm beyond tlic Eftablilhments, (that is, the Civil, Mi- 
litary, and all Payments of the Government.) Which*, if 

not 
t Sl^fTtt iftbtrt iiwia Cyfber too must in tbit C§wfutati(m, 
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hdt lent ov'er hither, bat difpcs'd there, would ienFe to de- Aano^^eOIr 
fcpd that Kitigdom. And they remember that, about a Month ^^t ^ 
ago, they were told by Ibme of thefe Gentlemen, that the ^-^^i"* ' ' 
French iCing would not take more Towns in Flanders, if 
he cx)uld have them, but was drawing off to meet the 6e»* 
nans; who would be in the Field in May; and, tbereibre, 
it was ftrange he ihould be repreiented now, as ready to in- 
vade us, and that we muft have an Army rais'd and kept 
on our Iflands and Land. But a Fleet would protcd; all. 
Ships are the Defence of an Ifland, and thereby we may 
hope to keep him at aDiftance,.and not apprehend, or pre^ 
^re to meet him at our Doors. He learns by Sicily, what 
It is to invade an Ifland. He is not like to attempt an In- 
vasion of us, till he hath Ibme Mattery at Sea, which is im^ 
pofSble for him to have, % long as he is diverted and em- 
plojr'd at Land, in the Mediterranean, and in the Weft- 
Indies, as he is. And as to our Mcrchant-Ships and Good% 
they are in no more Dangier now, than they were in any. 
War whatever. Nay» there was more Expedition of this, 
than there was of the laft War ; for the fird Notice we, or 
the Dutch had of that Breach, was their Attempt on their 
Smyrna Fleet. Alio it is obferv'd, that what was &id a 
Fortnight ago (tho* the Seaibn was too £kr advanced to lay 
In Beef, and it would flink) was admitted to be a Miflake, 
fer that now it was urgTl, that a greater and better appointed 
Fleet muft be furnifh'd out. It was ftill infifted on, iUcewiie, 
that we were in the Dark ; his Majefty did not fpeak out, 
that he would make the defir'd Alliances agaitift the Growth 
of France ; and reiblve with his Parliament to maintain them. 
That, ^Q long as there was any Goldnefs or Refervednefs ^ 
this kind, they had no clear Grounds to grant Money £br 
Preparations. His Magefty was a Prince of that Gooidnefi 
and Love towards his People, that none did diftruft him, 
but there was a Diftruft of iome of his Minifters, and a 
Jealouiy that they were under Frendi Lifluences ; and Com- 
plaints and Addrefles had been made againft them. And, 
Upon the Diicourfe of providing for the Mfetv of the Nation, 
k beinfi; £dd, we might be iecur'd by the Gtiaranty of the 
geoenu Peace, it was refleded on as a thing moft perni- 
cious to us : and that oar Money and Endeavours coi|ld not 
be worfe apply*d than to procure that Peace. All that they 
defir'd was, that hk Majefly, ^d his People unanimoufl]^, 
truly, fiocerely and thoroughly declare and engage in this 
Buhnefi, with a mutual Gonndence, fpeakine as on both 
fides ; and this, and nothing but this, wodd dilchaige and 
extinguifh all Jealou(ic». 

But it was oWeflred, That it was not convenient to dif- Objeftiontof 
cover his Mi^'s fecrec Furpofes ina pubiic AflcmWy: It *^ Mimftcrt.

fet Notice of the Councils of Princes, as thcTfiarl of Briftol 
^mbaflador in Spain, in the laft part bf King James's Reign, 
procured Copies and often the Sight of the original 
Difpatchcs, , and Cabinet-Paperi» of the King of Spain. But, 
acknowledging that his Majefty's Councils are impenetrable, 
yet the Thmgs would in a inort time difcover themfelVes. 
Bcdde, they faid, they did not much defire Secrecy. For 
let the King take a great Refblution and put liimfelt at the 
Head of his Parliament and People in this weighty and wor- 
thy Caufc of England, and let a Hying Poft carry the News 
to Paris, and let the French King do his wovft. 

His Maiefty never had, nor will have cau(e to diftruft his 
People. In i(>67, in Confidence of our Aid, he made a 
League without Advice of Parliament (commonly call'd the 
Triple League) which was for the Intercft of England, and 
whereby his Majefty became the Arbiter of Chriftendom ; 
and in tne Name, and upon the Account of that , the Parliament 
gave him fcveral Supplies. In 1672, he made War without 
Advice of Parliament, which War the Parliament thought 
not for the Intercft of England to continue ; yet therein they 
would not leave him, but gave him i ,aoo,ooo /. to carry himfelf 
in and out of it. How much more then are they concern'd and 
oblig'd to (upply and aftift him in thefe Alliances and War, 
(if it enlue) which are fo mucli for the Intercft of England, 
and diter'd into by the prefTmg Advice of Parliament? We 
hope his Majefty will declare himfelf in Eameft, and we arc 
in Eanieft, having his Majefty's Heart with us. Let his 
Hand rot oft, that is not ftretched out for this Affair I We 
will not ftick at this or that Sum, or Thing, but we will go 
with his Majefty to all Extremities. We are not afraid of 
the French King bccaufe he has great Force, and extraor- 
dinary thinking Men about him, who manage his Affairs to a 
wonder ; But, we truft his Majefty will have his Bufineft 
manag'd by thinking Men, that will be provident and care- 
ful of his Intereft, and not liifter him to pay Cent, per Cent, 
more than Things are worth, that arc taken up and ufcd : 
And, if the Work be entcr'd upon in this Manner, we 
iiope England will have Englifti Succels with France : As it 
is in bowling, if your Bowl be well let out (or dire^d) 
you may wink and it will go to the Mark. Were the Things 
clear and thoroughly undertaken) there would be lefs rea- 
fon to difpute of Time ; there never was a Council bur 
would fit on Sunday, or any Day for fuch a Work. In fine, 
they laid| the Buiinelsmuft iieat one Door, and they would 

not 
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Dot, for any thing, it fliould flat in their Hands. And aU Anno a9Car.If. 
tho* they fhould hope his Majefty, in an Exigence, wouW '^ 77- ^ 
lend to his People, who had given fo much to him; jret *'— ^>^ -^ 
they laid, they could not leave him without providing him 
a Sum of Money, as much as he could u(e between tliis 
and Ibme convenient Time after Eafter, when he might, if 
he pleasM, command their fidl Attendance by .ibme public 
Notification. 

The Sivm mention'd was 200,000 /. and the Expedient to aoo,ooo /. «f- 
raife it a borrowing Ciaufe to be added to the Bill for Ic- ^'.^late Ail!"" 
vying a) mod (Joo,ooo/; the Effect of which was to enable "° 
his Majefty prefendy to take up the laid Sum of ioo,ooo/. on 
the Credit of this Bill at 7 Per Cent, Intereft. 

Some Difcourle enlq*d of letting loofe part of the 600,000/, 
juft mentioned ; but then it was reflefted that this Sum wa?i 
appropriated for the building of Ships,, and that they would 
not have this Appropriation unhing'd by any Means, and 
therefore relblv'd to annex the borrowing Ciaufe to the Bill 
for continuing the additional Duty of Excife for three Years, 
which w^s not y t pafs'd ; Againft which it was obje<5ted, 
that it was given for other Purpofes, viz. To eafc the Kingi, 
to pay Intereft for his Debts, &c. On the contrary, it was 
anlwer'd, that the Preamble Ipeaks not of his Debts, but 
his extraordinary Occafions. But that belides, they did not 
intend to wichdraw fb much of that Gift, but did relblvc to 
rc-imburle his Majefty towards the 200,000 /. {6 much of it 
as he fliould lay out m extraordinary Preparations. 

It was again objected, That this would be a kind of de- 
nouncing of War ; and that 200,000 /. was a miicrable, 
mean, and incompetent Sum to defend us againft thof© whom 
yft fhould provoke. 

To which was reply'd, That it was but an Earneft of 
what they intended, and that thev* were willing to meet 
again, and give farther Supplies. Defide, the French King 
was not formidable for any gre^t Hurt he could do us dur- 
ing the Confoderacj'. That there were Icveral Princes of 
Germany at war with him, who, thp* much more weak 
^nd inconfidcrable than we, were lafo; being defended nor 
by their own Strength, but the whole Confederacy. 

The Debate * concluded in voting the following Anfwer, 
which was prefenred to the King by the Speaker and the 
whole Houle on the 13th of April: * We your Majefty's An AnlWert* 
mo^ loyal Subjefts, Sec. do, with great Satisfedion of Mind, JJ^!?! * 
obfervc the Regard your Majefty is pleas'd to exprels to our 
former Addrcflcs, by intimating to us the late Alteration of 
Affairs abroad, and do return our moft humble Thanks for 
your Mqcfty's moft gracious Offer made to us thereupon in 
your late Mcllage: And, having taken a lerious Deliberation 

of 
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J|toiw!M)f)ir«ll. of the fame, and oF the Preparations your Majedy h^tl? 
"'^ therein intimated to us were fitting to be made, in order to 
thole ^iblic Ends, we have at prefot provided a Security 
in a Bill ibr the additional Duty of EzcHe, upon which your 
Majefty may raife the Sum of two hundred thouiand 
Pounds. And if your Majefty fhall think lit to call us to- 
gether again for this Purpolc m fomc fhort time after Eafter, 
by any public S^ification of your Pleafure, commanding 
our Attendance ; we ikall, at oar next meeting, not only be 
ready to rcimburfc your Majefiy what Sums ot Money mall 
be expended on iuch extraordinary Preparations as ihal} 
be in purfuance of our former Addrefles ; but fhall likewife 
with tnankful Hearts proceed then, and at all other times, 
to fumiih your M^qefty with k large a Proportion of Afli- 
fiance and Supplies upon this Occafion, as may give your 
Majefty and the whole World, an ample Teftimony of our 
Loyalty and Affcftion to your Majefty 's Service ; and as 
may enable your M^efty, by the help of Almighty God, to 
Riamtain fiich ftrider Alliances as youihall have enter'd m- 
to, againft all OppoiiticMi whatlbever.* Hereupon his Ma- 
jefty, within two Days, lent this fecond Mef&ge to the 
riouie : * His Majefty, having confider'd the Anfwer of this 

* Houfe to the laft Meftage about enabling him to make fit- 

* ting Preparatbns for the Security of thele Kingdoms, finds, 

* by It, that they have only enabled him to borrow two hun- 

* dred thouiand Pounds,upon a Fund given him for other \J^cs\ 

* his Majefty defires therefore this Houlc Ihou'd know, and he 
^ hopes they will always believe of him, that not onJy that 
« Fund, but any other within his Power fhall be engag'd to 

* the utmoft for the Prefervation of his Kingdom : But as his 

* Majefly's Condition is, (which he doubts not but is as well 

* known to this Houle as himfelf ^ he muft tell them plainly, 

* That without the Sum of flx hundred riiouland Pounds, or 

* Credit for fuch a Sum, upon new Funds, it will nor be 

* poffible for him to fpeak^or aft thofe Things which fhou'd 

* anfwer the Ends of their leveral Addrefles, without expof-

* doth further acquaint you, that having &nc his Part, and

The Houle fell into an immediate Q>nnderatioo of an An- 
fwer, and, after a fliort Debate, they drew up the following 
Addrefs : * We ydur Majefty's moft loyal Subjeds, &c. ha- 
ving confider'd your Majefty's laft Mcflage, and the gra- 
cious Exprdffions therein contained, for employing your Ma- 
jefty's whole Revenue at any time, to raife Money for the 
Prefervatwn of your Matty's Kingdoms, do find great 
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Caaie to return our mod humble Thatiks to yourMajefty fi>r A^no igCar.U, 
ihc fame, and to defire your Majcftjr to reft aflur'd, that ynu '677» 
ihall find as much Duty and Aftedtion in us, as can be ^ '^^~~ ^ 

, expeded from a moft loyal People, to their moft gracious 
Sovereign : And whereas your Majefty is pleas'd to Hgnify 
tons, that the Sum of two hundred thoufand Pounds is not fut^ 
iicienc without a further Supplv, to enable your Majefty to 
Ipeak or afl: thofe Things deur d by your People, wc hum- 
bly take leave to acquamt your Majefty, that nfany of our 
Members being (upon an £xpe6tation of an Adjournment 
be&re Eafter) gone into their feveral Countries, we can- 
not think it parliamentary, in their Abfence, to take upon 
us the granting of Money ; but do therefore dcflrc your 
Majefty to be pleas'd tfiat this Houfc may adjourn itielf for 
iiich a ihort time, before the (aid two hundred thoufand 
Pounds be expended, as your Majefty? ftiall think fit, smd by 
your royal Proclamation to command the Attendance of all 

. our Members at the Day of Meeting. By which Time wc 
hope your Majefty may have fo fbrm'd your Affairs, and 
fix d your Alliances, in purlliance of our former Addrcflcs, 
that yjour Majefty may be gracioufly pleas'd to impart them 
to us in Parliament ; and we no ways doubt, but, at our next 
aftembling, your Majefty will not only meet with a Com- 
pliance in the Supply your Majefty defires ; but withal, fuch 
larther Afliftance as the Pofture at your Majefty 's Affairs 
fliou'd require. In confidence whereof, we hope your Ma- 
jefty will be encourag'd in the mean time to fpeak and ad

^ the Man. We know the King would ftrip himielf to his 

Shirt, rather than hazard the nation. He has done much 
already ; he has fet out, and made ready to fet out 44 Ships : 
But they muft be diftributed to feveral Places for Convoys, 
iffc. There would need, it may be, 40 more in a Body. 
And it is difficult to get Seamen ; many are gone into the 
Service of the French, Dutch, (5fc. The King is fein to 
preis now. 

The King has not had any Fruit of the 200,000!. Credit 
provided him upon the three Year's Lcafe ; he has try'd the 
City to borrow Money of them thereupdn, and my Lord- 
Mayor return'd Aniwer, That he had endeavott/dy m cwU 
WP encourage his Majcfty to depend uPon the City fir it.' 

A f ^dbv Several others fpoke to this EflrcA: * We fliould coniider 

othw Members. '^^ ^^^^ ^^^» ^^ ^^ ^^^ ^^^ ®C ^^^ King's Letters-Patent, 
Proclamations, &c. If any Thing in themvbe againft L.aw 
andReafbn, Lawyers and Courtiers judge it void, and reckon 
it not to be done, or (aid by the King. For the King can 
do no V^Jrong, tho* his Council may. So we muft look upon 
the King's Speeches, and Meflages, as the Produdt of Coun- 
cil ; and, therefore, if any Miftake be therein, it muft be im-, 
puted to the Error of his Council, and it muft be taken that 
the King never faid it. Now to apply, certainly the treating 
and concluding of Alliances, requires not a previous Sum <? 
Money, however the King's Council may miunfbrm. They 
may be propounded and accepted by the means of the fb- 
. reign Minifters, even without an Embafly to be fent fi^m 
hence: And yet, if that were neceflary, it were no extraon- 
dinary Chare;e. Alliances may be made forthwith., arid then. 
Money would be granted forthwith. If they were deciar'd 
to-day, the 600,000 1. Ihould be granted to-morrow,' and as 
Occafion fhould require : And there is no fear, but Money 
would be found for this purpole. Our own Extravagancies 
would maintain a War. The Money which has been pro- 
vided the King already this Seflion, is fufficient for all tlic * 
Preparations that can be poffibly made, before thefe Alliances . 
can be made. Forty Ships of ours, with the Help of the 
Dutch, are a good Defetice againft the French at Sea, now 
he is fo entangled with Sicily, the Weft-Indies, isfc. In the 
Triple Leaeue it was ftipulated that 40 of our Ships, and ao 
of the Dutch fhould be provided, and they were thought' 
fiifficient for the Purpoic. If it were required that 40 more 
ihould be ietit out, doo,ooQ L is enough to maintain -and pay 
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a whole Year clear for the Qirpcnters Work, and fiich like; A11110s9Cir.II. 
and as to what fiiould be prefentiy required for the fitting them ^ ^77* 
to go out, a little Money would ferve. And furelir, this is 
the only Preparation that can be meant : For if it mould be 
meant, that we fliould fortify the Land with Forts, Garrifons, 
•Walled-Towns, (^c. it is not fix Millions will doit: But 
our Stren^h, Force, and Defence is our Ships. For the De- 
bate of this Day, it is- as great, and weighty as ever was any 
in England ; it concerns our very Being, and includes our 
Religion, Liberty, and Propertv : The Door towards France 
muft be fliut and guarded; lb long as it is open, our Trea* 
iure and our Trade will creep out, and their Religion will 
creep in. And this Time is our Seafon. Some Miichief will 
be done us; and fo there will at any time when die War is 
begun ; but now the leaft : The French are not very dan- 
gerous to us, nor much to be fear'd by us at this prefent. But 
we ought to advife and adt fo now, as we may not fear or 
defpair hereafter, when the French fhall make Peace be- 
yond Sea; and, likely, will make Alliances with thofe Peo- 
plt with whom we defer to make them. How ripe and 
great will be our Mifery then? The Power and Policy of 
me French are extraordinary : And their Money mfluences 
itMind about them. 

We arc glad to obfcrve, by what is faid by, and of the 
Kbg, that his Majefty agrees with us in the End, and we 
hope he will be convinced of the Realbnableneis of the 
Means, which is, to make and follow theie Alliances; with- 
out which, plainly, we can give no Account to ourfelves, 
or thofe we reprefent, of giving Money. 

^ We have made feveral Addreflcs about the King's Mi- 
niffers, their Management, ^c. of which we have feen Ihtle^ 
Fruit. There have continuaUy, almoft to this Hour, gone 
out of England, Sucoours to France, of Men, Powder, Am- 
munition, Ordnance, &c. Not to rake into the matter, how 
iar the MinifVers have been a^ve or paffivc in this; not. to 
mention any other Particulars, we muft fay, that, unle(s the 
Minifters, or dieir Minds are alter*d, we have no Reafbn 
to truft Money in their Hands, tho* we declare we have no 
Purpofe to arraign, or attempt upon them, but would ra- 
ther propofe them an eafy Way how they might have Ob- 
livion; nay, and the Thanks of the People, viz. That they 
fhould endeavour and contend, who could do mod to dilpo& 
the King to comply with this Advice of his Parliament. 
We think the profecuting thefe Alliances, the only good 
Ufe for which our Money can be employed ; and, therefore, 
before we give, we Ihould be fecure it fhall be apply 'd to 
this Purpofe, and not by Mif^Councils, be diverted to others. 
This is the mature Council of Parliament;, And no crofs,

»ft7' Ptnrpofes, which the King and Parliament arc agreed upon. 
■' To part with Manw, before Alliances are made, is need-, 
leis and to no purpoie; ftt lead, it would be the Wav n> 
fpend that Money before idu'd, in vain: which we fiiall 
need hereafter, when we ihall be forc'd to enrer into this 
Defence againft France. It would be like an Error con^. 
mitted in ttie late King's Time, and which looks as if Med 
had given Couniel on puroofe to deftroy that good King. 
He had, by the Care and Faithfulncft or Bifhop Jujcon and 
others, coUedred and preierv'd a good Sum of Money b&. 
fore the Scddih Rebellion in 1639 ; upon that Rebellbn he 
was advis'd to raife an Army at Land, which, indeed, was 
neceflary : But he was, likewiie, advis'd to (et out (everal o(f 
his Great-Rate Ships. This appeared in the Papers of Sit 
Robert Long's Office, and may there be feen ftill, if the 
Papers are not ^tter'd. A Man canpot tell for what End 
this Advice was given, unle^ to Ipend the King's Money: 
For the Admiralty of Scotland is not now, and much leis 
then, was ib conficferable as to require anv fuch Force againft 
it And if the Deiign was to hinder tneir Commerce and 
Succours by Sea, the Charge of one of thoie great Ships, 
might have been divided, and apply'd to the iettbg out five 
or fix lefs Ships, each of which was capable of doit^ as 
much for that Service, as fiich a great one, and coidd keep 
out at Sea longer. 

It is a plain Clafe, unlefi the Power of France be Ipwer'd, 
we cannot be lafe : Without Comundion with Confederates, 
this cannot be done. The Queftion is then, WHether this 
be a proper Time for the Work. Certainly it b. There is 
already a happy Confederation agamft ^e French, which 
we cannot fo well hope to have continifed, witliout our com* 
ing into it: Much lels can we hope to recover, or recruit 
it, if once broken. The very Seafon of the Year favours 
die fiufinefs. It is proper and fafe to begin with 'the French 
in the Summer ; now they are eneag'd, and not at leilure : 
Whereas in Winter, when the Armies arc drawn out of 
the Field, he will be able to apply himfelf to us. 

As to the Citizens not advancing Money, upon the late 
Credit, we are inform'd they were never regularly or ef^ 
fe^hiaUy ask*d. My Lord- Mayor, indeed, was fpoken to, 
and, perhaps, ibmeof the Aldermen; but, all they, arenpt 
the City. He ient about curioufly to Ibme of the Citizens, 
to know if they would lend ; of which they took litde or 
no Notice, it not being ^reeable to their Way and Ufage. 
For the Cuftom, in fuch Cafes, has always been, that Ibmc 
Lord of the Council did go down to the Common- CouncU^ 
which is the Rcprelentative-Body of the City, and them

Philip the Second of Spain made an Oblervation in his 
WiUyOribmelaft Memorial, and 'tis fmce publiih'd in Prints 
by MonHear ... He obfervesthe Yaoity of any Princess ^ 
,j^irin^ to Univet&l Monarchy : for* that it naturally made the 
reft <xt the World jointly his £nemies. But Ambition blinds 
h/bm^ iufiers them not to look back on fuch Experiences. 
Sot, this Obfervation ihews what is natural to do m fach a 
, Ca& And that the Way to repel and break iiich a Defigo, 
is by their unirerlid Confederation. Phili)^ the.Second was 
iixift capable of making this Objervation: I*or, in his hands, 
periih'd die Sjpanifli Lkfign of the Univerfil Monarchy; and 
that chiefly, by reaibn of the Conjundtion of the £nglifli 
9nd Dutch ajgauifi him. In the Procels of this Debate^ 
Gentlemen did more particularly explain themielv^es, and 
propound to addreis their Defign to the King, for a League 
Ofienfive and Defenfive with the Dutch, ag^infi the French 
Power. To which a Q)edous Ol^Sdon was made; That 
die Dutch were already nfiatine with the French, and 'twas 
like they would flip Collar, make a feparate Peace fer them- 
ielves, a^ leave us ei^g'd in a War with France. To 
vrhicfawas aniwer'd. That the Dutch were interefled in 
reprefSng the Power of France, as weU as we, and dtot they 
ktiew their Interefl. It was reafimable for them to fay, if 
England, which is as much concem'd m this Danger, will 
not affift us, we will make the beft Terms we can for our- 
ielves: There is yet a Seam of Land between the French 
and us; we may trade by, or under them, ^c. But if Eng-f 
land will join the Dutch, they cannot And one Syllable of 
&eaiba to defert the Common Cauie. They have obfirv'd a 
Propenflty in the People of Etigland to help them, but not 
in the Court of !^sigland. If uiey can find that the Court 
does heartily job, it will, above all things, oblige and con- 
firm them. In 1667, when the Dutch were in Peace and 
Plenty, when Flanders was a greater Bulwark to them, for 
the French had not pierc'd io rar intp it, and when the Di^. 
redkxi of their A&urs was. in the hand of John dc Witr» 
an inveterate Enemy to the Crown of England; yet then^ 
their Intercfl did fo far govern him, and them, as to enter 
into the Triple League againft the Growth and Power of 
France, and keep it more fled&flly than we. And moftcer-^ 
tainly, there&re, now they are exhaufled and weakened by 
a War, and (land in need of our Help, now the Frencn 
have approached* nearer the Brink of their Cotmtry, and 
are increas'd in Naval Forcae^ to the Danger of tlieir Trade

Sfsindfopt. * ^^ ^^ covet an Alliance with Spain above others, for that 
they are Owners of the Netherlands, for whole Pre&rvatioa 
Realbnt ibr it we nave addrefs'd. That it is with Spain we have the mdl, 
if not the only profirable Trade, and the Spaniards are 
good, gall^t and lure Friends; but thev are remote, and 
we know not whether there are foil rowers here or at 
Bruifels for this matter; ^nd to wait for that coming from 
Madrid, would be Church-work; whereas we need the 
Iwiftcft Expedition.' 
An Addreftto ^^ *^^ Conclufion of the Debate, which was long, they 
the King, de. agreed to draw up an Addrefs to his Majefty, to the

Thisruonfideration prompted us, in 
our laft Addrels, humbly to mention to your Majefty our 
^ Hopes, that before our meeting again, your Majefty 's Al-

An Exception obferv'd and obje&d, ' That there was but one Reafbn 

made to it. given in it for declining the gratftiag Money, and that was

' tisfy'd.* On the other fide it was faid, * Xhere might be 

other Reaibns aflign'd againft giving of Money before the 

Alliances, but they rather dehred to Iparc them ;* cmly in 

general they laid, * *Twas not reafbnable to grant Money 
cfbre there was a Change (they wou'd not fay of Coun- 
fellors, but) of Counfels ; and a hearty undertaking thcfe 
AUianccSj^ wou'd be the beft Demonflrarion of that Qiange:

Thofc who were againft this Particular, (or particulariz- 
ing) in the Addrefs, fpoke to this Effe^. 
. This is an Invafion upon his Majefty's Prerogative of 
making Peace, War and Leagues, and it is the worfe for 
the Diftindtion that is u(cd, in relbe^fc of the Dutch and 
the reft, by which you give exprefs Dire6tions as to the 
Dutch, and referring to his Dire^ions as to the others, it 
looks and gives an U mbrage, as if what he was to do was 
by our Leave. 

The ancient Land-Marks, the Boundaries between King 
and People muft not be remov'd : This Power, is one of 
the few I'hings entirely referv'd to the Crown. Parliaments 
are fummon'd to treat lie Arduii : But, iie quibufdam Arcbis is 
unprecedented. 

The Marriages of the Royal Family is (uch a peculiar 
Thing referv'd to the King, and the Matter of Lady Ara- 
bella is an Inftance. Queen Elixabcth relented it highly 
that the Parliament fhould propound her marrying ; and fhe 
laid, however it was well they did not name the Perfon : 
If they had nam!d the Perfon it had been intolerable. 
Now here you* name the Perlons, you would have the King 
ally.

If you come fo far, you may comb to draw a Treaty, AQiios9Car.If/ 
and propofe to the King to fign it. By this, you would put ^^yi* 
a great Indecorum on the King : He is now concem'd as a C* "^y^"^ «l 
Mediator at Niixieguen, and it would be an indecent Thing 
for him, at the fame Time, to declare hirafelf a Party. . It 
is believed the Houfe of Auftria (tho* they fent full Pow- 
ers to I^imeguen for thePurpofe) never intended to conclude 
a Peace. But it was an abfurd Thing for them to declare 
fo in public: There muft be public Decorum. 

This is the way for the King to have the worfe Bargain 
with the Ginfederates ; for they, oblerving how he is impor- 
tgn'd, and as it were, driven to thefe Alliances, will flacken 
and lefTen thoie advantageous Offers, which, othorwiie, they 
would be forc"d to make. 

And agab, and again, they laid his Majefty did agree 
with the Houfe in the end, and they did not doubt but 
he would proiecute it by the lame means as was de/ired. 
But his Prerogative was not to be cncroach'd upon. This 
manner of proceeding would never obtain with theKbg; 
nay it would m^e the Addrefs mifcarry with him. . 

On the other Side, feveral fpoke to this Effed ; AnfwerMt 

* We ought to confider, we are upon the Queftion of a- 
greeing to an Addrefs drawn by our Committee, by an Or- 
der ; u they have not, in ni^er and manner, correfponded 
with our Diredbion or Intention, we have cauie to di^ree': 
But here the Exception taken, and caufe prefs^d why we 
ihould not agree with them, is becaufe they have ob(crv*d 
the very Words and Subftance of our Order, which exactly 
joins with this Draught 

This pafs'd on Wcdnefday, upon a full Debate, in a very 
full Houfe, two only contradiding, and not one ipeaking, 
or thinking the Kind's Prerogative was touch'd, and there- 
fore, it is ftrange it fhould be made the great Ol^^on 
^d Queftion of this Day. 

But the Prerogative is not at all intrench'd upon: We do 
not pretend to treat, or make Alliances; We <Mily offirr our 
Advice about them, and leave it with the King. He may 
do as he pleafes ; either make, or not make them. It is no 
inore thap otlier Perfcais may do to the King ; for, doubt- 
tcfs, tUc Privy-Council may advifc him in this Particular, 
and why not his great GNincil? This Rate of Difcourfb 
would make the King's Prerogative conftft merely in no( 
being advi^'d by his Parliament, of all People. 

There have been manifWd Precedents for fuch Advices. 
Leagues have been made by Advice of Parliament, and have 
l^en ratified in Parliament. In Edw. ^. Rich. 2. andefpe- RuA. €011.41^ 
^ially in Hcpry the 5th*s time, with Sigifmund the Emperor ^> 4S> 4*», 
^d King of the Romans ; and Henry the jth was a mag- 
L 1 2 nanimous^ 
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]|biKi'ftf€ar>It nafiltnoas Prince, ind not to be imposM upon. i8. Jdd tli^ 
J^77» Parliament advis'd the King about making and managing a 
^0'^^" " ** War. And we may well remember our own advifing the nrft 
Dutch War; and making Leagues is left than War. 

But, if there were no Precedent !n this particular Law,^ it 
would be no Objection ; for Matter of Advice is not to be cir- 
. cumlcrib*d by Precedent, if there be anew Law that a Prince' 
Ihould join in a War, together with another Prince, when 
that Prince was too potent before ; and that wheathis was 
dilcern'd and a Peace made, yet Succours fhould continually 
go out of the firft Prince's Dominions to the Service of the 
other Prince, and that notwithftanding ieveral Addreflfes atwl 
Advices to the contrary. * 

'Tis true, as objected, that the Q)mmons have fbmctimes 
declined advifing m this Matter of War, fo proposed to them. 
But that l!iews not their want of Right to meddle tJiei^- 
with, but rather the oMitrary . The very truth is, it has been 
the Defire and Endeavour of Kings in all Ages to engage 
fhe Parliaments in adviiing War, iffc that fo they might be 
pblig'd to fupply the King to the utmort for, and tlirougK 
it. but they, out of a pnidcnt caution, have fbmetimes wav*4 
the matter, left they lliould engage farther or deeper than 
thejr were aware, or willing. 

Since his Majefly is treating as Mediator at Nimiguen a- 
bout the general Peace, it is a great Realbn why he flioaW 
Specify the Alliances defircd, as we have done, that we 
might make it known ; we are far from defiring fiach Alli- 
ances as might be made by, and with a general Peace ; but, 
on the contrary, coveting fuch as might prevent and fecure 
us againft that dangerous and formidable Peace. 

Doubtlels, the Confederates will offer honourable and wor- 
thy Terms ; their NecefEty is too great to boggle or take 
Advantages : Nor will they think the League left worthy, 
becaufe we advife it ; but rather value it the more, becanfe 
it is done unanimoufly by the King, with the Advice and 
Appkule of his People in Parliament. 
RuA. Colleft. We cannot luppcfe that bur proceeding thus to his Ma- 
J71, x73^l i77^ jefty, will prejudice our Addrels, or endanger its Miicarriage, 
H'fi^ iince it is for his Maiefty's Advantage ; in that it obliges us 

to fupply him to all Degrees thro' this Affair : And the more 
{articular it is, the more f^ill it is for the King's Advantage. 
For, if it h^d been more general, and the King had there- 
upon made Alliances, whatever they were, they might have 
thought and faid they were not the Alliances intended ; and 
it might be us*d as an Excufe or Rcafbn for the not ^ving 
iJoney to iiipply his Majefty hereafter ; but this, as it is now, 
4oth mofl ^xprefsly, ftrictly and particularly bind us up. ' 

Wo 
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We redt&t that a great deal of time, and precious time, Anno z^Car.il^ 
has been fpait finoc, and ith our Addrefs on this 6ubje6:; i67t« 
and itnding riO'ciedrual Fruit, cipecially of our la:ft Addre^, * 
wo have caule to apprehend we are not clearly underftood in 
what we mcalit. Now it is the ordinary Vray in purliiing 
Difcourle in fiich cafe, ^nd 'tis proper and natural for qs 
tp fpeak out, more explicitly and particularly, and tell his 
Majefty, that what we have meant is a Leag;ue offenfive and 
defcnfive : And toperfiiade us again to addrels on, in more ge- 
neral terms, iis before, is to perfiiade us that, as we have done 
nothing thcfe ten Weeks, io we ihall do nothing ftill. 
• And fince his .Majefty, in his late Meflagcand bfl: Speech, 
has been deafed to demand 600,000 1. for anfwcring the 
Purpofe or oar AddrelTes, and aflbres us, that the Money 
fliall not be employ *d to other Uics, than we would have it 
employ 'd ; it is moft feafonable for us to declare plainly the 
t/fe and Purpofe we intend, that fo it may be concerted and 
clearly underftood on all hands. And, therefore it is well 
done, to mention to his Majefty thole exprcfs Alliances ; we 
thinking no other Alliances worth the iaid Sums ; and wc^ 
withal, promising and undertaking that his Majefty fliall have 
this and more for thefe Ends. 

Nor have we any caufc to apprehend, that his Maiefty fhal! 
take amifs our advifing Leagues in this manner : We have 
prefented more than one Addrels for Alliances againfl the 
Growth and Power of the French King ; and his Majefty 
hath received, admitted and anlwered wiem, without any 
Exception ; and if we may addreft for Alliances againft a 
j»rtiailar Prince or State; why not for Alliances with a par^ 
tiailar Prince or State ? It cannot be left regular, or pariia^ 
mentary than the former. 

And moreover, tho* we know that pundhial Precedents are 
on our fides, befides our Commiffions by our Writs, to treat 
dejSrduis ^jfrgentiius Regerriy Statum^ & Defenfiomm Regni (ji^ 
Ecclefie j^glicarne coticementibus ; and bcfide the King's ge- 
neral Intimations in his printed Speech; yet, if it be laid to 
be a decent and proper thing to liavc his Majefty's Leave 
and Confent before we proceed on fiich a matter, in foe h a 
manner as we now do, we lay that that, in eftcd, is with 
ps too : Vor, confider all our former Addreffes, and his Ma- 
jcfty's Anfwers and MeiTages thereupon; and it will appear 
that his Majefty has engaged and encourag'd os too upon that 
Subje^ ; and that which he experts and would have, is not 
to limit or check our Advice, but to open and enlarge our - 
Gifts. His Majefty appears content to be thoroughly advifed, 
provided he be proportionably fomiihed and enabled with 
Money ; which we bemg now ready to do, we clearly and 
^ponduci/cly prefent him our Advice for the Application of 

' . it^ 
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/inaot^Ctr.lh it, CO prevent thole Miftakcs and DiftrufB, which his Majeft/ 
1677. lays he finds foroe are ip ready to make, as if be had call'd 
~ ' * us together only to get Money £h)m us, or for other Ulcs thaa 
we would have it employ *d. 

And, truly, the advifing thofe Alliances, together with af- 
iiiring his Majefty thereupon to aflift and fujpply him pre- 
fently and plentifully to profecute the lame, is our only way 
of complying and corrcfponding with his laft Speech. For, 
thefe Leagues, follow'd and fupported by thefe Supplies, arc 
the only means and methods to put his Majeffy in the beft 
condition, both to defend his Subjedts, and. offend his Ene- 
mies ; and fo there will be no fault in his Majefly, nor us ; 
but his and our Security will be liifficiently provided for. 

Befide it will be worie, it will be a very bad thing indeed, 
not CO make the Addrels for this particular League, now, 
iince we have relblv'd it already. Our Intention being to 
have the Dutch, ^c comforted, encourag'd and aijiir'd. We 
did order this on Wednelday ; and there is public notice 
taken of it abroad and beyond Sea. If, therefore, we fhould 
now, upon fblemn Debates, fet the fame afide, it would be- 
get a great Doubt, Diicomfort and Difcouragement to them. 
it is one thine never to have order 'd it ; another to retrain 

. Alio it was &id, that this was necefTary ; but not all that 
was neceflarv. For fiippofc, whigh was not credible, that 
France fhoqid be ^evaded with to deliver up all Lorrain, 
Flandejrs, Al&ge, and other cpnqu^r'd Places, are wefafe? 
ISo, he has too many Hands^ too much Money ; and this 
Mon^ is in great meaiure (a Million Sterling at leafl) fup- 
ply'd from hence. We muft deprefs him by Force, as far 
. as may be. But farther, we muft have Leagues 4nd Laws 
toimpoverifh him: We must destroy the French 
Trade. This would qiviet, and fccure us; this would 
make our Lands ri(e; and this would enable us to. fet the; 
King at eafe. 

l^KMi the Conclufion, after a long Debate, the Houie * di- 
vided, whether this Particular of a League oSenfive and de- 
fenfive with the Dutch fhould be left out of the Addrels, 
and it was carry 'd in thc^ Negative, Yeas 142^ Noes 182. 

The next day, May 26: The Houfe had Notice, the King 
would receive their Addrefs, an4 fcvcral Bills being raov'd 
to be read, it was generally agreed to proceed on nothing, 
but the French and Popery. After which, waiting upon his 
Majcfty with their Addrels, He was pleas'd to Anfwcr, 
that it was long, and (^. great Importance, that he would

Accordinjjly, on Monday the 28th, they were lummoned w*— y**^ 
to the Banq\ieting-Houfc, where his Majefty was pleas'd to 
(hew his Kcfentment in this following Speech : 

* Gentlemen, 

COuld I have been fileiit, I would rather have chofcn The idng't 
to be G)j than to call to mind Things fo unfit for you refcnting Speech 
to meddte with, as are contained in fbnle Parts of your ''P*^* **• 
laft Addrefs, wherein you have entrench'd upon fo un- 
doubted a Right of the; Crown, that I am confident it will 
appear in no Age (when the Sword was not drawn) that 
the Prerogative of making Peace and War hath bwn & 
dangeroDlly iiivaded. YoU do not content yourfclves with 
defiring Me to enter into luch Leagues, as may be for 
the Safety of the Kingdonl, but you tell me what ibrt of 
Leagues diey muft be, and with whom; and, as your 
Addrefs is worded, it is more liable to be underftood to 
be by your Leave, than at your Requeft, that I ihould 
make (uch other Alliances, as I pleafc, with other of the - 
Confederates. Should I fuf&r this Fundamental Power of 
making War and Peace to be fb far invaded (tho' but once) 
as to have the Manner and Circumftance^ of Leagues pre- 
fcHb'd to Me by Parliament, 'tis plain that no Prince or 
State would any longer believe that the Sovereignty of 
England reils in the Crown ; nor could I think myiclf to 
fignify any more tp foreign Princes, than the empty Sound 
ot a King, Wherefore you may reft affured. That no 
Conditk>n ihall make me depart from, or leffen, fo eflen* 
tial a Part of the Monarchy ; And I am willing to believe 
fo well of the Houfe of Commons, that I am confident 
thefc ill Confequences are not intended by you. Thefe are 
in fhort the Reaibns why I can by no means approve of 
your Addrefs ; and yet, tho* you have declin'd to grant me 
that Supply which is necetfary to the Ends of it, I do 
again declare to you. That as I have done all that lay in 
my Power fince your laft Meeting, fb I will ftill apply 
myfelf, by all the Means I can, to let the World fee my 
Care for the Security and Satisfadion of my People, al- 
tho* it may not be with thofe Advantages to them, which 
by your Aftiftance I might liave procured.' 

At the Conclufion of this Speech, his Msnefty was pleas'd 
farther to declare his Pleafure to them^ That the Houfe 
be A(^urn'd tiU the ilJth of July nextj telling them, he Parliament a*» 
would give them notice by his Proclamation when he in- joura'd. 
icndcd they Ihould fit again; which his Majefty was pleas'd 

to 
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to add would not be till the Winter, unlefs^ there (hoaii 
happen fbme extraordinary Occafion of calling them fboner. 

The Members, after this Rebuke, retufn*d to thcHoufe, 
as it was laid, greatly appall'd : Where fevcral of them of- 
fering modeftly to give vent to their preiccit Thoughts, 
they were continually prevented l>y the Speafoer ; who af- 
firm'd that, after the King's Plealiire was figivify'd for an 
Adjournment, there was no Liberty of Spc<ii-h. Never- 
theLfs, manyi^eribns inlifting to be heard; He,, without any 
Qjieftion put; of his own Motion, pronouhip'd the Houfe 
adjourn'd, and haftily jquitred the Chair ; to the no (mail 
Aftoriiflxment of the Members. 

On the 15th Day of January both Houfes of Parliament 
met according to Adjournment, after a Recels >or Interval 
of a little above feven Months. But before thejr began any 
Biifinels, the King fent them this following Mefli%e : ' That

fpons, he made this renoiarkable Speech to bath Houfes: 

* My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

* \¥76en we parted lafl, I told you. That before wc 

* \y met again I would do that which ihould l>e to your 
*■ Satista6t:ion; I have accordingly made fuch AllLUices with 

* Holland as are for the Piiefervation of Flanders, .^nd which 

* cannot fail of that End, unlefs prevented eicli^ by the 

* Want of due Afliftances to fupport thole Alliances, or by 

* the Imall Regard the Spaniards themfelves mufl have tO' 

* their own Preiervation. The firft of thefc I cannoi fufped,

Shortly after the Commons rcfelv'dupon a Supply, but with

what the King had already done in purfuance of the' fame, Name. ' 
and joining in an effectual League with the Confederates to 
that £nd, and how ready the Kine was to purfue their De- 
fires; but that now Iiis Majefty had diicover'd, that the 
Dutch were entering upon a Treaty of Peace with the French 
King, and that without his Confent or Privity ; therefore his 
Majefty demands the Advices of his two Houfes how to pro- 
ceed.' Upon Coniideration of this, on the 4th of May, the ' 
Commons direftly voted, * to give their humble Advice to '^^^ Commont 
nis Msqefty, that he would forthwith enter into the preicnt ^°'® thereon.

Thetoid Accordingly his Lordfliip made d long and ^eiriarkable 

Chancellor** Speech, of which the moft material Part is as follows : 
Speeeh. * That with reference to the prefent State of Chriftcndom, 

and a general Peace, the Advances which had been made 
abroad, tho* haftened by feme late Occurrences, were long 
fince meditated and prepared m Holland : For when the 
States-General perceiv'd, that tho* they had fti-ain*d them- 
felves to the utmoft, and exceeded all tne Proponions which 
by their Treaty they were bound to fumifh, yet the Soani- 
ards fail'd them in every Point, not only in the Subndies 
they were oblig'd to pay, but in the very Strength and For- 
ces they flood cngag'd to fctouty infomuch that all their 



Towns and Garrifoos were fo hr from being in any tolera- AohoidC^iAil 
bic Pofture to receive ah Enemy, that they remainVl as jicr- '^' , 
fcftly dcfencelefs as if they were iritcndcd to be abandon"<i; ^ ~LT-?mI 
Hereupon the States refoWd to feek all Occafions of coming 
out of the War, and to lay hold On thd firft that fliouid 
oflfer itfelf ; and to that End, the laft Y caif they folidted hii 
Majefty to endeavour a Peace, and they would dlen have 
taken fuch a Peace as they now feck : But his Majefty thought 
he had done great Service' to the Chriftiail Wofld, when 
he had gainM two Points upon them ; Firft, to model and . 
concert with them the Terms and Artldes of a better Peace ; 
and then, on Profpedt of that Peace, to enter into a League 
offen/ive and defenfive with his Majefty, to obtain that Peace 
by Force, if it could not be had otiierwife. Tho' the Dutch 
were ftill inclin*d to accept of Peace, and were hearkening 
after the French Propofitions at Nimeguen; yet fUch were 
his Majefty 's Refolutions to hold them td their League, and 
fo conftant were all his Refulals to heafken to fuch a Peace^ 
that they muft of Neceflity at laft have beert oblig*d to con- 
tinue on the War ibmz way or other.

made it ablblutely impoilible for the moft conceal'd Papift 
that is, to get into any kind of Empbyment ? And did ever 
any Law fmce the Reformation give us & great a Security 
as this 1 As little realbn there is to be ymoas of our Li- 
' berties. and Properties. Qin there be a greater Evidence of 
the Moderation of a Prince, and his TeSdemefs of the Li- 
berty of the Subjed, than to iuffer, as he does every day, 
ib much licentious and malicious Talk to pals unpuniih'd ? 
If there be not a fingle inftance to be found in k whole 
Reign, of a Man that has fiiffer'd againft Law, and very few 
ot thofe that have (ufFer'd by it, fhall we endure them that 
dare fay in all public Places, That the Nation is enflav'd ? 
Let them ihew the time, if they can, fince the World be- 
gan, and this Nation was firft inhabited, wherein there 
were fewer Grievances, or lefs caufe to complain than at 
this prefent time : Nay, let them fearch all Ages and Places, 
and tell us When and where there was ever found a hap- 
pier People than we are at this day.' 

He proceeded then to the Matter of the Revenue, and to 
the fame purpofe with what the King had (aid before, with 
ibme Enlargement ; but plainly told them, * That the Man- 
ner of their Proceedings was as confiderable to his Majeftv, 
as the Matter ; and that he would not accept a good Bill, 
how valuable (bever, unlels it came to him in the old and 
decent Method of Parliaments : That the late way of rack- 
ing together fcveral independent and incoherent Matters in 
one Bill, feem'd to alter the whole Frame and Conflitution 
of Parliaments, and confcquently of the Government itfeiC 
It took away the King's negative Voice in effecfc, and fore d 
him to take all or none, when one part of the Bill might be 
as dangerous, as the other* was necefl&ry for the Kingdom : 
It took away the negative Voice of the Hoiife of Peers by 
the fame Confequcnce, and difmherited the Lords of their 
native Liberty of debafing and judging what is gfod wr 
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Ae Kingdom: It look*d like a kind of defamation of the Aaao4QC^«tIi 
Government^ and ieem'd to ifuppofe the King and Lords _.'6 78* ^ 
to be fb ill afiefted to the Public, that a gpod Bill could ^'■" ' ir'"" ""' ^ 
not carn^ itielf through by the Strength of its own Reafbti 
and Juftice, unlefi help*d forwards by being tack'd to an- 
other that will be favoured : It did at laft give up the great- 
eft fhare of the Legiflature to the Commons, and by conle- 
quencc the chief Power of judging what Laws are beft for 
the Kingdom.* In fine, he ihew'd that the lame Method 
might be made ufe of by the Lords againft the Commons ; 
and thus every good Bill would be dearly bought at laft^ 
and one chief end of calling Parliaments, the making of 
good Laws, be wholly fruftratcd and dilkppointed, by de- 
parting from that Method which the Wilclom of our An- 
ceftors purpoiely prclcrib'd to prevent and exclude iiich In- 
conveniencies. Thefe Innovations the King relblv'd to a- 
boliih, and had commanded him to lay to them, State fifer 
yias antiyms* Then he /aid, * If this Sellion do not repair 
^he Misfortunes, and amend the Faults of the laft, it will 
look like a Fatality upon the Nation. He whole Houle is 
deftrov'd by Fire, would find but little comfort in laying. 
The nre did not begin by his means ; but it will be a mat- 
ter of perpHcnial Anguifli and Vexation to remember, TTiat 
it was m his power to have extinguilh'd it. Let the World 
now lee, that your Zeal to preferve the Government is the . 
fame as when you were ready to die for its Ueftoration ; and 
know, *tis an hdi as meritorious, and of as great Duty and 
Loyalty, to ftand between the King and tholcLibellers, who 
w\^uld create a Mifunderftanding between him and his Par- 
liament, as 'tis to fight for him in a Day of Battel. Em- 
bellifti the Hiftory of this Parliament, by fliewing us the 
healing Virtue of diis Seflion : So Ihall your Service be ac- 
o£l>tabie to the King, who never forgets any thing but In- 
juries: So fliall you recommend yourlelves. to Pofferity, by 
tranlmittihff to tnem the lame Peace and Happinels you are 
trufted with. And the God of Peace and Unity pro§)er all

Chi the 2otlC the Lords having defired a Gooforenoe on The Lordt de» 
Matters of great Coocem ; at¥i the Hcufc having a^obtjed- £115**°* 
a Committee for thaj Purpofc, Mj:. P)owle» the fame Day, !^**^* . ♦ 
made a Report of what pajs'd at it^ which was as follows : jSjortu * 

That the li^rd Privy-Seajl (EafLof Anglefea) didmanage ^ 
the Conference, who acquainted the Manager for the Com- 
mons, that the AflEair in que(tion was a.Amnse from his Mkr- 
jefly^ which the Lords ju(^*d to be of inch Momenttoboth 
Houfe, and the whole ICingdom, that they thought it 
ought to be communicated widiout Delay. They: then gave 
a Copy of the Mei&ge, which is here atmez'd: 

Tne Lord Treafurer, by his Mf^y*s Command, did let'

The Refult of diis was a Mefiage to the Lords, to re- 
mind them of the Bill, entitled, An ASt for grata ing a Suf^ 
ffy to his Majejiy^ to enable him to disband the Forces raised 
foice Sept. 29. 

Tnc Houfe then relblved into a Committee, to take into 
Confideration the Motion for confirming the new Impofls 
upon Wines, and alio, to confider of the Supply for Repay- 
ment of the 200,000/. borrow'd on the additional Excife, 
and for giving his Majefty 40,000 /. for his Niece*s Portion : 
which being agreed to in the^'Committee, and relblved on m 
the Houfe, a Motion was made, that the Words (th better 
to enable bis Majifty to repair the Fleet) be, added to tlic *, 
Vote, it pafs'd in the Neptive: Yeas, 127^ Noes, 176. 

The 25th, the Lords having retum'd the Bill for grant- 
ing a Supply to' his Majedy, to enable him to jKiy and diA 
bgmd the Forces rais'd fincc. September 24, wich Amend- 
ments; the &id Amendments were ieverally read and re^ 
je^d;afcer which it was r:&l/2i, that a Conference 
thereon be demanded of the Lords ; and a Committee was 
appointed to manaee it. 

The 25th, Sir Richard Temple reported the Reafbns and 
Proviibs agreed on by the faid Committee, to be offered to 
the Lords at the (aid Conference, which were as follow : 

* The Lords havmg agreed ^ith the Commons m this Bill, 
that there is no farther Occafion for the Forces raised fince 
September 29, and fent to the Commons Ibme Amendments; 
the Commons find themlelves obliged to dilagree with the 
Lords Amendments, by reafbn ot the Methods and Rights 
of their Houfe in a Matter very tender to thsra : But for an- 
fwering the End to which the Lords feem to aim, tlie Com- 
mons will offer. an Expedient, which they conceive warrant- 
ed by Precedents, viz. 

The Earl of Thanet's Bill enter'd into the Lords Journal 
Fob. 1674, which ^^ Lords then grounded upon a Precedent 
in 35 of Queen Elizabeth; in both which/ Provifos were 
added by the Lords, after the Bill was fent from the Lords, 
not relating to any Amendments made by the Commons. 

The Provifo bemg then agreed to by the Houfe, was 
the fame Day left, together with the Reafons and Bill with 
the Lords.

Thomas Meer6, the fame Day, gave in his Report of" what 
pa&'d at it, is as follows : 

Their Lwdfiiips, finding that as the Bill came up to them sir Thomia 
limited to ib Vtry fliort a Time, for the Execution of it> and Meert*t Report 
that qQder rhe Penalties of Forfeitures and Di&bilities to ofwhatpaii*d 
bear Ofi»ce On^thqfe who Ihould nor do their Work, accord- ^^'^^* 
ing to the Purport of the Bill within the Tin>e prcfix'd, 
w^hich tlieir Lordfhips found abfblutely. impoffible4 they, 
therefore, proceeded to iiich Amendments as made the Bill 
^f amicable, by afTigning farther Periods of Time, v/«. For \ 

disbanding the Forces in England, to the 47 th of July, an^ 
for thofe beyond Sea to Auguft 24. And for Apprentices to 
return to their Ma^rs, September 29, To all which A- 
mendmefits you tell their Lordihips, the Commons find 
themielves obl^*d to difagree with them, by reafon of the 
Methods and Rights of your Houie in a Matter very tender 
to you : But did not communicate to their Lordfliips what 
thofe Methods and Rights were. But, for anfwering; the 
£nd, which you told their Lordihips, they feem to aim at, 
you offcr'd them an Rxpedient in the Provik), then ddivcr'd, 
which you conceived was warranted by two Prec^dent^, 
which you mentioned. We are commanded at this CqioS> 
rence, to let you know that the Lords have difagreed to your 
Proviib, and for thefc Reafons : 

1. That you find their Amendments fo neceflary, th^t by 
the Expedient propos'd you h^ve enlarged the Periods evea 
of their Amendments. 

2. The Precedents you produced were both in Cafe* 
where DeSoSts were found in Bills not remediable any odier 
way; in which, therefore, both Houfes eafily agree. 

3. You obferv^d rightly that thofe Provilos, as added by 
the Lords after the Bills font up to then) by the Commons^ 
did not relate to any Ameiidments made by the Commons. 
Whereas the Provifo, now made by the Commons, relates 
to two of the Amendments, ^f^ade by the Lords. 

4. 7'hcir Lordfljips take notice, that tho* you feem to dKf- 

arce to all their Amendments, yet, in your Expedient, you 
X no notice dFthe Amendnient rdacing to Apprentices, 
Tomb I. Oo . withgitt 
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without whieh, theProviCicm which feems to be madefbt 
them in the Bill, will be merely illufory. 

5. It is very doubtful, whether the Provifb, as penn'd, 
takes ofF the Forfeitures and Difabilities. 

6. If the Provifo fliould be added, the Claufes of the Bill 
wcAild be inconiiftent with it; the fame Bill appointing fliort 
Days under great Penalties, and enlarging the Days without 
Penalties. 

For thefe Reaions, as their Lordlhips * have difagreed to 
your Expedient, th^y do infift upon their Amendments, and 
defire your Ipeedy Concurrence in the Bill fo amended, that 
his Majeily may not want the Money, fo neceflary to his 
Service, and the Kingdom's Quiet. 

The Amendments of the Lords were then read; the firft, 
and iecond of which, were again rejected, but the third 
agreed to: The Houfe, like wife, refolv'd to adhere to their 
Prbvifb, and order'd their former Committee to draw up 
Reafbns for the fame. 
• The fame Day, the Houfe Refolv'd, That the Supp 
not exceeding 414,0001. fhall be rais'd by twelve Monrl 
Land-Tax. 

The 28th, Sir Thomas Meers reported from the free Con- 
ference had with the Lords, on the iubje^t Matter of their 
laft, that the Lords had voted to adhere to the Amendments, 
and to difagree to the Provifb, but did not of^er snjr Reaibn. 
This produced two RefblutbnS of the Houfe, to adhere to 
the Provifb, and difagree to the Amendments. 

July I. The Houic defir'd another free Conference with 
the Lords, in confequence of the faid Refblutions. The next 
Day it was order*d that the Members who manag'd the 
Conference, 01^ any three of them, fhould prepare and draw 
up a State of the Rights of the Commons, in granting of 
Money, with the Reafbns and Proceedings which had oc- 
curr'd at the Conference ; as, likewife, confider how the 
Rights of the Houfe might be afTerted ; and of thoMethods 
and Manner of Proceedmg in Conferences between the two 
Houfes. 

The id. It was Refihed, That all Aids and Supplies 
oranted to his Majeftv in^arliament, are the fble Qift of 
the Commons ; that all Bills for the Granting any fiidi Aids, 
and Supplies ought to begin with the Commons. And, That 
it is the undoubted andfole Right of the Commons to di- 
re&, limit and appoint, in fuch Bills, the Ends, Purpofes, 
Coniiderations, Conditions, Limitations, and Qualifications 
of fiich Grants, which ought not to be chang'd by the Houfe 
of Ix>rds. 

The 8th, The grand Money-Bill pals'd for granting a 
Supply to his Majefty, for /. ^19,988. 11. 9. 
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' The I5thy Sir Richard Temple deliver'd in his Report A1iJio30Cif.li. 
from the Committee, appointed to prepare a St^te of the '^J^- 
Reaibns and Proceedings relating to the above-mentioned V"7^ ^ 
Conferences; but thelStringthc faid Report was rcfpitcd Sir Richanl 
tm fanher Order. ^*"P**- 

The Houlc was then commanded to attend his Majefty in several Bills 
the Houle of Peers, where the following Bills received the pafi'd. 
Royal AlTent; viz. 1. j^ jiB for granting a Sufply to hit 
Majefiy tf fix hsmdred nineteen thoufand Bwndsj &c. ^ Disband- 
ing the Army^ and ether Ufa therein-mentiond. 2. An AB fer 
granting an Additional Duty to his Majefty upon Wtttes for three 
Tears, 3 . AnABto enable Creditors to recover their Debts of the 
Kxecutors and Anunifhators of Executors in their own fVrong. 
4. An AR 'for Burying in Woollen, j. An AB for- Admtafure^ 
ment of Keels and Boats carrying Coals. 6. An AB for Reviving 
aforwer AS^ entitledy An Ati for avoiding tameceffary Suits and 
Delay Sy and for Continuance of another A£fy entitled^ An AB for 
the better fettling Intefiate Eftates. i^AnAB for farther Relief 
and Difcharge offoor Prifoners for Debt. 8. An AB for Repeal- 
ing certain IVords in a Claufe in a former AH^ entitled^ An AB 
for Enlarging and ^Ref airing Common High-Ways. 9. An AB 
for Prefervation of Fijhing in the River Severn. After which 
the Lord-Chancellor, by his Majefty *s Command, acquainted 
the two Houfes, • TJiat his Majefty had thought fir, in the 
preient Jun^hire of Af&irs, to prorogue them to the firft of 
Augufl next, and lb to keep tic n in Call by fhort Proroga- 
tions ; his Majefty not knowing how loon he might have 
need of their further Service and Afliftance : But that his 
Majefty 's Intention was, they fhould not meet till towards 
Wmter, unlels there were Occafioa for their Aflembling 
iboneri of which he would give them timely Notice by his 
Proclamation.' And accordmgly the Parliament was pro- 
rogu'd till the firtl Day of Auguft. 

Odober 21. The Parliament met, and Ms Majefty open'd The elghteevth

* coniidcring the prefcnt State of Chriftendom, to reduce 

* the Land and Sea-Forces, or to wliat Degree, is worthy 

* of all our ferious Confiderations. 

* I now intend to acquaint you (as I fhall alw^iys do with 

* any Thing that concerns me) that I have been informed 
' of a Defign againft my Pcrfon by the Jcfoits, of which I 

* fhall. forbear my Opinion, left I may fcem to (ay too much 
? or too little : But, I will leave the Matter to the Law, 

* ajid in the mean time will take as much Gate as I can, 

* to prevent all manner of Pradiccs by that Soft of Men, 

* and of others too, who have been tampering in a high 

* degree by Foreigners, and contriving how to introduce 
' Popery amongft us. I fliall conclude with recommending 

* to you my other Concerns. I have been under great Dil- 

* appointments by the Dcfeft of the Poll-BiU. My Revenue 

* is under great Anticipations, and at beft was never equal 
' to die conibnt and necei&ry £xpence of the Governm^r, 

* whereof I intend to have tne whole State laid before you, 

* and require you to look into it, and confider of it with 

* that Duty ana AflFeftion which I am furc I fhall ever find 
f from you. The refl I leave to the Lord-Cliancellor/ 

TkeLord* Who, after a fhort Preamble, proceeded thus. * The 

Chancellor tlofe and Period of the laft Scffion is very memorable ; for 
Ftf»^'» Speech, it may fecm, perhaps, to fbme to have ended with very dif 
fcrtnt, if not co:itrai7 Councils and Supplier, tending both 
to \Var and Peace : But, yet, they who look more nearly 
into the Matter, fhall find tliat this Uncertainty proceeded 
iot from any Unfieadinefs at Home, but from the Mutabiity 
of Afeirs abroad ; every Week, almoft, producing feveral 
and contrary Appearances. The fame Uncertainties of Coun- 
cils and Events abroad continued for the mod part of 
Summer ; one while the Parties, exhaufted by the War, 
Jeemcd to be willing to accept any Peace their Enemies 
would give ; and there wanted not thofc among them, w8o 
made uie of the Impatience of their People to neceffitatc 
tbeni to it. Another while, the Performance of the Gondin- 
^ ons offered became fb doubtfol, and was at laft explained in 

a wanner fo vaftly different from the firft Propolals, that 
JL>efpair begot new Refblutions of continuing the War. In 
the midfl of thefe miierablc Perplexities and Confufions, his 
Majefly was dally fblicited with the highefl Importunities, 
and tlie moft cameft SuppHcattonS that were poffible, not to 
fiisbati4 l^c Troops he h^d railed ; atid not only k^, bttt that 
'' ' ' he

he wMdd ftUl cdntitme to ibid over more and more of Jin AHM^oCutJi. 
Troops, and to augment the Forces which he had already 'fi^ 
^road. They did as good as tell him plainly. That it was ' — *-■ 
from the Reputation oT his Alliance, that any O^renures of 
Peace had t)een made at all ; and that it was from the Con- 
linuande of his Arm^i that any farther Performance could 
be expiated. They prayed his Majefty to confidcr, That 
if he thoo^ht it expedient to obtain Ibme kind of refpite 
or breathing-time ror the Spanifh Netherlands, or to (lb- 
cure any kind of Frontier or Barrier between them and theif 
too powerful Neighbours ; all this and more, very much 
hiore, perhaps no left than the Safety of Chriflen^om, would / 
entirety depend upon hia Majefty 's preserving himfelf in that 
Qonfiderabfe Pofture both by Sea and Land, wherein he then 
was. There was no fefiftme foch repeated Interceffions j 
andtho'hts Ma|efty &w well enaugh, that his complying^ 
with thefe Dedres woald engage him in an expence far be*^ 
yond what he vras then provided for; yet he could not po^ 
fiWy decline the Charge, nor refute to under^ the Diffi-* 
culties. And now whatever the Coft of all this may amount 
to, yet neither his People will have any caufc to repent ir, 
when they (hall confider that it hath already produced fuch 

S*eat and good f£k&8 to his Majefty's Allies, and fb mudf 
onour to the whole Nation, that whatever is favcd of Flan- 
ders, is now acknowledged by all the World, to be wholly 
due to his Majefty 's faterpofition. And tho' the Peace, 
which fince hatn followed, be very far from fuch a Peace 
as his Majefty could have wiihcd, yet it is fuch a Peace as 
his Ne^hboiirs were refblved to have. No Obligations 
they lay imder to irtfift upon a better Peace, no Conjun^ion 
with his Majefty^ no nor the Offers to declare War on their 
behalft, if tney defired it» could prevail with them, or keep 
them from being wrought upon by the Arts of thofc, who 
firf^ railed unreafbnable Jcaloofics amongft them, and then 
cauied tht;ro to precipitate themielves into a Peace. Thus 
Wi fee at once, not only the Neccffity which his Majefty 
liad to continue his Troops in Pay, but likewife the Benefits 
and AdvantMjes which have come of it.' 

Then iufiffing upon the Neccffity of a Suoply, in the 
fime manner that the King had in his Sjpeech, he proceeded 
in thefe Words. * Thus you have in mort an account of 
what had been dobg abroad, and the Charge of it, 'tis now 
high tiroe^ to look a little nearer home : And fiirely in that 
ftate of things^to whidi they are now reduced, 'tis vifiUe 
and plain enough what muft be our bufmeis for the time 
to come. Pirit, we muft look to ourfeives, and provide for 
our own Safetv : For that whicli the Confederates acknow- 
ledge with Thanks, we may be furc bMk a quite diflferem . 

Refentmcnt 
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3tiCkr JL Refcntment in other Placd And in order to this, care muft 
1678. be taken fo to ftrengthen ourfelves both at home and abroad^ 
* that they who fee us in a firm and well-lettled Eftate, may 
have no hopes to ^prize, nor any temptation to make 
any attempt upon us. And herein it will be noocSuy to 
take notice of what his Majefty hath recommended to you, 
and to weigh very well the Importance of reducing the Sea 
and Land Forces, and the Gooiequences which • may anend 
inch a Reducement : For this be aflured, that nothing in 
the world would more gratifv our Enemies, than to lee us 
afifaid of maintaining ourlelves in a poihire of defence, 
whidi is the only poltufe they are afraid to find 'us in. And 
that the Fears or Popery may not too much diiquiet you, b? 
pkaied to confider mat you nave one Security more, fince 
that which was always the Intereft of his Majefty's Honour 
and Conicience, is now become the Intereft of nis Perfen 
too, to proted the Proteftant Rel]|;ion, and to prevent the 
iwarming of feminary Priefts. I*or his Msqefty hath told 
you, Tfeit he hath latdy received Infermation of Defigns 
againil his own Life by the Jeiuits. And tho' he dorh in no 
&t prqudge the Peribns accufed, yet the ftri& Enquiry into 
this matter hath been a means to difcover ib many other 
imwarrsTntable Pradticcs of theirs, that hb Majefty Hath rea- 
Sxk to look to thcnx Nor are thefe Men the only Fadors 
fer Rome ; but there are found amongft the Laity alfb, ibme 
who have made themielves Agitators to pronnote the Intereft 
of a foreign Religion, who meddle with Matters of State and 
Parliament, [meaning Oi^im] and carry on their jfernicious 
Defljgns by a moft dangerous Correlpondence with ft>reign 
Nations. What kind of Procefi the Proof will bear, and to 
how high a degree the Extent and Nature of theie Crimes 
will rile, is under confiderationy and will be fully left to the 
oourie of Law. 

In the next place, let us carefully avoid all Diifercnccs 
amoug(l curie] ves, all manner of claining about Jurifiii^^tions, 
and all Difputcs of fuch nature, as can never end in any 
Accommodation. For this is ftill what our Enemies would 
wift, who would be glad to fee us ruined, without their 
being at the charge ot it. And therefore we muft now, a- 
bove all other times, labour to ihew the World the moft 
cfiedual Significations of out Loyalty and Duty that we 
are aUe to exprefs ; for nothing in the World can more 
difeourage our Enemies: As on the contrary, nothing does- 
or can Co ripen a Nation for Deftrudion,- as to be obferved 
to difhuft their own Government. Be nleafed then now to 
take occafion to manifeft fuch a Zeal mr the Government, 
as to look into the State of that Revenue which (hould fup- 
port the coofiant . and neceflary Charge of it, and t^ fee 

that' 
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, Aat it be made equal to it There are nteny Mdtires to Aaiiflf|oCw.E. 
oblige- us to this Inipe&ion: Firft, you fee the King expe^ 1678^ 
it; and then s^in yoQ cannot but fee, that nothing iftor 
can be of a more public Confiderafiion, than to^liipport 
the Dignity of the Qown^ which is in truth the Dignity of 
the Nation/ Befides, 'tis uniafe as well as diihonouraoki^ 
that the King's Revenue fliould fall ihort of his moft ne~ 
cctbry^ and moft unavoidable Expenccs. And if upon a 
due Examination it fliall be made appear to you, that though 
there had been no diminution of the Cuftoms, yet no Thnft 
orConduA in the World could ever make the Revenue 
able to anfwer the certain Chai^ of the Government^ much 
lefs to diichai^e thofe Anticipations which lie heavy upon 
it; how can it be poffible &r it to iupply thofe Contingen- 
des which happen even in times of Peace ; and which can 
never be brought under any Regulation or Eftablifhment ? 
You may be lure a great and generous Prince would be 
glad, by good Man^ery, to have wherewithal to exerdfe 
his Royal Bounty, but our N^^hbours have found a way t» 
prevent that : For their vaft PrefKirations put hi$ Majdljr 
upon a vaft expence, to preferve himfelf and us. 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 

You now find the King involved in Difficulties as gtcat^ 
and, without your Affiftance, as iniuperable, as ever any Go- 
vernment did labour under; and yet his Majefty doth not 
think that there need many Words to befpeak your ZcbI and 
Induftry in his Service : For the things themfelves now 
/peak, and ipeak aloud. 

The puUic and private Intereft do both perfuade the 
^me things, and are, and ought to be, mighty in Ferfua- 
fion. If the Honour and Safety of your Gxintryr, and, which 
is next to that, the Concerns of your own Families and Po- 
Verities, cannot awaken your utmoft care to preferve that 
Government which only caii iiigpott you and yours, all o- 
ther Difoourfes will be to no purpofe. There can be no 
Difficulties at all to them who take delight in fervingof 
the King and their Country, and love the occafions of ihew- 
usg it. Such as are here ! But though the King hath iiad 
ibr many Years a large and full Experience of your Duty, 
yet there never was a time like this to try your Affedioos. 
There is 6^ ftrange a Concurrence of ill Accidents at this 
time, that 'tis not to be n^ondered at, if feme very honeft 
and good Men begin to liave troubled and thou^htfjl Hearts 
Yet that which is infinitely fo be liiroented, is, that mali<n 
cious Men too begin to work upon this oocafioa, and wee 
in no iinall hopes to raife a Storm that nothing ihall h^ able 
to allay. If you* can refeue the King's Affairs from liach a 
Tempeft as this ; if you can weather this Storm, and fteer the 
Veflaioto die Harbour; if you can find away to ^uiet the Ap. 

prehenfioQS . 
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AnnoioCtr.n. prdictifions of thofe who mean w«ll, withoat'beu^ carried 
1678. awa^ by the Pafliotis of others wha mean ill ; if you can 
' prevent the Defigns of thofe without doors, who ftudy no- 
thing eUe but how to diftrad yolur Councils, and to difturb 
all your Proceedings; then you will have performed as great 
and as feafbnable a piece of Service to the King, as ever 
yet he flood in ne<xi of. And when the World fhall fec^ 
' that nothing hath been able to dtiappomt the King of the 
Affi#ance he had reaibn to hope from this Seffion ;. butthac 
there is a right Underftanding between the King and his 
Parliament, and that again ftrengthetied and eacreafed by 
the £vidences of your Duty and Atife^ion, and raifed above 
all poflSbility of being imcrruptcd ; then fliall the Kbg 
be poflcfled of that true Glory, which others vaiaiy purfce, 
the Glory .of reigning in the Hearts of his People. Then 
ihall the People be poflefied of as miKh Felicity as this 
World is capable of: And you ftiall have the perj-^etual 
, Honour and Satisfa&ion of having been the means to pro^ 

cure fo much icJid and lading Good to your Country, as 
the £ftabliihment of the jPeace and TranqmUry of this King-* 
dom, and confequently of all his Majefl/s Diominions.

more, all fecret Machinations againll: his Majefty and the 
whole Kingdom. All which was accordingly . done by 
Proclamarion, dated the 25th of October, requiring that 
Wednefday the 13 th of November Jhould be kept for a 
jgeneral Faft.

or introduce Popery ; but confeffes, he did attempt to get 
this Parliament difiolv'd, in order to procure Liberty of 
Confcience, which he thought they would never grant. In 
order to which, he iblliciced 300,000/. from France ; add- 
ing, that there were not three Men in £ngland acquainted 
with his Defigns, or Correfpondence ; of which the Duke of 
York was one, who, he believes, communicated them to 
Lord Anindel of Wardour. . . 

That he farther confeis'd, that his firft Correfpondence in 
France, was by certain Letters he had addrefs^d to * Sir 
William Throckmorton; by which means he commenced 
a iecond with || La Ferrier, on whole Death, he lent three 
or four Letters to La Chaife.

With 
which the Houfe having comply 'd, his Mdefty order'd their 
Attendance in the Houfe of Peers ; where he exprefs'd 
himfelf as follows : 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

* T Am fo very fenfible of the great and extraordinary Care The Rin^^t 

* JL yo^ have already taken, and ftill continue to fliew for Speech to botk 
^ the Safety and Prefervation of my Perfbn in thefe Times Houfes, 

* of Danger^ that I could not fatisfy myfelf without coming 

* hither on purpofc to give you all my moft hearty Thanks 

* for it. Nor do I thbk it enough to give you my Thanks 

* only, but I hold myielf obliged to let you Ice withal, That 

* I do as much ftudy your Pr^rvation too as I can poiSbly; 

* and that I am as ready to join with you in all the Way^ 

* and Means that may efbbhfh a firm Security of the Pro- 

* teftant Religion, as your own Hearts can wifh : And this 

* not only during my Time, of which I am fiire you have 

* no fear, but in fomre Ages, even to the End of the World. 

* And therefore I am come to aftlire you, that whatfbevcr 
' Bills vou fhall prefent, to be pafTed into Laws, to make 

* you fafc m the Reign of my SuccefTor, {fo they tend not 

* to impeach the Right of Succeflion, nor the Defcem of 

* the Crown in the true Line; and fb as they retrain not . 

* my Power, nor the juft Rights of any Protcftant SuccefTor,) \ 

* fliall 
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ftAuble of the great Danger that rnay eniiie to his Majefty Anno |o(iahlf. 
and thefe Kingdottis by iuch Delay, and his Lorddiil> being ' M* ^ 
a Member of your Houfe, thought (kX to reprefent it to yoiir V**^"* y 
. Lordfliips ; dcfiring that ywir Lordthips will foeedily en- 
quire into the ReafcHi of this ^eat Negleft and Contempt 
tof his Majefty's faid Prodamatton^ and do therein, as tb 
Jufticc (hall appertain. 

A Conference being then demanded by th^ Commons, and Hli Riepoit of 
granted by the Lords, Mr. Powle, at his Return dcliVer'd •Conference 
the Subftancc of it in the following Words : ^ icreu 

We have attended the Lords at the Conference^ whidi *'*''^*^ 
wa<5 maaa^'d by the Lord-Chancello^. He delivered all 
by word of Mouth, without the help of any Paper; and 
therefore I maft crave pUrdon, if what 1 report oe not e*- 
adtly according to his Woirds, tho' I hope I (hall not omit 
any material Paflage. 

He began with telling us that the Lords were \^ery well 
pleafed witii the Reprefcntation made to them by the Gotn« 
mons, about the Neglect in ifluing out the Gommiflipns lor 
taking the Oaths ot Allegiance and Supremacy. That it 
Was a Zeal well-becoming the Houfe of Commons, not to 
fuffer it to be defeated by any Perfon whatever. 

That there was no time yet loft in this Biifine^ ; for, had 
the Commiffions been feal'd, it .would have been hard to 
find out the Perfbns to Whom the Oaths were to be applied ; 
and that the Gdnftables were ftill employed about that Work, 
and had not yet made their Retiims. 

Tliat, ncvcrthelefs, the Lords thought it not enough to 
fliew the Commons that there was no Negligence ; but, 
that, on the contrary, all Diligence had been ufed in the 
expediting thefc Commiflions : And that, therefore, their 
Lordfliips had commanded him to acquaint us with the 
whole Progi*e(s of thoie Commiflions. 

That it was true the Commiffions had been driwn and 
perus*d by the Attorney-General, and*bi'Ought to. the Seals 
and not fealed, as the Clerk of the Crown had informed us t 
but that it was great pity that the Clerk of the'^Crown was 
not then in Court, that he fnight have acquainted us with th^ 
whole truth of what pafsM at that time, as well as with that 
part of the truth he had acquainted us withal. 

That it had been debated in the Houfe of Peei-s the day 
before, what Regulations and Limits (hould be inferted in 
the Commiffions ; for that tlieir Lordfliips conceiv'd it^ hard, 
that Perfbns aged, infirm, and not able to go out of town 
with lafcty of their Lives, Ihpuld not be excepted fiwrt 
taking the Oaths; and this they thought was a Se/erity be- 
yond the intention of the Common:. 

Tome I. " ^q Their 
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Anno joCar.JI. Their Lordihips likewilc obfcrv'd, that there was a pnt- 
*^ 7^' ^ dential Power referv'd in fix Privy Counicllors, whereof the 
C^"^i/ - . r^ Lord-Chanfcellor, Lord Treasurer or Principal Secretary of 
State to be one, to grant Licences. And they thought it 
reatbnable, that the Peribns fy licens'd fhould be excepted ; 
elfe, the Hardfliip would be greater on thofe that ftaid than 
thofe that went. • 
J . . Their Lordfhips likcwife thought that • the Peers of this 

. Realm, who are excepted by Law from taking the Oaths of 
' ' Supremacy; were fit to be excepted out of this Commiffion : 

As alio, tnat foreign Merchants and Aliens, being no Sub- 
'jedfcs, were not within the Law, and could not be thought 
dangerous; becaufe they were (uch as did frequent the Ex- 
change, and of whom my Lord-Mayoif might have an ac- 
count, and deliver a Lift of them to the Council-Table. 
That the Lords thought it fit that thcfc Exceptions Ihould 
I be inferted into the laid Commiffic^, that the Juftices of the 

Peace might fee whom not to trouble ; and thereupon their 
- Lordihips gave him diredions to make fuch Exceptions j 
' that the Attorney-General, fitting in Court when the Com- 

I iniflions were brought the next day to be fcal'd, advis'd the 

j Officer who had the Seal to hold his hand : Whereupon 

<{ the Officer Pepping to him, asked him, whas he iliould do ? 

ij And he told him they rauft be alter'd. 

■j That this Morning he had acquainted the Lords what 

I jnft cau/es he bad to complain of the great Difficuhy thar 

' lay upon him, either by not obeying their Lordfliips, or 

dilbbeying the whole Kingdom. 

That he had brought before them Commiffions for fix 
Counties, which comprehended all within ten Miles of Lon- 
don, to which the Proclamation did extend i And he pro- 
duced before them two Forms of Commiffions, one a general 
Form extending to all, the other a particular Form with all 
the afore^id Exc'eptions ; defiring their Reiblutions in which 
of the ikid Forms their Lordfliips would have the faid Com- 
miffions pafied. 

That the Lords, tho* they thought the Exceptions mod 
rcafbnable, yet their Lordfhips confider*d that becaufe thoie 
Commiffions had ifTued upon an Addrefs of both Houfes, 
and that, therefore, to make Explanations by theml^lye^, 
which had not been communicated to the Copimons, might 
not agree with the good Q)rrefpondence which their Lord- 
fhips fhould always endeavour to maintain between both 
Houfes; their Lordfhips gave him Diredtions to paft the 
Commiffions in the general Form, let the HardfKip IJg'J^ 
where it would, and gave him leave to withdraw prc^^°^ ll:' 
TO feal the Gommifuons ; which accordbgly were all 

fcaled. 

He 
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He concluded with» iaying» * And now, Gentlemen, you Anno joCat .l£ 
have your full (atisfaftion.* '678^ ^ 

The Bufincfs of this Day ended with a Refblution, ^'~^~ -F 
that a Hcflage fhould be fent to the Lords to remind them 
of the Bill for the dilabling Papifts from fitting in cither 
Houfe of Parliament. 

The I2th» the Houfcrefolved, * That» there being an Ac- 
cufation of High-Treafbn againft Sir William Godolpliin, 
his Majefty*^ Ambaflador in Spain, an humble Addrefe b© 
prefentcd to his Majcfty, to dcfire him to call home Sir 
William Godolphin, to aniwer the Accufation/ To whiclx 
his Majefty was pleafed to anlWer, * That he had already

* that Service." And on the l^me day the Q)mmons pre- 

fcnted another Addrcls to his Majefty, praying. That a fpc- An Addreft for 
cial Commiflion may be iflued forth, for tendring the Oarhs tendering the 
of Allegiance and Supremacy to all the Servants of his Ma- Oaths of Alle- 
jefty and Royal Highncfi ; and to all other Perfbns (except ^^^^ ^"^ ^*r. 
his Majcfty's Pormgal Servants) refiding within the Palaces S?,7e(W'a*'set^' 
of Whitehall, St. James's and Somerfet-houle, and all other vants. 
his Majefty's Houies ; and that there may be likewifc (pecial 
CommilSons ifliicd forth, for tendering the laid Oaths to all 
Perfbns refiding within the two Serjeants Inns, all the Inns 
of Court, and fhns of Chancery.^ To which his Majefty 
return"d an Anfwer in Writing two days after: 

* That as to all his Majefty^ own Servants, all the Ser- The King't 

* vants of his Royal Highnefs, all other Perlbps refiding in Anfwer. 

* Whitehall, St. James s, Somerlet-houle, or any other of 
*. his Majefty's Houfes, except the menial Servants of the

* the Setjeants Inns, or any of the Inns of Court, or Chan- 
^ eery, his Majefty grants it But as to the Queen's menial 

* Servants, who are Co very inconfiderable in their number, 

* and within the Articles of Marriage, his Majefty does no^ 

* think it fit. And his Majel^ cannot but take notice, that;' 

* in a late Addrefs from the Honfe of Peers, the menial Ser- 

* vants of the Queen and Dutchefs are excepted ; and his 

* Majefty hopes that this Houfe will proceed, with the feme

This Anfwer not being, thought fatisfadbory, on the 15th 
the Houfe proceeded to another Addrefs, m which they 
humbly advife his Majefty, and renew their Dcfires, that 
ihe Peribns excepted in his" Majefty's Meffage may be com- 
prehended in the feme Commimon ; for which they do, in 
all Duty, lay before his Majefty the Reafbns following. Another Ad-

But if this Houfe Ihould not think fit to concur with this 

Expedient, that then their Lordfhips would take the Amend- 

incnts and Realbns into farther Confideration.

Cafe, but did not name any.' * * ' 

Tlie Uouie then refblv'd not to agree to the (aid Expedi- 
ents, and that the Ferlbns employ *d in the former Conference, 
{hould prepare Reafbns to be ottered at another. 

On the 25th, having repair'd to the Houfe of Peers, the 
King commanded the Houfe to attend him there, on which 
Occafionhe delivered the following Speech from the Throne.

tlie ftme Day, Sir Edward Deerit^ rcpdf ted flie Rea- 
Ions to be offer'd agaitift riie Lords Eifpfcdient, which, with 
ibmc Amendments made at the Table, were to th^ following 
Purpofc : 

* That it is contrary to the Cuftorti of Parliament, ta 
fttlkic out any thtag in a Bill, which has bedn folly agreed^ 
and palsM in both Houfes. 

* That in the Amen^dmcnt ptoposM to the Bill by vour 
LordifhxpS, to w^ich the Commons have di%f*eed, the Num- 
ber of the Queen^s Servants to be excepted out of the Adr^ 
was limited : But by leaving the C^een's Name out of the 
Bill, Ihe may have them without Number : which aggra- 
vates the Mxlehief, and confeqiiently liath not the Naturd 
of an Expedient. 

* That one Bill for presenting Dangers from PopifhRe- 
cufants, has already been found ineffefffeial^ by reafon thcrd 
ivas no express Mention of the Queen's Servants. 

* That the Scope of the Bill not tmly relates to the mov- 
^g Papifts out of bodfi Houfes of Parliament, but alfo from, 
mt Court, as appears both from the Preamble and ftxiy of 
the Bill ; and the Dangers his Mnefty is cxpos'd to, may 
ht realbnably fiippos*d to be chiefly m hi« Court : And 
that the Safety of his Perfon, the Comnlons think ought to 
be more conhder'd, than any Relpeft to any Perfon what- 
ever.' 

* And upon theft Pttmifes, it was refblvcd^ that another 
Conference Ihould be defired. 

The next Day beitig the 25th, the fiid Conference was 
held, and of which Sit Edward Deering made the following 
Report : 

* That the Lord Chancellor manag*d the Conference ) 
and, that the Lords, having confidcr'd me Reafo6s offer'd at 
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Ac /aft, pmpos'4.a farther Expedient, wirfi which they Anno 30Car.II,

• That the Lords did infift upon the Amendments by ^ ^#~''^ 
them made, which related to the Queen's Pprtugal Ser* 
yants: That they wavM what related to the excepting a 
limited Number of Men -Servants to the Quoen and Du^cheis ; . 
and did now only except, a fmall Number of Womsn-Ser- 
vants, from whom no AlpdSnation could be realcnably ap- 
prehended/ 

A Motion being then made, that the Words {mt exceed 
nine in Nur/iler at anj me Vtney) ihould be added to the. 
Lords Amendment, relating to the Portugal Servants; the 
QpcfHon was out, Whether the Houie fliould then adjourn^, 
but pa^'d in tne Negative: Ycas^ 71; Noes, Si. , 

After which, the Queftion being put to agree with the ^^ Amend- 
Lords in what related to the Dutcheis of Ywk^s Womeh^ ^eiis of the 
Servants, it pa(s*d in- the Negative: Yeas, 65; Noes, 87. hotit rcj^fM 
And the former Managers were dire^ed to prepare Reaims 
to be ofiered at another Conference with the Lords, why 
the Houfe did not agreo with that Parr of their Amendment. 
- The 27th, Sir E3ward Dcering delivered "* his Report gj^ -j^^^^ 
from the laid Managers as follows : Deerina't Ae- 

* Tliar, as their i.ordfhips had proposM their Addition, portfiomtlU 
the Number of her Majcfty's Portugal-Servants, being un- Committte oa

The fame Day, the faid Reaibns, ti^ether With the Bill, 
were left with the Lor.ls, who prefcntiy after fignify'd by 
^1 effage, their Ailent to the Miiitia-Bili ; and that for dis- 
abling Papifh to fit in Parliament. 

The Houfe then proceeded to the Confideration of the 
State of the Nation, in relation to the Army ; and relblvod, ^hc Commooi 
www eentradicente^ * That it is ncccflary tor the Safety of refolvetodif- 
his Majefty's Peribn, and Prelervation of the Peace of the Qo- bud.thr Army, 
vemment, that all the Forces that have been railed fincc the 
29th of September 16779 and all others that fince that time, 
have been broi^ht over from beyond Seas from foreign Ser* 
vice, be forthwith disbanded: And farther b thefe Word« 
refblvcd. It is the humble OpinioQasid Defire of the Houle^ 
That the Forces whidi are now in Flanders, may be im* 
mediately called over, h order 10 their disbanding.' 

The a8th, Mr. Secretary Coventry aopainted me Houie, 
that the Vote with relation tp the dboandin^ the Army, ha4 
been prdentcd to his M^eff^ ; wtikb beiog a iKiaoer of 
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A^p ^oCar.ll. great Moment he would confuU and aivife wkh his HouTe 
167*. _ of Lords, before he would, gl\rc an Aafvfcr. After which, 
Mr. Gates having deUvcr'd ceriam Informations to the Houfc 
agamft the Queen, tlic foUowioc^ Addrcis wa.i im.mediateljr 
prepared, and ordcr'd to the Lords for their Concurrence. 
* Wc your Majeliy** loyal and diuiful Subjects, the an4. 
Co/stnonsin FarltaraentaiTembied, having received Informa- 
tion, by fcvcralWirnefl"^, of a moft defperatc atid traitorous 
I>e(Ign and Goafpiracy ajait^ft the. Life ot yojlr moft Sacred 
Majoily, wherein, to their great Aftaiiihnnnt, the Queen is. 
particularly charg^, and accu^'d ; in difcharge of our Alle- 
giance, and out of our AgedHon and Care for the Prcfcrvar 
^on ot your Majefty^s iicred Peribn, and, confcquently, of. 
the. whole Kingdom, do moft Iiumbly bcleech your Majcfty 
that the Qaecn, and all her Family, a,nd all Papifts, or rc-

Conviction ; and the very Shame and Reproach, which at-

I wondcr'd at, that they could no longer believe all that to be

ibbcr and lafting Provifions againft it. And 'tis not to be " ^H^ 
doubted but that it would infinitely gratil^ the Papifts in the ^ *^ * 
Revenge they wiih, for this Dilcovery, if they could ice us 
diftraited with Jealoufies incurable, and diftnifting the Gor 
vemment to fiich a D^ree, as ihould weaken all that Reve- 
rence by which it ffauids : For then the Plot would not be 
altogether without E£Es£t ; but thole whom they could not 
d^roy by their Gonipiradyy they ihould have the Satis&^i- 
on to ice ruining themfelves after the Diicovery : So that, 
tho' we had efcaped that Delblation which they intended to 
have brought upon us, nothing could &ve us from that De- 
flruftkn which we fhall bring upon ourfelves. But their 
Expedations of this are as vain, as their other Defigns were 
wicked : For his Majefty hath already begun to let them lee 
with what Severity he intends to proceed ag^ainft them. He 
hath paired a Law to di&ble all the Nobility and Gentry of 
that Fadion ever to fit in Parliament ; and not content with 
that, he did ofier to the laft Parliament, and does again re- 
new the fiune Ofer to this Parliament, to pais any farther 
Laws againil Pop^ which ihall be deiired : So as the iame 
extend not to the Diminution of liis own Prerogative, nor al- 
ter the Delcent of the Crown m the right Line, nor defeat 
the SucceflioQ. He hath refilled the Petition of the Lords, 
who, during the Interval of Parliament, defired to be broiijght 
to their Trial ; and, after Co laag an Im^rilbnment, might 
reafbnably enough have expeded it. But his Maiefiy thought 
it fitter to reierve them to a more public and oqulpicuous 
Trial in Parliament: For which Cauie their Trial ought 
now to be hafined; fi>r it is high time there ihould be Ibme 
Period put to the Impriibnment of the Lords. 

* But that which the King hath been pleaied to mention to 
you this Moniinjg;, iurpafies all die reil, and is fiifiicient of 
itfelf alone to diicharge all thofe Fears of Popifh Influences, 
which many good Men had too far entertained : For now

And among the many sood Laws you fkau 
thmk fit to provide^ tt txm^ not be ami^ to think tf fyot 
better Remedy for reffOkting the Prc&, from whence there 
daily fteal forth Po{n£ Gatechifins, Plalters, and Books of 
Coixrover^ : And it may be anodler 'good Fruit of fiich 
Law, to hinder i(diifinatiodatidfeditiottsX«ibels too; fer cer- 
tainly it were much better for us to make inch Laws as will 
prevenr OSbnces, rather than ludi as £nrve only to miniih 
riie Offenders / Then, 'faifiiiog upon the Reaibnablenefl 
of a Sup|dy, from the Dangers abcoad, and the Nec^foieS 
at home, he proceeded thus:-

the Fate of tbelc Kingdoms fi>r many Ages, and are like to 
determine us either to nappine/s or Milery of a very long Du- 
ration. We ule to %, and &y trulv, That the King, when 
ieaced in Parliament^ is then in the fiihiels of his Majefty 
and Power, and (hines forth with the brightei^ Luilre. Lejt 
no Exhalatbn from beneath darken or oblcure it I Foreign 
Nations lay, and lay truly, that a King of England, in con- 
junction with his Parliament, is as great and dreadful a 
Prince as any in Europe : Shew diem the Sight they are 
afraid of I And (ince the? Iiave laid it down fbf a Maxim in

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noarable Brivy-Qouucil, ancl Speaker of the laft I^ar-^ 
liament; being a Perfon acceptable to the King, ^hd onfe 
who for his jgreat Integrity, Ability, and, long £xperiencd 
in the Empfoyment, was the fitteft Pcrlbn for fo great a 
Truft. And Mr. Seymour being unanimoufly called upon to 
the Chair, was conduced thither by Sir Thomas Lee, Sir 
Thomas Whitmorc, and divers other Membcfs ; and be- 
ing' there placed, he made a gratulatory Speech to the 
Houfe for their great Kindnefs and Afic<^ion towards him, 
in their unanimous Choice of hira: But ftill he defired the 
Houfe that, they would proceed to a new Elcdion, * For 
the long fittings of the late Parliament had fo impaired his 
Health, that he doubted he ihould not be fb well'able to 
undergo the Service of the Houfe, as would be expected 
from him/ But the Houfe, not admitting oi any Excufe, con- 
firmed their Choice ; upon which he defii-ed Leave, * That 
he might intercede with his Maicfty, tliat he would be 
pleafecf to difcharge him of, the Duty.* 

But itappeiirs, that he needed not have .been (b urgent; for 
the King;and the Earl of Danby; taking this Choice to be an

Ahd 
we defire your Majefty to believe, no Subjodb ever had a 
more tender Rcgara, than ourielves, to the Rights <^ your 
Majefty, and your Rqyal Prerogative ; which we ihaU al* 
ways acknowledge to be vefted in the Crown, tot the Bene- 
fit and Protedioa of ymir People.. And thmfere finr the 
clearing/all Doubts tliat lAay arfi^ in your Royal Mind, ub« 
on this O6carioti now before us, we crave Leavi humbly 
to reprcient unto your Majeflyy that it is the undoubted 
Kight of die Commons to nave the free Eleftion of one of 
their Members, tb be their Speaker^ and to perftrm the Ser- 
vice of the Houfe : And that the Spesdcer, & deded and

This being 
file true Smtc of the Cate, we do in au Humility lay it be- 
fore your Majefty's View; hoping that yow Majemr, up- 
on due Confideration of fiirmer Precedents, will reft iatisft^ 
with our Proceedings, and will not think fit to deprive us of 
fo neceflary a Memoer, by employing him in any other Ser-? 
vice ; but to give us iuch a gracioas Anfwer, as your Majep>

plealed to give to our firft Meilage in Council, whereby 
your Majeity waspleaied to declare a Relblution, not to in->^ 
fringe our juft Sights and Privileges, we, your Majcfty*^ 
Bx>K dutiful and loyal Commons, were encouraged to make, 
an humble Repreientation to your M^((y upon the Ghwcc of 
our Speaker, which* on Tueiday laft was prefented by ibmc 
of bur Members." We do, with grieat trouble and mfinite 
ibrrow, find by the Report made to us by thofe Members, 
at their Return, that your Majefty was pleafed to give us an 
immediate Anfwer to the fame, without taking any farther 
cbnfideration ; which, we are perfuaded, if your Majefty 
had done, what we then offered to your Majefty would (o 
fkr have prevailed upon your royal Judgment, as to have 
G;iven your Majefty iatisfu^ion in the Reaibnableneis of our 
Defire ; and preferved us in your Majefty 's favourable Opi. 
nion of our Proceedings. And fince we do humbly con- 
ceive, that the Occafion of this Qucftion hath arifen fromf 
your Majefty 's not being truly iafbrmed of the State of the

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^Commons attending, his MajcBj was pleaied to pat both Afiiio3;iCar.IK 
fioufb in raiad of what he laid to them, at the Opening ' ^^^^' 
0f the Parliament : And then the Lord Chancellor, by the ^— ""V***^ 
King's Command, dire^d the Commons to return to their 
Houle, an4 to proceed to the Choice of a Speaker. And, 
l>eing returned, the Lord RuiTel put the Houfe in mind of 
the King*s Commands, and immediately recommended 
William (jrcgory Seijeant at Law, as a Peffbn for his great 
Learning and Integrityy fit for the Empiovment. And 
Mr. Serjeant Gregory being unanimoufly cafied upon to the Seijeant Gre- 
Chair,he in a fhort Speech modeftly exculed himlclf, andde- gory chofen 
fired of the Houie, d^it another mio;hr be nominated ; but no Speaker. • 
^xcu(e being admitted, he was formally conduced to the 
Chair, by his two intimate Friends, the Lord Ruflel and 
the Lord Cavendifh, and there confirmed in the Place. 

On the Monday foUowinff, he was prefented by the Com- 
mons to the King, in the Houfe of Lot;ds, who without he- 
fitation approved of the Qhoice.

And remind thT" 
then, to be yet more particular, they immediately after Re- Lords, of the 
fiividy that a Mei&ge be lent to the Loikts to put them in Impeackmentt 
jnind of the Impeachment of High-Treaibnv exhibited againft *?««» thc^Ewl 
Thomas Earl of Danby, in the Names of the Commons of «^Din4r«

mitteb of Secrecy, to draw up farther Articles againft him. 
However, the letters produced againft the Earl bdag writ- 
ten by the King's particular Command, and fome private 
Papers belti^ necefllary for his Defetice, which his M^^efty 
irould not lufier to be made public ; he at laft relblved to 
adhere to the Benefit of his Pardon, and hoping his Abfencc 
might allay the Storm, thought fit to withdraw.

Bounds {lewaniy promtfed hf his ProclaraatbH, for the DiP 
ODvery of the Murder of Sir Edroondrbory Godfrey, may 
be forthwith paid to Mr. Bedloe, whp,* this Hon(e is farisfied 
Id be the Rtn Diicoverer thereof: And that his Majefty 
would farther be pleaied to order, that the twenty Poun^

ally paid lo the Discoverers of them. 

At the fame time, in another Addreis, they de/tred his 
M^jefly, That the Care of Mr. fiedioe's Safety may be im- 
mediately recommended to his Grace the Duke of Mon-. 
tnouth, whidi was carried up by the Lord Cavendifk, Sir 
Nenvy Gapdl, Mr. fiooth, Mr., Pbwie, Sir Rd»ert Carr, 
Sir John Emley, and Sir William Portman. 
The King gave a preftnr Anfwer.

Afterwards they exprcls thcitifelvds thtis:

Accordingly his Majefty\ commanded i general and Afe^ewll'ijl

nerall;r did upon nich an Occafion, with mentioning an4 
alledraig; the Defire of the Lords and CpttimOns in Parlia* 
inent affenlblcd.' 

During this Height of Zeal, thei Cbmmcfn^, on Mardi 
Aid, ^rdered a Bill to be brought in; to ftcure the King 
and Kmgdom againff the Danger and Growth of Popery.

. Ugon a fecond Meflage, wherein die Earl of Danby was

In the mean time, the Commons, hearing that the King bad 
i^^ied a Pardon for the Earl, appointed a Colmmittee to re* 
pair to the lcveralOfEces,(atneithcr of which fao Entry of 
It had been made]) and particularly to the Lprd-Chancelior, 
to enauire mto the Manner of iinng out that Pardon. 
, • Whereupon the Lord-Chancellor, (^cr premifing„ that 
he neither advised, drew, or alter'd it) informed the Conn 
inittee, * That the Pardon was pafled with the utmoft Pri. 
-vao^ lit the Defire of the Earl, who gave this Reaiba for 
It, That he did not intend to make ule of it, but to fiand 
ijpon his Innocence, except falfe Wimefles (hould be pro- 
duced agamft him; and then he would make ule of it at the 
laft Extremity. That he adviied the Earl to let the Pardon 
pais ix\ the regular Coude ; but, after confulting with the 
King, his Majefty declared he was . relblved to let it pais 
with, allprivacy : And, fuddenly after, the Kii^ commanded 
the Lord-Chancellor to bring the Seal from Whitehall, and, 
being there, he laid it upon the Table; thereupon his Ma^ 
leifly commanded the Seal to be taken out of the sag, which 
nis Lordfliip was obl^ed taiiibmit unto, it not bemg in his 
power to hmder it ; and the King wrote his Name upon 
fhc Top of the Parchment, and men direded to have it 
iealed : whereupon the Per&n that ufiially carried the Purfe,' 
affixed the Seal to it/ The Chancellor added, * That, at 
the very Time of affixing the Seal to the Parchment^ he 
did not look uyoci himielfto have theCuftodv of the Seal.

whereby Uoftilitiesmkht have eniued, and may arife, be- 
tween both ^tions, if not prevented. Wherefore, we your 
^^je^'s loyal Subjedks, could not but be fenftbly affe6:ed 
with TrouWe, to find iucK a Perfen (notwithffcmding the 
repeated AddrefTes of the laft Parliament) continued in j'our 
Councils at this Time, when the Afiaurs of your Kfaigdom 
require none to be put into luch Employments, but fiich as 
are of kiipwn Abilities, Interefl and Efkem, in tlw Nation, 
without all Sulpicion of either miftakiM; or bctraving the 
true Inticrefl of^the Kingdom, and con^aendy oradvifin| 
your Majcfty ill. We do therefore moft humbly bcfcedh

1679* ^ millions to the Lords High-Stevrards, and particularly that 
'for the Trial of the Earl c^Danby, and for the five Lords 
in the Tower.' But withal they communicated a Refblutioa 
of the Lords Houle, of the 12th of May, in thefe Words: 
^ It is declared and ordered, by tho Lords Spiritual and 
Ten^ral, that the Office of a High-Steward, upai Trials 
of ?eers upon Impeachments, is not nece(]^ry to die Houfe 
of Peers; but that the Lords may proceed upon (uch Trials^ 
if a High-Steward be not ap^uited according to their 
humble Defirc." Their Lordihips farther declared to the 
^ Committee, * That a Lord High-Stewai'd was made pro hoc 
vice only : That notwithftanding the making a High Steward, 
the Court remained the lame, and was not thereby altered, 
but ftill remained the Court of Peers in Parliament : That the 
Lord High-Steward was but as a Speaker or Chair-man, 
for the more orderly Proceedings at the Trials. Notwith- 
ilandmg which, they had petitioned and obtained a Lord 
High-Steward for the enluing Trials/ As to the iecond Pro- 
poWrion, the Refblution of the Houie of Peers was in thefe 
Words: 

* Refohed by the Lprds Spiritual and Temporal, that the 
Lords Spiritual have a Right to day in Court in capital 
Cafes, nil (uch time as Judgment oi Death comes to be pro- 
pounced/ 

The next day, the Lords explained themlelves, and de- 
clared the Meaning of their Refblution to be. That the 
Lords Spiritual have a Right to flay and (it in Court, till 
the Court proceed to vote guilty or not guilty. 

The fecond Propofirion, being a Matter ot great Weight 
and Conftderation, the Committee of the Commons had com- 
manded him to report it to the Houfc, in order to receive 
their Dire^kions for their farther Proceedings. 

Two days after. Sir John Trevor made another Report 
from the Committee of^^both Houfes, that the Lords had 
communicated to the Committee certain Proceedings of the 
Houfe of Lords, in thefe Words : 

* Refohed by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, "t^hat 
Thur/day the 2 2d Infbnt be app<Minted to begin the Trials 
of the five Lords in the Tower; the Earl of Powis, Lord 
Vifcount Stafibrd, Lord Petre, Lord Arpndel of Wardour, 
and Lord Bellafis. After whigh Refblution pafTed, the Lords 
Spiritual asked the Leave of the Houfe, that they might 
withdraw themfelves from the Trials of the faid Lords, 
with the Liberty of £ntring their ufual Proteflations. And 
that the Commons Committee did defire the Dire^hons of 
the ri^oufe, how they fhould proceed thereon. Upon hear- 
ing th^ Report, the Houfe of Commons, after a warm De- 

' - bate. 
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Hte, RefoMy that it be given as an Inftmaion to the i&id Anno 3iCir2sr« 
Committee to infift, That the Lords Spiritual ought not to . "^^ ^ 
have any Vote in any Proceedings againft the Lords in the '^ '^'^ lSS 
Tower : And when that Matter Ihall be fettled* and the 
Methods of Proceeding adjufl'ed;) this Houle ihall then be 
ready to proceed upon the Trial of fhe Pardon of Lord ' 
Danby, s^ainft whom this Houic hath already demanded ' 
Judgment; and afterwards to the Trials of the other five 
Lords in the Tower. 

On the 1 5th of May, the Commons perfeflred their grand 
Bill to dibble the Duke of York from inheriting the im- 
perial Crown of £ngland ; now obtaining the Name of the 
£xclufion Bill : and was read the firft Time, without any 
great Oopofition. . It let forth, afcer the Particulars of the 
execrable? Confpiracy, • ' 

* That the Emiiiaries, Pricfts and Agents for the Pope, TbeSobftanca 
had traitoroufly Icduced James Duke of York, prefumptive of the Excla* 
Heir to thcfe Crowns, to the Communion of the Church of^*'**^^* 
Rome ; and had induced him to enter into ieveral Negotia- - 

tioDs with the Pope, his Cardinals and Nuncios, for pro- 
moting the Romifh Church and Imereft ; and by his Means 
' and Proairement, had advanced the Power and Greatneis of 
the French King, to the manifcft Hazard of thefe Kingdoms. 
That by Defcent of thefe Crowns upon a Papift, and by 
foreign Alliances and Adiftance, they might be able to luc- 
cccd m their wicked and villainous Defigns.' 

Then after another Preamble, they enaded to this Eflfeft : 
1% * That the laid James Duke of York, Albany, and 
Ulftcr, ihould be incapable of inheriting the Crowns ot 
£nfi;land, Scotland, and Ireland, with their Dependencies ; 
and of enjoymg any of the Titles, Rights, Prerogatives 
and Revenues belonging to the (aid Crowns. 

2. * That in caA his Majefty fhould happen to die, or 
refign bis Dommions, they ihould devolve to the Peri&i 
next in Sucoeffion. in the uime manner as if the Duke was 
dead. 

* 5. That all A€ts of Sovereignty and Royalty that Prince 
might then happen to perform, were not only declared void, 
but to be Hign-Treafen, and puniihable as fiich. * 

* 4. Tftat if any one, at any Time whatibever, ihould 
endeavour to bring die faid Duke int6 any of the forc-« 
mentioned Dominions, or^corrcfpond with him in order to 
make him inherit, he fhould be guilty of High-Trea(bn. 

* 5. ITiat if the Duke himlelf ever returned into any of 
thefe Dominions, confidering the MilchieB that mu(l enfue, 
fae ihould be looked upon as guilty of the fame Offence ; and 
all Peribns were authorized and required, to feize upon and 
sropriibn him ; and in cafe of Refinance made by him or his 
Adherents, to fubdue them by Force of Arms.'

* llie Commons readily acknowledge, That the Crimes, 
chare'd upon the five Peers, are of deep Guilt, and calf 
for Ipeedy Juftice : but, withal, they hold any Change of 
Judicature m Parliament, made without Conlent of full Par- 
liament, to be of pernicious Confequence, both to his Ma*-

* Upon Confideratioii of tlie laid MefTage, the Commons 
fcund that the admitting of the Lords fpiritual to exercife 
Jurifdi^ion m thefe Cafes, was an Innovation, and which 
extended alike to the five Lords and the Earl of Danby, and 
that, if a Lord High Steward ihould be held neceiTary upon

fo fital Confequence to the whole Kingdom, and a new De< 
vice to fruftrate public Juftice in P^rliamc^t. 

« Which Reaibns and Matters being dtJy weighed by your 
Lordihios, the Commons doubt not but your Lordibips will 
receive ^atis&dion concerning their Propofitions and Pro- 
ceedings, and will agree, that the Commons ought not nor 
cannot, without defcrtbg their Trufl, depart From dieir 
former Vote communicated to your Ldrdihips. 

• That the Lords fpiritual oiight not to have any Vote, &c.' 

Thcfe Reaibns, &c. were tfe iamc Day delivered to the 
Joint-Committee, of which Sir John Trevor made Report 
as follows: * That the Lords of the Committee had given 
this Anfwer. That they had no' Power from their Houfe to 
give any farther Anfwer to thofe Matters, or to debate the 
Sme with the Committee of this Houfe.' 

The Confequence of this Report was a Refblution, that 2 
Conference be dcfir'd with the Lords upon Matters of great 
Importance to the Kingdom, and for preferving a good Cor- 
reipondency between the two Houfes. 

To this the Lords agreed ; but, before the laid Conferciia 
could take place, the ifing came to the Houfe of Peers ; and 
without a Speech prorogued the Parliament to Auguft 14. 

Oftober 17, 16] p^ the new Parliament met and took the 
■ Oaths before certam Lords deputed by the Duke of Of- 
mond Lord Steward, of the Houfhold, for that purpofe; 
after which the Parliament were pror<^ed till January 16. 

At which time they met again, and his Majerfy vouchfafed 
to attend, and exprels himfelf from the Throne, to the fol- 
lowinig purpofe : 

The King's « rw^ HAT, when he dedar'd in Council, his Intentioft 
Speech. « J^ ^f putting off the Parliament to a time (b remote as 

* November, it was not without mature, Conlideration ; 

* that he could not be perluaded from any thing that had hap-

' confidering the prefent Danger whicli thrcatned Come 01 

* our Ncighoouris and Allies, he thought fi^ to appoint a 

* Day for their meeting again in April ; yet the Diflratons 
< and Jcabufics at home were of &ch a nature^ and to 

♦ hcighuica 
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heightened and improved by the Malice and Induftry of Aono 3tC1r.ll> 
ill Men. that he was unalterably of opmion. That a Iwiger «679^ 
Interyal of Parliament would oe abiblutely neccflary for ^'■^^~ ^ 
oofnpofuig and quietme of Men's Mihds : In order to 
which, he was afraid & moft proper Remedies would 
^rove ineffedual, without the Af&ftance of fbme farther 
time. He refblved, therefore, that, on the faid Meeting 
in April, there fliould be a feather Prorogation, unlets 
the .Condition of our Allies abroad did tlicn require our 
immediate Affiftanee/ 

The Lord Chancellor, by his Majefly's Ownmand, pro- The Parliament 
rogu*d the Parliament to the 15th of April ; from which Day proragu'd fix 
it was again prorogu'd five times more ; but on the 22d of timet. 
Odober, met for £e Dii^tch of Bufinefs, when hi$ Majefly Mecti again, 
was plealed to make the following Speech : i68o. 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, 

THE fcveral Prorogations I have made, have been TheKing'i 
very advantageous to our Neighbours, and very uf^- Speech to both 
fui to me ;' for I nave employed that time in making Honies. 
and DcrfedHng an Alliance with the Crown of Spain^ 
fiiitable to that which I had before with the States oi the 
United Provmces, and they alio had with Spain, conHfUng 
of mutual Obligations of succour an^ Defence. I have 
all the realbn in the world to believe, that what was fo 
muc^ defired by former Parliaments, miift needs be very 
grateful to you now : For though Ibme, perhaps, may wifh 
rnefe Mea&res had been taken Iboner ; yet no Man can 
with realbn think that it is now too late; for they who 
defire to make thefe Alliances, and they who detire to 
break them, fhew themielves to be of another opinion: 
And as thefe are the beft Meafures that could be taken 
for the Safety of England, and^ Repofe of Chriftendom, 
fo they cannot fail to attain their End, and to fbread and 
improve themielves farther, if our Divifions at home, do 
not render our Friendihip lefs conflderable abroad. 
• To prevent thofe as much as may be, I think fit to re- 
new to you, all the Aflurances which can be defired,thar 
nothing (hail be wanting on my part to give you the fulleft 
Sam&etion your Hearts can wifli. for the Security of the 
Proteftant Religion « which I am fully refblved to main^ 
tain a^inft all the Confpiracies of our £nemies, and to con- > 
cur with you m any new Remedies, whkrh fhall be pro- 
poled, that may confift with the prefervinp; the Succc*fioa 
of the Crown in its due and I^l courfe ofDeicent. And, 
in order to thi^ I dq recommend it to you, to purfue the 
further Ex^mtination of the Plot, with a ftri& andatiinw

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Jbno^iCinn/* partW Eaqniw. T6o nottlmik niyfidf Tafe, nor yoa ncU 
i6|o. * ther, till that Matter l)c gone through with, and therefercr 
^^ ' it will be neceffarjr that the Lords m the Tower bt 

* brought to their ipeedy Trial,- that Jafticc may- be doiie. * 

* I need not tell jqu what danger the City rfTangidf is 
< in, nor of what Importance it is to ns to prcferve h, I 

* have, widi a ^nighty Charge and Expence, font a consider- 
^ able Relief thither ; but conftantly to maintain fe great a 

* Force as thatiWar will raquire,. and to' make foch neW 
^ Works and Fortifications, without -vlwch the ^lace wiM 

* not be long tenable, amounts to lb vaft a Sum, that with- 

* out your Support, It will be impoflible fer lAc tso utiddrgo 

* it: Therefore I lay the Matter plainly, before you, and & 

* dciire your AdvicQ and Affiftancc. 

* But that which I value above all the Trea&re in the 

* World, and wlttch I am lure will give me greater Str^ngtli 
^ and Reputation both at home and abroad, than any Tre^- 

* fure can doj is, a perfedr Uiiion among ourselves. * No- 

* thing but this can reflore the Kingdom to that Strcn^h 
^ and Vigour which ijt feems to have loft, andratfe'us ^ain 
^ to that Confideration which England kath uiiially had. 

* All Europe have: their Eyes, upon' «his Aflembly, and 
? think their own Happinefs or Mifeuy, asjwell as ours, wilt 

. f depend upon it. If we ftould be lo unhappy, as to fell 

* into luch a Mifundcrflanding among ourfelves, as would 

* render our Friend/hip unJale to truft to, it will not bi 

* to be wondered at, if our Neighbours Ikduld begin 
^ to take new Refolutions, and perhaps liich as may be fatal 

* to us. 

* Let us tha'eforc take care that we do not gratify oui^ 
^ Enemies, and ditcourage our Friends by any unreafonabld 

* Difpufes. If any fiich do kappen, the World will fee it wa^ 
^ no Fauli of miiie ; for I have done all that was poffible fot 

* m^to'do, to keep you in Peace while I live, and to leave 

* you ib when I die. But from & great Prudence and good

f do rely upon you all, that you will ule yqur beft Endea-' 
? voufs to bring tliis Parliament to a good and happy Con- 
^ cluiion.' 

* After this Speech, the Lqrd Chancellor, by his Majefty-s 
Command, directed the Commons to return to - their Houfc, 

' and to proceed to the Choice of a Speaker, when William' 
Williams Ef^; was unanimoufly eledtcd; and was approved 
jhe next Day by his Majcfty. 

The firil Debate b?gan 0(5J:ober 25, ^vc Days after die 
fleeting of the Parliament, w:hicJi the Lord Ruflel opened 
with the following.. Speech :

inoft coniequenoe to oar Kiqg and Country, and' to take 

into conf^eration hovr 10 iave «che main; bdore we (pend 
any time about Particokrs. Sir, I am cf opbion, that thtt * 
Life of our King, the Saiety of our Gauntry andProteftant 
Religion, are in great danger from Popery ; and, that ettlier 
this Parliament muft fiipprels the Power and Growth ^f Po^ 
pery, or.elfe that Popery will ibon ddlroy, not only Parlia« 
ments, but all that is near and dear to us. And therefore i * ^^ 

humbly move,* diat we may reiolve to take into our confi* 
^deration in the fird Pkce, how to iiippreis Popery, and to 
prevent a PofMih Sucx:efibr ; without which all our £nde»^ 
iFguts about other Maitters willf not fignify any thing, and 
therefore this jnftly chailengeth the Precoden^.* 

* Mr. Speaker,'Str, I ftand up to feoxid that Motion, and Sir Henry Cap4| 
to give ibjuie Redbns, wirfi^your Permiflion, why I agree in 

it ; not doubting but odier Peribns will be of the fame opi^ 
nion, if they nave the fame Sentiments of what Influence ' 
the Popifii Party have had in the Management of mod of 
our Afiairs both at home and abroad, for many Years laf^ 
' pad ; and how that Party hath increaled, and been encou* 
raged. 6ir, I remember, that, after his Ms^t&y*s happy Re- 
floration, itwasthou^t convenitot that an A<^ of Unifbr-i 
mi^ ihouU pals, us ther bdt Law that could be invented, 
to (ecure the Church froift the -Danger of Popery and Fana-* 
ticifm, and accordingly it* did pals in the Year i65i; buc 
in the Year 1 66^ , fbme, that then managed the great Afikir^ 
of State, or at lead had great Intereft with his Majeily, wero 
of another opinion : Korithey had prevailed with hiim to' 
pant a Toleration and Indulgence, ^ndro mak^ a Declara-^ 
non to that purpofe. The Parliament aHeriibling foon after, 
thot^ht it very ftnuige, that in one Year an^Aa of Unifor- 
mity ihould be the beft wav to preserve the Church,, and* 
that in the next Year, a Tolemtkxi and Indulgence •.^- there- 
fore, after a lerious Debareabout it, in February i66^y they^ 
made an Addreis to his Majefty, humbly reprefenting how 
it would rcfled: upon the Wildom of that Parliament, ta 
have iuch an Alteration made fo loon ; and that fuch Pro- 
ceedings, for aught they could forefee, would end in Popery. 
Upon which his Majefty, out of his great Goodnels, flopped 
the ifliiing out of the laid Toleration, hearkening rather to 
^hc Advice of his Parliament, than to any private Coun- 
sellors. Sir, I cannot inform you who it was that gave 
that Advice to his Majefty, nor certainly affirm they were 
popifhly affe&ed; but, iC I may take (lie libercy^to judge of 
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Cte.II. a Tree bv itsFratty I have fiune reaibfi to dimk S>; he* 
caufe I nnd by CoIeiBan's Lettiers, and other Difcoveries, 
that a Toleration and Indulgence ihoald be one of the great 
Sngines they intended to uTe for the eflablifhing of Popery 
in tnis Nation. But the Projeft thus fiiUing at thb time^ 
they were forced to wait n^xtli Patience until they could 
have another opportunity ; employing in the mean time theiv 
diabolical Counfels, in weakening the Frotdhmt kstereft* (in 
order to a general Deftrud:ion of it) by engaging us in a 
War with Holland. In which the French aaed the iasne 
Part in the Behalf of the Dutch, as they did afterwards iii 
our Behalf againft them^ i6'/Z; very &irly looking on both 
times, while we poor Proteftants with great Fury deftroyed 
one the other. But this was not To ftrange, cor lb plain as 
the dividii^ of our Fleet under the Command or Priooo 
Rupert and General A(onk, and the Defign of deftroyin^ 
them as well as their Ships, and the reft ot our Navy Roy^ 
at Chatham. And as they thus afted their part at Sea, fq 
they did not ferget ito dp their beft afhore; m April i666y 
ibme Perlbns that were then hanged, fairly coofefled they 
had been treated with, and had treated with others, to 
burn the City of London in September following, of which 
Qmfeffion we dien took as littie notice, as we have of other 
Oifcoveries ag^nft Papifts fince ; however, accordinglv in 
September, thirteen thoufand Houfes of the Ciry of I^- 
don were burnt ; and thole that were taken in carrying on 
that Work, jgeneroufly dilcharged without any Trial ; and 
one Papill, that coofefs'd that himielf and others did let 
the City on fire, was in great hafte hanged, and fo the 
Bufineis was huihed up as completely as the late great 
Plot is like to be now, branding Hubert, that then made 
that ConfefGon, with Madnels;'a< now thefe laft Wimefles 
with Perjury, Sodomy, and what not. However, thefe Bu- 
iineifes were not fo carried, but his Majefty diicemed ibme 
of the Intrigues of ^em, which made nim alter his Coun> 
cils, and, contrary td the Endeavours of that P^rty, enter 
into new Alliances, by making up that excellent League, 
ufuallv called the Tjriple League ; which p^t a ftop to 
thefe Mens Defigns as to A&irs abroad, but not to their 
Deffgnc herci at home. For having obtained the Oxford 
A6t, and famt others againfl the DifTenter^, great Endea- 
vours were uled. to have them executed feverely, in expec- 
tation that the Oiflenters would Aon be made weary of liv- 
ing quietly under them, and in the end be glad of a Tole- 
ration; but the Diilenters deceived them, and fubmitted to 
the Laws; inibmix^that uii6}iotoi67i, tlierc was hard- 
Jy a Conventicle to bje heard of in England : And might 
iic/er Iiave been mc;:p, i% that Party, had rH>t been afraid of 
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h great Difippointroent thereby ; wherefore to revive our Anii»3ftCir.ll« 
Divifions, and to bring in (as they hoped) their own Re* ^^ ^» 
ligion, they employed all their Force a^ain to get a Tolera« •— ^^^^ 
tion. I fay diey did it ; becaufe it cauinot be imagined it 
could be from any Proteftant Intereft; both Church-menand 
DifTenters publicKly^ declarbg their Deteftation of it. And 
in 1622, it was obtained, printed, and publiihed. After we 
had, m order to the carrying it on, broke that never to be 
fergotten triple League, iacrmced oar Honour to the French, 
tiot only by maUx^ a ftrong Alliance with them, but by 
tAdn^ the Dutch £nyma Fleet, and then afterwards pro* 
daiming War with them. Which War continued in order 
to rum US' both ; for the French proved but Lookers-on at 
Sea; fas they had done when engaged with the Dutch in 
i5d5,) though great Conqueh3rs at Land, eipecially of the 
Prdteftants in Germany and Holland. And as this Tolera- 
tion was aooompanied with theie great Alterations in Affairs 
abroad, fb it was backed, i. With a great JMinifler of State 
at the Helm at home, who was fb confident of the refixing 
Popery here, that he could not forbear to declare himiSiF 
to be of diat Religion ; I mean my Lord Treafurer Clifford t 
as alfb, 2. With a great Army at filackheath, ready upon 
all occafions: and, ^. With the greatefl Violation on the 
Property of the Sublet, that ever nappened in this Nation, 
the feir.mg of one Million and an half, or thereabout, in the 
Exchequer. All which indeed made our Condition 'de^- 
rate, apd, as many thoi^ht, pafi Retrieve. But Mr. Speaker, 
here again the Goodne^ and WifSom of his Majef^ faved ' 
OS, retudng to fellow iuch pernicious Counlels; upon which 
Clifford not only loft his Place, but his Life too> breaking 
his Heart (at is by moft believed) to fee himfelf & dilap- 
pointed in this great Defiga And here, as we can never too 
iBQch deteft my Lord Qifibrd, and fiich >Dthers, who con- 
trived our Ruin ; fb we can never fufiicicntly admire his 
Majeffy*s Royal Care, in workmg out our Security, by re- 
fiifing to follow any Advice that tended to tho|e Ends. An4 
tlieretbre, to the great Difappointment of that Partv, at the 
Requefl of the Houfe of Commons at their next Meeting, 
he recalled the fkid Toleration^ disbanded the Army, atid 
in convenient time made a Peace with Holkind. But though 
this Party were thus defeated of their Defign, yet not fi> 
difcoaraged as to give it over. They changed their Mea*^ 
fures, but not their Principles; and although they defiiled 
from farther aimbg at a Toleration, yet they no ways nq^- 
le^d parfnit^ a Kefbrmation ; but in order thereto, profe- 
cutei a Corre^ondenoe formerly b^gun fer diat purpole with 
tlie French King, and, by Dromifing him confiderable Sup« 
plies^ to carry on the War ne was then engaged in, fecured 
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Mmm jsGMfXI. ^isiiSlvtf, itis IJM^ ih&imfyy tf h& Afliftsmte for A6 iefiding 
j^ ^ of Popory.h^^ 'AoopSk^lYf it w j^^unloiQwa, what a 
"^ Paity» oTMem nhd "wsfea? Q^tit^'of A/umwHwn^ aod o- 
tbttr. N^i|irie»folf . W^iv were Ifqt |o j:hc Fr^ach Kii^, 
dttriag tiie .W^r. be Mra^ thetx engaged pi; aod howr it was 
d^DcvcQiiiiaryto the Advice -of Ac Parliameat, and the S«- 
ijcitsftions jtf inoft ofdierPrbces in £u«opey ^nd true Intcr^ft 
.of Englaad, to tbc Aftpoiihnjoftt <>£ all good Men; cfpc- 
dally becaufc it was contrary/to his Majeflv's own Proda- 
juataon^ and when the French h%d ded^^red .the|c made 
chat War for Religion, endeavouring to force the 
Dutch to allow of ftpifli Churches. Hpwjcver fudi was 
the Strcngdi of this Par^, diat this AiTiftaace was con- 
tinued until the French KSig was .wilUmg ,to, nvJce % Peace, 
and then who more ioftrumeatal th^n our Minifigrs to t&d 
it? Sevei^l EnibaHadors, and. Plonipotjemiaries .too, being 
fcnt as well to the Court of Spain, as Q^rmaiiy and Holland, 
&r that pur^ie. And at lafl, the DvaxM bejng^ weaiy, and 
confomed with the War, they were per&adoi lo be willing 
for a Peace, and accordingly the loth of January 164 6^ en- 
trcd into a Treaty with us for a getieral Peace, to. be ao- 
conaplifli'd by luch ways and means as ^e therein preicri}>' 
cd. Whidi League was kept private for ^me time, and 
inflead of any Difcoveiy thereof, about the end ofFebni- 
ary following, (the Paruament beiog |hen foaa after to at 
.femUe) a gr&n noile was made of entrit^g jnxo a War with 
France, it beiiig concluded, that notjbijpg like that would 
incline the Parliament to giveMon^, nor the PeojJeftechr 
to part»witl|it, bec^ufe it wa^the only way to^xtmguiiA 
' thofe Fears they lay under, Ipy reafon.of the growing Grcat- 
nefs of France. At the Meeung of the^ ParljaiBcnt, the Pro- 
pdi was &t on foot with all* the Art and InduTlry imaginable; 
and ib fir were the major Pa^ of the Membevs fermadedof 
the Reality thereof, that they were ioqliDable to give a great 
.Sum'6f Money for. the carrying .on of the War; but while 
they were in coaptation about it, the league formerly 
mentioned, agi*eed at the Hague, was unluckily made (Id 
fome meafure) public, and occafioned a great Je^doufy of 
the Reality of the pretended War. Atid . the greater, bc- 
■ caufe upoh an Enquiry, they could not find there were any 
Alliances made tx> that purpoie. And yet notwith(tanding 
this, and the great Endeavours of fome worthy Members 
of that Parliament, (now of this;) at\Arniy of thirty thou- 
.fand Men were raifed, and a Tax of above 1,200,00c 
Pounds was given. ' And then, inftead of a War, a gener4 
Peace, according to that Treaty agreed with Holland, was 
prcftnily made. By which that Party thought they had k- 
cured ,^ not .only the Power of France, but the Men and^-Afo- 
2 ** ney 



.»ey hei^ l^ifed at horae, to be made ferviceable fot their AnnojiCar.n* 
ends ; there wanting nothing bat a Popifli King to perftdt all **** ^ 
thclc Dcfigns.. For which we have great realon to believe 
they had n^adc all neceflary Preparation, as well by employ- 
ing Men and Monev,to find out wicked Inftmmcntsfo take 
away the King's Lite, as by providing one ♦ Cleypolc to be a 
Sacrifice, to make an atcMiement for the A6t, and to caft 
the Wickednels thereof on the Fanadcs. To which puf- 
.pole the laid Cleypole was really impriibned 15me time be- 
fore in the Tower, upoh the Evidence of two Witnefles, 
that he fhould (ay, that he and two hundred more had en*- 
gaged to kill the King, the next time he went to New- 
Market. For which, in all probability, he had as really 
been hanged, if the hreakins; out of the Plot had not pre- 
vented their Defigns. Then was Cleypole, the next Tcfrti 
after, publickly <;Icared at the King's-Bench Bar, the Wif* 
nefles appearing no more againft him. Thus were we again 
reduced to a miierable condition ; but it pleafed God, by 
theDi/coveryof thcPlotby Dr. Oat^, once more to lave 
us; whole Evidence (He being but one Witnefs) they 
thought at firfe to have out-braved; but lome of rhem being 
fc inratuated as to kill Juftice Godfrey, and Coleman fb un^ 
fortunate as to leave feme of his important Papers in his 
Houfc^ nbtwithftanding the time he had to convey them a- 
way, it wrought Co great a Fermentation in the People, as 
that there was no Remedy, but that the farther Purfuit of 
the Plot muft be again kid afide, and a fair Face put upoft 
things. And fb accordingly there was for a few Months ;x 
but how, after Wakcman's Trial, Things turned again, 
what Endeavours have beeii fincc ufed to ridicule the Plot, 
to disparage the old Wimeflcs, to difcourage new ones^ tolcc 
^ up Presbyterian Plots, and to increalc our Divifions, I fuppole 
muft be rrefh in every. Man's Memory here, and therefore I 
fliall not oflFer to trouble you therewith. 

* But, Sir, I cannot conclude without begging your Patience, 
while I obfcrvc how things have been carried on in Scot- 
land and Ireland, anfwerable to what was done here. 

* In Ireland, the Papifts are at leaft five to one in Number 
to the Proteftants, and m^y probably derive from their 

xCradle an Inclination to maibcre them again : at leaft the 
Protcftants have no Security, but by having the Militia, 
Arras, and the Command of Towns and Forts in their 
hands. ^ But about the fame nmc, or a little before that the 
Toleration came out here, in 1^72, an Order weiK from 
bcnce,^ which, after a long Preamble of the Loyalty and 
A^ftion 6f the Pap'iftg to liis Majefty, rei^uired the Lord 
Tomb I Bbb Lieu.

fime Imereft hath had a great hand in the Management of 
Afl&irs there alio. 

* And, Sir, may we not as well bdievc, that the World 
was at firft made of Atom^, or by chance, without the Help 
of an omnipotent Hand,, as that thele Afikirs in our liitib 
World have been thus carried on^ fo many Years tc^ether,. 
fo contrary t6 our true Intereff, without lomc great original 
Cauie, by which the Popifli Intereft hath ib far gut the Af- 
Cendant of the Protefbnt Intereft, that, notwithftanding, all 
his Majefhr's Endeavours, Things have been ftrangely over- 
ruled in &vour of that Party ; how and which way, his 
Majefly's Declaration made m April 16*75^ is to me a P^^ 
Maiiifeihtion. 

* Sir, I hope the Weight of the Matter ? have dilcourfed 
on, wiU plead my Pamon with the Hodb fbr having 
troubled you & long: f iubmit what I have &vi to your 
Judgment, humbly de/irin^ a favourable Qmltnidioa ; and 
although I have laid fbme thm^ that are veryffarange, andother 
thills groimded only on Conje^res, yet i believe that va 
Man will have juft reaibn to doubt the Probability of the 
Truth, if thcY will but confidcr what a potent Friend the 
Papiiis have nad of James Duke of York, and how em^ 
boidened by the hopes of having him for Kbg. And as it 
is not to be doubted but that they have had his AiEfkince, 
fb they have had the French Embafl&dor's too; who, by his 
frccfuency at the Palace, had feemed rather one of the Fa- 
mily and King's Houihold, than a Foreign Embaf&dor ; 
and by his Egrefs and Regrefi to and ^m nis Majefty, ra- 
dier a Prime Minifter of State of this Kitigdom, mn a 
Cottnfellor to another Prince. And the Truth of all luirii 
been fb confirmed by Coleman's Letters, making the Duke's 
Intereft, the French Interefl, and the Papifts Interefl fb much 
one, and by the many Wimefles that have come in about the 
Plot, that I think we may rather be at a lofs &r our Re- 
medy, than in doubt of our Difeafe. Aiid therefore, though 
I know the difiiculties I may bring mylclf under, by having 
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thmhiid open iomc Men's Defigtis; yet ktSxig mj King A|ao3tC«r.n« 
.and Country have called me to this Scmcc, I am reiolved^ 96/ to^ 
[ Ihat'as mjr Father loft his Life for King Charles I. lb I will ^-"""V"^ 
not be afraid to adventure mine for Kuig Charles II. and 
that makes me expofe rnyfelf in his Service in this place. 

* Sir, I think (leeing thirip;s are thus) without negleding 
our Duty to our King and Country, nay to our God too, wc 
cannot defer endeavouring the fecuring the King's Peribn, 
and Proteftant Kclieion, bjr all lawful means whatioever ; and 
therefore I fecpnd tne Motion that was made, that we may, In 
;the firR place, take into our confideration, how to fiipprels 
Popery, and prevent a Popiih Succeflbr ; dut lb we may ne* 
vcr return again to SupeHlition, Idolatry and Slavery,^ but 
^may always preferve that pure Religion, to be the Religion 
of this Kation, fbrwhich fo many of onr Pore«-fathers nave 
iufiered Martyrdom, I mean the rroteftant Religion, as long 
jis the Sun and Moon endures.* 

■ * Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Popifli Party have not only had a Sir Francis 
{;reat influence on the Management of our Affairs, both 6>- Winiunetoji* 
reign and domeflic, while they could do it under a Cid 
guiie;.but notwithftanding the Dilcovery of their wfadc 
Plot, have ever fince gone on triumphant, as i£ they were 
not afraid of any Oppofition that can be made againft them. . 
- Aldiough the mod part 6f Dr. Oates's Difcovery was no 
l^iews to moftMen; and the great Correfpondencc which 
Cx>lemanhad held with foreign Parts, had been generally 
4)blcrvcd for Sunt Years: yet what Difficulties were there 
railed againft believing of Oates's Teftimony, and agamft 1 

apprehendixy of Coleman's Perlbn, and leizmg of his Pa- 
])ers; by which he had opportunity to cariy 'away the moft 
.parr, and by that means prevented $1 great aeal of Evidence, 
vhich we mould otherway s hgve had agamft that Party ; 
thoi^h by chance he left enough to hang himfelf And as 
jtheir Power, or the Relj)cQ which was borne them, appeared 
in this ; & their great Confidence b the never-to-be- tbrgot- 
ten Death of Sir Edmund-bury Godfrey^ which doubtlcfs 
they accompliihed, (as to conceal Evidence, Gi to intimidate 
Juftices and others bdm doin^ dieir Duty,) with great aC. 
lurance, that thofe who did it fhould never have been 
brought to Jufiicc. And { muft CQnfels, we took sr ftrange 
unheard-of way* either to do that, or prevent the going oti 
of the Plot : Fpr in C^Qbet^ «fbr the Plot broke out, no 
lefi than fifty-feven Con^miflKxis were dilcovered for railing 
of Soldiers, granted tp leveml Popiih Recufants, with War- 
rants to mufler without taking the Oaths of Allegiance and 
Supremacy, or Tcft; coMmer-figned by the then Secretary 
or St^te. Of wliich the Parliament takmg notice, they Were 
(pom 1^ 4iflolve4i in the midft of the Examination of the 
B b b a Plot. 
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ABii0 3«Car.ll. Plot And the next that was called, though Compofcdof 
^^ ^ J *^^'^ Englifli Gentlcracn, as (bon as they fell levcrc upon Po- 
^ f^^Yy ^d J^ better fuccc6 ; cenaitily, Sir, not by the Prc- 
valcncy or Advice of any true Englim Prbteftants; and who 
then may be prefhmed to have given luch Adyicc, I leave 
to your Judjgincnt. Thefe two Parliaments being thus dif- 
. fclved, a third was (ummoned, but was not permitted to fit, 
but, ^a tfie contrary, put off by fcveral Prorogations. At 
Which the People being difcontented, their ^Fcars and Jca- 
loufics arifing from the Papifts increasing, from which they 
knew they could not be cffedually fccurcd but by a Parlia- 
ment; fevcrai Counties and Cities joined m petitioning his 
M ajcfty for a Parliament. - But it being forefecn that every 
thing that tended to make way for the Meenng of Parlia- 
ments, was dangerous, fiich was the Influence ot that Party, 
as that they obtained a Proclamatiofn, penned I thmk by 
Golcman himfclf, or by ibrocbody that had no more lovefer 
the Proteftant Religion than he, forbidding petitioning as 
feditious and tumuuuous.

I do not fee there is any 
caufe, why we ihould fear Popery & muchy as to make us 
run into luch an ejttreme.

laaon for the Eaft- India Trade. For nor onlv the S3k-^ 
Weavers, but moft of the other Trades of this Nation, are 
prejudiced by the Confumption of Goods manufa^hired in the 
£aft-India, and brought hither : For a great many of thefti 
-are not only (pent here, iqftead of their own Mannfafturcs^ 
but abroad in other Parts, to which we lend them. They 
<io u§ iiKh Prqudice, as muft, in the End, be the Dcftruc- 
tion of the Manufaj^ry Trade, both at home and abroad, 
if not looked after; and the more likely, becauie the Peo- 
ple in India are iuch Slaves, as to work for lefs than a 
Penny a Day ; whereas ours here Will nor work under a Shil- 
ling ; and tney have all Materials alio very reaibnable, and' 
are therebv enabled to make their Goods lb cheap, as it will 
be impofliDle for our People here to contend with them. And 
theretore, becauie the laid Trade hath abundantly encrealcd 
of late Years, that we may not enrich the Indians, and im- . 
jwrcrilh our own People, I humbly move you, that this Pe- 
tition may be referred to ibme Committee that may take 
panicubr Care of it* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, the NavigatioT to the Eaft-Itidia, be- tohn Park* 
lttg» W *c Induftrv and long Experience of our Sea-Alen, huift. 
render d as fiife and (ecare as to any Country adjacent ; and 

the Trade encreafed to a great Proportion, by fl|ch a dange- 
rous Way as the £xportatioa of oar Bullion, and Importation t 
Tom I I. Ffr of 
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AnaosftCtf/II. of abundance of nfonufadiired Goods, and (tlperPtftnis Com^ 
'^ ^Q' , moditics ; ^d carried on by a few Men incorporated, wlto 
have made k their fiufmels, by all Ways imaginable, to fc- 
cure the Advantages thereof to themfelves, and their Poftc- 
rities, nc^t penniting the People in general to come in for 
' any Share > J htimbw conceive it may not be unieaibnable to 
give you a fhort Scheme of that Trade ; and to make fome 
Remarks as well on the Tii^ie, as the prelent Management 
thereof; it being ietded in a Company, by virmc of a 
Charter granted 1(^57, and confirmed by his Majefty, loon 
afcer his Redoration. 

* Sir, It is well known what Advantage redounds to this Na« 
tion, by the ConfunSption of oar Manuradhires abroad and at 
home; and how our Fore-fohers have always dtfcouragel 
fiich Trades as tended to the Hindrance thereof. By thcbcft 
Computation that can be made, we now fpend in this King- 
dom per j^mmm to the Value of 2 or 3^0,000/. worth of 
Goods manufadured in the £aft-India: What Part thereof 
are fpent inftead of our Sniff, Serges, Cheneys,* and other 
Goods, I leave to every Man's Judgment, that nath oblcrvcd 
how their Pcrfian Silks, Bengalis, printed and pamtcd Cali- 
coes, and other Sorts are ufed for Dcds, Hanging 6f Rooms, 
and Veftments of all ibrts. And thele Goods mm the India, 
do not onlv hinder the £xpence of our' Woollen Goods, by 
ferving inftead of them here ; but alio by hindering the Cort- 
liimption of them in other Parts too, to which we export 
them; and by obftrudking the £xpence of Linnen and Silks, 
whkh we formerly piirchafed from our Neighbour-Nations, 
in return of our Manufedures. For when that mutual Con- 
yeniency of takmg off their Goods in return of ours failed, 
It is found by Experience, that our Trade in our Manu&fhires 
failed alfo: And, Sir, this is not only at prefent a great, 
but a growing Hindrance to the Expence of our Woollen 
Goods ; for, as it hath been obferved to you, being the In- 
dians do work £>r lets than a Peimy a Day, and are not 
without Materials at cheap Rates, we may rather tremble to 
think, than eafily calculate, what this Trade may in Time 
amount to; and may conckide, that it muft certainly end in 
employing and enriching the People in the India, and im- 
poveriihing of our own. 

* But, Sir, this is not all : This Trade is carried on by the 
Exjportatbn of 5 or 600,000/. fer Ammm in Bullion; which 
is \o ufeful a Comnxxiity, as ought not to be exported in h 
great a Quantity, efpecially feeing the Exportatbn thereof hath 
increafcd in Ibnfie Years from 200,000/. fer Amum^ XA 
doo,ooo/l ftrAimumi For it may encreaie to Millions, to 
the Difcouragement of the Exportation of the ProduAs of 
ourC6uncry } upon which the MaintmanGe of our Fbor, and 
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' Sent of Land, depiends. Wherew by the Eirportatim of Anno 31CM.II, 
fo much Bullion, no imroodiate Advantage redounds to the ±^^ 
Nation; and thoiigh it is ufually aArmed, that the Trade ^ 
brings back to the Nation as much Money as it exports, yet * 
upon an £nquiry it will be found a MUbke. And I think 
every Nation, but eipecially this, (which is fo well ftored 
with other Commodities for Trade) ought to be very jealous 
of a Trade, carried on by the £xportation of their Uold and 
Silver ; and to be very careful how to allow it, it being dan^ 
gisrous to make that, which is the Standard of Trade, Mer- 
chandize itfelf 

* And as thefe Obje6tu>ns arife againft the' Trade itfelf, fb 
there are others againfl the prefenc Management, of which 
the People do complain as a great Grievance ; and 1 humbly 
conceive, not without good Caule. For the equal Diftribu- 
tion of Liberties and Privil^s among the People, which is 
one of the Excellencies of the Government, is by this Com- 
pany highly infringed, a very tew of the People being per- 
mitted to nave any Share in this I'rade, though it be now 
encrealed to near one quarter Part of the Trade o'' the Na- 
rioQ ; the Company finding it more ibr their particular Ad- 
vantage to take up from 6 to 700,000/. on a common Sale, 
to qtrry on their Trade, than to enlarge their Stock; there- 
by reaping to them (elves not only the Gains which they 
l^ke on their own Money, but of the Treafure of the Na- 
tion; allowing to'themtliat lend, four or five ^o^ Crr;. a id 
dividing among themfelves what they pleale, which now 
vithin tiiefe lad 12 or 15 Months, hath been 90 per Cent, 
And, upon an exa6t Enquiry it will be found, that this 
Stock is fb engrolTed, that aoout ten or twelve Men have 
the abfblute Management, and that about fbity divide 
tl|e major Part of the Gains, which this lall Vedr hath been 
to ibme on«; Man 20, to others 10,000/. a-piccc. * So that 
hpre b the oertain £fC:d; of a Monopoly, to enrich ibme few, 
and impoverifli many. 

* It's true, there is iuch a Thing as bn)jing and felling 
fbme fmall Shares in the Stodcs fbmettmes, if any Man wiU 
give 900/. in Motiey for 100/. Stock ; but this amounts to 
no more than exohangiag the Interefl of John Doe for Tho- 
tn^s Roe, and can be no ways ferviceable to bring in more 
Stock or People into the Trade, and therefore not to latisfy 
the Complaint of the Nation. 

* Sir, that you may the better apprehend how unrcafbn- 
able it is, that this great IVade fhouid be thus confined to the 
Advantage of fb few Peribns, exclufive to all others, under 
the Pcmuty of Muldb, Fines, Seiz.ures, and other extraor- 
dinary Proceedings, I befeech you. Sir, to call' your 
ThQUgW on this great Body here by you, arv^ the refl of 
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AtmofiCMT»U* the Corporattoos of this Nation, who moftly live by Trade, 
i6So. and confider how many Thoufaads, if not Millions, there 

V''^^'^ .; 3^^^ whofe Lot Providence hath call on Trade for their 
Livelihoods; and then, I am apt to believe, it wili appear 
very ftrange that fo great a Trade fhould be fb limited. If 
three iuch Charters more (hould be granted, what (hoold the 
major part of the People do ibr Maintenance? Sir, die 
Birth-nght of every £nglifliman is always tenderly confi- 
dered in this Place : By this Company the Birth-righc ofma^ 
ny Thouiands is prc^diced, and may well dcferve a (emu 
O>n(ideration ; and . therefore, and becaufe this Corhpaoy, 
by having the Command of the Treadire of the KatioQ, 
cannot be controlled by any leis Power than that of a 
Houie of Commons, this Buhnels comes^ as I humbly ooq« 
ceive, naturally before you.' 

* But, Sir, there is one Thing more in the Management of 
this Trade worthy your Confideration : The great Danger 
which may refult, as well to private Perlbns as to the Pub- 
lic, by raking up iuch an immenie Treafure on a commoa 
, Sale. Sir, ^ we .all know what happened ibme Years (ince, 

by the Baidcers taking tip Iuch great Sums on their private 
Sales, how it proved a Temptanon for the committing of 
a great Violation on the Subjeds Property, which in all pro^ 
baoility precedmg Parliaments would have prevented if they 
had foreieen ; though I hope there is no Danger that the like 
wili ever be done again; yet, Sir, you may do well tole- 
cure it, euher by making fome Vote, if not a Law, to pre- 
vent it And I am the more forward to move you herein ; 
becaufe I have heard, (ince I had the Honour to fit within 
theft Walls, that, in the lafe long Parliament, there were 
Members wjio, by voting for Money, got Shares to them- 
lelves. I have a good Opinion of thefe Gentlemen diat at 
' preftnt have the Management of the Trade, but if a few 
liich Perlbns as I have mentioned fhould fucoeed them, with 
the fame Privilege that thefe have, of raking up what Mo- 
ney they pleaft on a common Sale, to what Danger might 
the • Freamre of this Natum be reduced, and how might 
it not be diipofed of, by Dividends, Loans, or other Ways ? 
The taking up of (b vad a Treafure on a common Sale, 
muft be anencfed with great Danger ; and therefore as well 
for that as for the other Reafims alledged, I hope you will 
take this A£Fair into your fpeedyConfideradon, that fb fbme 
Remedies may be applied hereto.'

The Indians knew little of dyins; Goods, or orderuig U \ ■• 
them, (b as to be fit for European Markets, until the Cpin- 
pany fent from hence Engliihmea to teach them, which I 
am afraid this Nation will have ca«(e to repent hereafcer. 
For the Cheapness of Wages and Materials in the Ihdids muft 
enable the Indians to afibra their manufa^red Goods cheaper 
than any we can make here; and therefore it is probable the 
Trade will cncrealc prodigidully ; which may be a godd 
Motive fer you to take into your Confider^tion that part of 
it, in which the Conjlumpcion of our Manufa6hires is coneer- 
ned. They have already fpoikd the Italian ^nd Flanders 
Trade, with their Silks and Calicoes ; now thay will Endea- 
vour to Ipoil the Turkilh Trade, by bringing abundatic6 o^ 
raw Silk firom the Indies. So that ei^e long we ihall have no 
need of having Silk from Turkey ; and if not, I am fui^ w6 
fliall not be able to fend any. Cloths er other Goods there. 
And it catinoc be iexpeded, that the Indians ihbiild grow 
weary of exchanging their manu&dxired Good^for oiirGold 
and Silver, nor the 0>mpany of the great Gains they mdk6 
by their Trade ; and therefore, unleft prevented by Jrour Oire^ 
the Trade will go on to your Prejudice ; the Company having , 
been induftrious to ftcure themfelvcs againft all other At- 
tempts, by New-Years-Gifts, employing of fomc Men's Mo^

Ikii7 fioQtlit to Parliaments, and Meflages to this Houie, to be Ads of 
State, and the Refults of ferious Councils ; and therefore the 
more dcfetving our Conftderation ; But alio I think we m^y 
in Iqmc Refpeds look on them as we do on Letter^i-pPatent,. 
or other Grants in the King's Name ; if in them there be 
any thing againft L^w,' the Lawyer or OflBcer that drew 
them is anfwerable fi>r U- So if his Speeches be the PrOi. 
4ud of Council, if there be any Miftake in them, it muf^ be 
imputed to .the Council^ and we may and ought to conclude 
the King never (aid it, for ho can do no Wrong. I cannot. 
Sir, but much admire what niegledt of ours, as to Popery 
^nd the Plot, hath ocaUionod this Meflkge. Hath not mod

deal of Reaion for what he faith, and I am glad to hear it. 
For I hope he is now truly fenfible what ftrange Advice he 
followed in difTolvmg the laft Parliaments, and fb often 
proroguing this ; and that he will now permit the Parlia* 
ment to fit, until they hav^ done their Duty in that Parti« 
cular. But, Sir, though his Majcfty may now be very fen- 
fible of the Mifcarriages there have oeen in the Management 
of this Bufineis already, yet I think .we may notdoamifi 
(feeing his Majefty hatn given us this occafion) to partial- 
larife to him, now the Examination of the Plot, and the fe« 
curing us againfl Popery, hath been j^revented.

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Anno 3»Cir.n. Majefty'sifipeeches and Meflkges /o this Houie, yet bediaie! 
1680. thej generally do proceed fiioin ibme Advice and Coun£J 
~ ' taken oh fiich occafions, therefore, I think, we may, 

without Offence, when any thing is irreconcileable in them, 
attribute it to the Minifters ; though all that which is good, 
and ajgreeablc to that WifHom and Prudence which isyihe- 
rent m his Maje((y, ought to be attributed to hiqifeif ; and, 
as the Caft ftands with us^ I think only, from him can it 
tfoceed. What is laid in this Meffagc, that neither his 
Majefty noif the People can be Ikisfied, unlels we expedite 
luch Matters as relate to the Plot, I believe it proceeds from 
his Majefty 's own Qenius, it being {6 agreeable to that Love 
which ne liath always profefled tor the Proteftant Religion ; 
but that tacit Imputation that we have negled^ed the £xami- 
■ nation of the Plot, and Proceedings againft Popcfry, appears 
to me like a kind of Infatuation m thofe Minifters that ad- 
vifed it. For, Sir, is there any thing more obvious, than 
that this Parliament have fpent moft of their time in matters 
relating to the Plot and Popery, and to make fbch Laws ta 
may prevent the coming in of Popery upon us ? And did nor 
both the laft Parliaments do the lame, from the time the 
Plot broke out ? And if I may take the liberty to prbphefy, 
I am apt to think, that the next, and the next, will proceed 
in the lame ftcps, until fiich Laws be made as are prccifcly 
ncceffary for the hindring of Popery from coming in upon 
us : And I pray God it may not be ^ caule why we (hall 
have no Parliaments to fit and a6t for a while, oatj Sir, as 
this is plain, fo to our Grief it is, that there are thole about 
the King in great Power, who are againft the Examination 
of the Plot to the bottom, or making Laws againft Popery. 
Hath not this appeared by the great Endeavours that have 
been uled to ftifle the Plot ; the menacing and difcouraging 
uf the true Witneffes, and letting up and encouraging of 
felle ones ? I mean, by the great Power that accompanieii 
thole Endeavoui's; but above all, by the great Authority 
and Iritereft, which that Party have fliewed m the Di0blu- 
tion of the laft two Parliaments, (thoiigh as to the firft I 
heartily forgive thcni) and the many Prorogations of this. 
And muft they now, after they have ftopped or fmothercd 
all Proceedings that tended to deftroy Po|)ery, for above two 
Years, find rault that we have not Drought all to perfedtion 
in two Weeks ? Sir, this looks like liich a profound piccer 
of Policy, as that of killing Juftice Godfrey. But I am not 
lorry that their Politics run (o low. Such a Pretence as this 
can only pais with Perlbns that have a mind to be deceived. 
. I will never doubr.the Prudence of the major part of the 
Nation in this particular, who know that the Non-profccti- 
tion of the Plot, Is the great Grievance .whidi the Natioa 

grosms 
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groans anden ; and the making of fuch Laws which may ft- Aiiii03ACieJI« 
cure us a^ainft Popery, the grcateft reafbn why they have & t6$o, 
longed for a Parliament, and adventured ib much, as Ibme '■ '^i^'^'i'J 
did, in petitioning for one. And, Sir, I think, tliat accor« 
diugly this Houie have not been wantmg to do their Duty 
therein ; and therefore do believe that luch Reprefentatbns 
Co hisMajeftyare made, by fuch, as aim at the Deftrudion 
of Parliaments, and bringing in of Popery. But the better 
to prevent their taking any (uch advantage for the future, 
I could wiih that we may not ipend more Mornings about 
Iriih Cattle, nor £aft-India Trade, until the Bu(ineff of the 
Plot and Popery be more off our hands.

but wiH think thcmfelves bound, by their Oath of Allegiance 
and Duty, to jpay obedience to the Duke, if ever he Qiould 
' come to be Kmg, which muft occafion a Civil War. And, 

Sir, I do not litid that the Proviib, that was ordered to be ad- 
ded for the Security of the Duke^s Children, is made ftrong 
enough to fepire them, according to the Debate of the 
Houle; it being liable to many Objcduips; and the mote, 
bccaufe the Words, prefumptive Heir of. the Crown, are in- 
duftrioufly left out, tho* much in/ifted on when debated here 
in the Houie. Upon ^e whole Matter, my humble Motion 
is, that the Bill may be thrown out.' < 

Sir Williim ! ^' Speaker, Sir, I am verv unfit to (peak in this Place, 

j^BCT, being a Member but of Yefterday; but I will rather adven- 

ture to draw a Cenfure on myfelf, than be wanting to ferve 
my Coimtry ^feeing th^ have called me hither^ in a Bufinels 
orib great Importance, I think, as great as ever was debated in 
an Houfe of Commons. I can truly affirm, that I have a great 
RcipeA for the Duke of York ; and therefore, as well for the 
Prelervation of the Proteftant Religion, I am for this Bill. 
For I take it for granted, That it is impoffible that a Papift 
' ihould come to (he Pofleflion and quiet £njoyment of this 
Crown, without wading thro* a Sea or Blood, and occafioninfi; 
iiicha War as may, for aught 1 know, fhake the monarchicd 
Government of tnis Nation, and thereby not only endanger 
himielf, but his Children too. For no Man can ferefee what 
may be the End of foch a War, nor what Milerics it may bring 
on the Nation : But, in all probability, it may prove the 
deepefl Tragedy that ever was aftcd on this great TTieatre. 
For it cannot be imagined, that the great Body of Protefhints 
which arc in this Nation, will tamely lubmit to the Pbpifh 
. Yoke, which they will fee in time muft be the Confequence 
.of liibmitting to ,a Popifli King, without (bme ftruggline. 
And Wars oegim upon the fcore of Religion are generally 
attended wiph more &cal and bloody Confequences than other 
Wars ; and this may exceed all others that ever yet were 
.^ade. And I fee no way to prevent it, but by pafltng this 
Bill, which, fo lonjg as it excludes only him, atid fecurcs the 
Cix)wn to his Children, is, I thbk, (as the Cafe (lands) the 
greateft Kindnefs we can do him.' 

< Sir, I do much admire to hear ibme honourable and 

learned 
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ieamed Members lay, that this Bill is a^inft natural Juftkg Annoj^Car.lIt 
hecaafc itoondemnsa.Manbeferehe is heard; and that it is ^ i6%o^ ^ 
too ievere a Condemnation ; that it^^is againft the Oath of Al- ' 
legiance and Principle of our Religion ; that it will be ^ 
Scandal to oiir Church, to exclude a Man of his Right, for 
his Opinion in Religion; that it is a Law that will be void 
in itfel^ and that there are a loyal Partv which will never &- 
bey it ; that it wilt make the Crown eleftive, and occafloh V|| 
Civil War; ahd th^t the Provifb, as x6 the Duke's Childrehij 
is not ftrong enough^ bccaufe the Word, pre&mptive H^ir, is 
left our.* 

• Sir, the firft Olqeftion, I think, is a great Miftakc ; fer 
this Bill is not mtehded as a C6ndemnation to the Duke, but 
a Security to onrjlclves; and is lb far from being againft na- 
tural Tufticc, that the paffing of it is agreeable to the very 
Foundation not only ot natural Juftice, but natural Religion 
too; the Safety of rne King and Kingdom depending there- 
cxi, which, according to the Rules of Juftice and Religiotii^ 
we are bound to ufcoiir Endeavours to preferve, before any 
one Man's Intereft. That about the Oath of Allegiance I do 9 
little admire at; for it is the firft time I ever heard that Oath 
pleaded in £ivour of Popery. I have oftentimes had occafion 
to lean the Meaning of that Oath, but never found it extended 
to the Succeflbr during the King's Life; and therefore no 
need of any DKpenfation in that Point. And I cannot un- 
derftand, how it can be any Scandal as to our Church or Re- 
ligion, if by Church be meant our Proteftant Charch. 
Can our Church, or Churchmen, be Icandalized becaufi wc 
^deavour to Iccure ourfelves againft Popery by all lawful 
Means ? I rather think the very Supposition an high Re- 
fle^on on our Churchmen, as rendenng them willing to let 
in Popery, which I am confident they are not. As to what is 
laid, mat die Law will be void in itlelf, and that there will be 
a li^ Party diat will never obey it, and that it will occafion 
a Civil War ; I muft confefi thefe are ftrange Arjguments to 
me: For, to doubt that the Legiflative Power of the Nation.

Cdlonel Leg* * ^' Speaker, Sir, it is my Misfortune to lie imder the 
Difreputation of bdhg a Papift ;^ but havjc now an Oppor- 
tunity of ihewihg myfclf otherwise* in declaring that f am 
agpdnft this Bill; for I think there is none but Papills that 
are of Opinion, that a Man may be difinherited for his Re- 
ligion.

Cbpel* 
that all that have ijpikca in this Bufiuefs, fr9 or cm, feem 
to agree, that we ought to do all we can to prelerve the 
prdcnt Government, and prevent a civiTWar ; but we difier 
about the Way : Some think, that this Bill is the only Way; 
tod others are <^ a contrary Opinion, I cannot tell m what 
good Realbn. For there beinff nothing intended by this 
Bill, but the ExcluGon of the Duke only, in order to pre- 
vent the greai' Danger we lie under, by reafbn of his great 
Influence at Court at prefent; and thofc we fear, if ever »

I did never hear tliat any thing vras done, oy virtue of them, 
that ever prejudiced the Duke ; it was once attempted by a 
Prefentipeat made by a Grand Jury ; the Succcis was, that 
a known material Law of the Land muft be broken, by an 
extr^dicial Di&harge of the Jury, rather than the Law a- 
igajdt him ihould have any eSed. There was a Law, not 
bng fince made, obliging all Perioos that held or executed 
any Office, to take the Tranlubfiantiation Teft^: It is true, 
the Duke was & brave-fbirited, as not to difTemble, and take 
the Tcft ; though haply he was eameftly preft'd with a Difc 
peniation. Yet hath not that Law had any cSc&f in ft voi^r 
oftheProteftamReligbn: fer thoi^h the Duke hath not 
fince aded in his Offices by himielf ; he put in, a$ his De- 
puties, Perfbns of fo much Gratitude, as have in all things 
followed his Diredions; ib that, as to himielf, the A& ham 
not proved of any Force. There was another Att lately- 
made, which was intended chiefly againft him; I mean that 
of excluding Papifts from fitting m cither Houfe ; there he 
got himfelt fairly excepted by Name. Now we would fc- 
cqre our Religion by another Bill againft Ifim, I find it 
yneets with oppofition here ; what it may meet with elfe- 
where, I cannot tell. But if luch be his Power under a 
Proceftant King ; what may' we not juftly fear, if he fhould 
come to be King himielf?

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I will not lay, that Afts of Parlisi- p^^^ fij^ 
mem cannot difpofe of the Suoceffion ; becaufe it was made ^^ 

Treaibn, by a Statute in the 19 th of Elizabeth, which I do 
not remember was ever vrepealcd. But I will deny, that the 
Kings of England rule by virtue of any Statute-Law, as was 
iiiggefted; for their Right is by (o ancient a Prelcriptbn. 
as that it may juftly be laid, to be from God alone ; and 
that no Power on £arth ought to difpute it. Atid I am of 
opinion, that the Succeffion of the Crown is inleparably an^ 
nexed to Proximity of Blood ; and therefore am not yet a!-, 
cered in my opinion, that if this Bill ihould pais into^ ^ Law, 
it would be in itielf invalid. Which, with what hath been 
already iiud, that we cannot in Juftice anfwer the inSi&ing 
of this ievere Condemnation without hearing the Partf con- 
cerned; and the IiT|probability of ever atc^ining this Bill, 
doth very much weigh with me for my ODinion againft this 
Bill. But, Sir, I think there are matw Doubts ariie from 
(he penning op tlie Bill. If the Princeis of Orange ihould

pnlatisficd, as to that Provifo about the Duke's Children, and 
that it is not made as it ought to be ; and I am afraid, that 
in the whole matter we are grarifving France, and the Pa- 
pifts top, b)' laying a Stumbling-Dlock of Divifion even a- 
tnongft Proteflants themiehres, and giving ib great an occa- 
fionfor a civil War ; which I hope you will endeavour to 
prevent, by throwing out this Bili.' 

Will * Mr, Speaker, Sir, I ^have hcarkned to the Objcftions 

Trcacftar4« that have been made againft this Bill, which have not con- 
vinced me, that we want either a juft Cauie, or a legal 
Power, for the making of this Bill. If the Popiik Intereft 
be grown too ftrong for the Proteflant, then any of thcfe 
Argumenrs may lerve ; for Force and Power will fupply the 
Defect of them. Otherwife I think they have been lb fel- 
ly anlwercd, as that there is no need more fliould be laid 
about this matter ; but I am fbrry to fee, that the Proteftant 
Heiigion, and our Lives and Liberties^ mud have nothing 
to depend on, but the Continuance of the King's Life, and 
jthe Good -nature of the Popiih Party afterward. And this, 
after fuch Dcmpnftration as we have of the Intereft of that 
Party in France, Scotland, and Ireland, as well as here ; and 
after a Tiill Deteftion of the Growth of that Intcreft, "by 
nieans of the Duke's ; and of the Endeavours that are ufed 
to poflcfs the Proteftants, with fcveral opinions that will tend 
Very much to the ftrengthening of it ; and a clear Difco- 
very, that the Plot in fevour of Popery ^th on as much 
.as ever. It hath created in me ah opinion, that Pwry is 
too fir6ng to be fubdued by Laws; and that, after this King's 
Life, the Proteftant Religion muft either be overcome by 
Popery,' or defend itfelf by the Sword. At leaft, I believe, 
that this Is th^' defign of ibme Men now about the King ; 
jbut I hope he will at laft hearken to the Advice of his Par- 
liament, an4 prevent the Nation from falling into fo mi- 
jferable a Condition. * The Objedfcion made about the Duke's 
Soil, if he fhould have any, after either of his Daughters 
have taken poficlTion oif the Government, may, in fbmc 
incafiire, be made againft the courfe of SucceflSbn obferved 
in all Kingdoms i Ha King die, leaving a Queen, the ncjct 
Heir is pncfcntly proclaimed, to prevent an Inter- regmtm *, 
though there be a poffibility of the Queen's being with 
Child, to whom the Right fhould, in the ftrfl: place, be- 
long.

tSr^Vllfim € Mr. Speaker^ Sir, I am very fony that the Bufmcfi of 

■ J*"**' Supply for Tangier is noyr moved ; becaofe I take it to be a 

Fbce of great Importance, and that, as well for the Honour 
of the Nation, as Benefit of Trade, it ought to be prefenred. 
But, Sir, we have now Things of greater Importance to look 
uStctf df lb prefling a nature, and of fo dangerous oooie- 
quence, if delayed, that we cannot anfwer, either to our 
iing or our Giintry, the preferring this before it. It is a 
Duty incumbent on us, to iecure Tnii^s at home, on whidi 
our All depends, before we enter into an Expence of 
Time about ^curing Things abroad. If an Enemy were 
but coming to invade us, it might be proper to fortify Dover- 
Caftle, Portfinouth, or Plymouth, or any of our Port-Towns : 
But if an Enemy were aoually knded, it would be more pro- 

fr to ftrengthen Loculon, or other in-land Cities or Towns, 
am afraio. Sir, this is too much our Cafe ; I am afraid we 
have got an Enemy within our Bowels, and a great one too ; 
and that it is high time to make Preforation to oppofe him. 
We have been already carelefs and inconfiderate too long ; 
and fhail we now go about Tangier, inflead of continuing 
our Endeavours ab^t that ? Tangier may be of great Im- 
portance to Trade ; but I am afraid, hath not been fo mana- 
ged, as to be any Security to the Proteftant Religion. The 
rortugueze, when they delivered it up, did covenant to have 
one Po[>ifh Church remain tWe, for the Conveniency of 
fome Priefts and Friers, and others of that Nation that were 
permitted to flay there ; but it was then agreed, That their 
Miortality ihould not be fiipplied, that fo, aner the deceafe of 
thole Perfons, the fiid Popiin Church might be demoliflied, 
or converted to a Proteilant Ufe: But fam weU informed 
that it hath been otherwife managed; and that the Papilb 
there are now more than ever. And was not my Lord oel- 
lafis, now a Prifoner in the Tower for the Plot, Governor of 
Tangier ? And, I think fome otliers of that Religion ; if not, 
I am fure the Soldiers and Commanders are mod of that Reli- 

fion ; which makes me conclude, it is a kind of Narfery for 
'opiih Soldiers ; and haply for that Reafon, as much as for 
the Advantage of Trade, may the Advice given hisMajefty, 
in reference to Tangier, proceed. But, Sir, there is another 
Confideration, which will make the Debate of Tangier im- 
proper at this Time; it rauft end in Money, and nor a lirtle 

Sum 
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Sum ndther, enoagh to rai(e an Army ; which, although in Atu»^%Cgi.iU 
time t doubt not but thb Houle will be willing to advance^ 1680. 
as tar as his Majeily's occafions fhall require ; yet I think^ in^^y^^ 
Sir, we are not ready for it as yet. We muft be better fir- 
tisfied into whole Hands it will go ; whether to. fuch Per- 
ions as are for the Popifli Interefl, or Protefiant; that fi> 
we may not be afraid, that, indead of going to the Support 
of Tai^er, it ihould be employed to the Ddftru&ion of die 
Proteftant Religion. « When thefe things have been looked 
into^ and iecured, then it wQl be time to take care of Tan- 
gier, and of all other his Majefty's Dominions. In the mean ^ ^-. 
time, our Duty binds us to give his Majefty all the fatiA 
fadbion we can, as to our Proceedings ; and therefore I hum- 
bly move you, that a Committee may be appointed to draw , 
up an Addrels for that purpofe.* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, every one that knows how advanta- Laaicnce IMet 
geoufly Tangier is fituated, to command the greateft thorough- 
&re of Commerce in the World, and how by the Advan- 
tage of the Mole, it is like to prove an excellent Recep- 
tacle for our Merchant-Ships, to further and fecure them m 
their Trading Voyages into the Streights, and for our Men 
of War, when they may be employed in thole Parts, to check 
or oppole the Tuiics or other Enemies; how advantsM;eous it 
is for carmng on a Trade with Spain, in cafo ot Extre- 
mity; and uraat hopes we have of^ opening a Trade into 
Barbary that way ; I lay, every one that wul confider thele 
thmgs, will, I luppofe, have realbn n> conclude, tha^ it is a 
Place of great Importance, and not to be flighted. And £ 
cannot believe that it is any Nuriery for Popifh Soldiers, as 
hath been argued ; for it is well known under what a Ref- 
lation our Soldiers are, not only here in England, but in 
Ireland too, of taking fuch Oatns and Tefts as lecures them, 
to be Proteftants. And therefore I am confident they were 
not Papiih when they went hence, or from Iifeland ; and I 
have not heard there is any luch Converfion made among 
them diere, nor do believe there are ^ many Inftruments 
there for that Work. If this Bufincfi come before youun- 
foalbnably at this time, it is becaufe the Neceffity of the Af- 
fair requires hafte : For, either this Houie muft Ipeedily 
give fome Affiftance for Tangier, or elle it will be Icfe. For 
the Moors are come down wuh fuch a mighty Army, and 
hh Majefty hath been at €0 great an Expence already, that 
he is not able of himlclf to do more to oppole them. And 
thb Hidden Danger could not by any means have been fore- 
(een ; for the Motions of the Moors with their Armies are 
not like thole of Europe, but more quick and Hidden ; and 
their Deligns and D>nfoltation$ out of the reach of any 
Dilcovcry by Intclligencei before put in execution. This

And therefore I humbly move you to think of fome efiec- 
. tual way to relieve it for the prefent, and fecure it for the 
future, againft the like Attempts/ 
Tohn Hampden. * ^^' ^P^^^^^f Sir, among the reft of the Regiments that 
^ have been lent to Tangier, 1 think there is my Lord oiF 

Dunbarton*s ; haply that Air might have changed them, but 
I am fure they were looked upon as rank Papifts all the 
while they were here, and, I believe, in Ireland too. I 
have heard that one Argument, that was lately given elfe- 
V where againft a Bill which we paffed in this Houfe, was, 
that the Duke had all the Papifts in England ready for his 
Affiftance ; that his particular Friends had the Command 
of all the Places of Strength in this Nation ; that he had an 
Army of twenty-two thoufand Men in Scotland at his Com- 
mand ; that in Ireland the Papifts were fix to one for the 
Proteftants ; and that moft of the Princes of Chriftcndom 
were combined for his Affiftance ; add to this, that the Go- 
vernment of Tangier is alio at his command, and, I think, 
we fliall have no great realbh to give Money as yet ; I am 
very well fctisficd, Sir, that we ought, and muft put a 
truft b the King ; an Argument much ufed m former Par- 
liaments, I do admire hath been fo long forgotten in this. 
T am fenfible too, that thb Nation cannot be happy, unleft 
there be fiich an Underftanding between the Kmg and his 
People, as that Money may be given. But, Sir, if the things 
I have repeated be true, as I am afraid they are, how (hall 
we be luce, that what Money we give fliall ever go to the 
King? May it not be intercepted by the mighty Power we 
have been Ipeaking of? May it not be- a great temptation 
for carrying on the Plot, eloccially as to that Part of it that 
rckrs to his iacred Life ?

By which it is plain, though he be in the 
Tower, yet his Intereft is not much abated ; inlbmuch, as 
many believe, that the Duke's Intereft and Popery, is in 
a- great mealure carried on, upon Confuhations held with 
him, and (bme of the reft in the TpWer. At leaft this is 
certam, that they know all Secrets of State as- loon as any ^ 
Pedbns without. And therefore I think we are not yet 
ripe to give Money for Tangier. And, Sir, I am of opinion, 
that'Tangier is a "Nurfery tor Popifli Soldiers ; amongft the 
reft, I think Captain Tom is there, who was to have headed 
the Apprentices Mutiny in London, and, if I be not mi/in« 
formed, a Captain too for tliat intended eminent Service. 
When we are aflTured that we fliall have a good Proteftant 
Governor and Garri(bn in Tangier, then lihall heartiljr 
give my Vote for Money for it ; but I am afraid that wiU 
never be, until- we are wre of a good Proteftant Succcflbr 
at home. Sir, I fee that new Dangers ftart up daily, and 
that the Popifh Intereft is ftrong enough to bid defiance to 
the Proteftants, the Power and Merits of the Duke being 
magnified frequently above the King's.

were either fo inconfiderable, or fb well over, as that we 
-were ripe to confider the State of Tangier, and into whole 
hands to lodge Money for it. But if our Bill be roifcarried, 
and the Power and Strength of the Duke's P^rty be as I 
have heard, I think we ou^ht in the £rtt place to confideri 
whether we have any thing to give or no. And if we 
find we have not, or that it is in great jeopatdy, I think 
we ought firft to fecure that a little better, before we treat 
of fecuring Tangier. I confefs the Arg;uments (hat I hear 
h^ve been t^&d ^fewhere againft our Bill, have a little (hut- 
led ipe. For now I ice why all tl^e Laws made againft the 
Duke have proved ineffeAual ; and that notwithftatuUng all

neighbouring Popiih Cou:itries : Out of thcfe Councils and 
Correfpondencies was hatched that damnable and helliih 
Plot, by the good Providence of Almighty God, brought to 
l^ht above two Years /ince, but ftill threaming us ; wherein 
Tray tors, impatient of longer Delay, reckoning the prolong- 
ing of your facrcd Majefty's Life, (which God long pre- 
ierve) as the great Obftacle in the way to the Confummation 
of their Hopes ; and having in tlieir Prolpeft a profclyted 
Prince, immediately to fucceed in the Throne of thefe Kmg- 
doms, rclblvcd to begin thehv Work with the AfTaffination of 
your Majefty; tocarry.it on with armed Force: to dcftroy 
your Proteftaut Subjeas in England ; to execute a fecbnd 
Maflacre in Ireland ; and ib with Eafe to arrive at the flip- 
preffion of oar Religion, and the iubverfion of the Govern- 
ment.

Promiics of Reward, but of the fivour of your Mi^dljr s 
Brodier, made the Motives to their Compliance! Divers of 
die moft cooiiderable of your Mj^efty's Proteftant Sub^s 
have Grimes of the higheft Kature fin^ged againft them; 
the Charge to be (apported by Subornation and Perjury, 
that thev may be defaoyed by Forms of Law and Juftice. 

* A Prelentment being prepared for a Grand-Jury of 
Middlefexf ^ainft your Maje^'s laid firother, the Duke 
of York {under whole Coumenance all the reft ihelter rhem« 
ielves^ the Grttod-Jury werp, in an unheard of, and uti- 
precedented, acd illeral Manner, difcharged ; and that with 
lb much haile and rear, left they ftiouki finifh that Pre- 
icntmcnt, that they were prevented from delivering many 
other Indidments, by them at that Time found againft other 
Popifti Reculknts. ficcaufe a Pamphlet came forth weekly,

We have taken this Occafion of an Acetfs ^ •^"■'■■^ 
to your Majefty's roval Prelencev humbly to lay before youif 
Majefty's ereat JuGgment and gracious Coofideration, this 
moft area<Sul Defign of introducing Popety, and as necefl 
iary Conieouenoes of it, all other Calamities, into your 
Majefty^s Kingdoms. And if, after all this, the private Sug- 
geftions of the liibtle Accomplioes of that Party and Defim 
Inould yet prevail, eidier to elude, or totally ofeillrud' tn6 
fkithful £ndeavours of Us your Commons, for an *happy 
Setdement of this Kingdom, We ihall have this remaining 
Cdfnfbrt, That we have freed ourielves from the Guilt of 
that Blood and Deiblation which is like to enliie. But out*

The lame day, feveral Perfims being examined about tho

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Prefervation pf the Government 
in general, as well as our particular Safeties, have a depen^ 
dance upon the Matter that is now be^re you. ; in which 
there are io many Milcarriages ib complicated/ as there a- 
riieth Ibme Difficulty how to ei^amine them. I cannot but 
oblerve, how the Proclamation is here again mentioned ; by 
which ^you may conclude there lieth a gr<^ we%ht on tlic 
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Pcq)Ie*s Right to petition by means thereof; and that the Aniip|»C«f.Il; 
beft way to remove it is, to find out the Advifers and Con- ' j°\ -j 
trivers of that Proclamation, in order to proceed agauift ^ "^ '^^ 
rbem according to their Deferts Without which, what you 
have done in afferting the Right of petitioning, will remain 
with fbme doubt ; and thofe tiiat advifed the proclaiming td 
the People, that it is fcdit ous. to petition the king, without 
that Cliaftifement they deferve. And therefore 1 humbly 
conceive^ you will do well to confider of it as ibon as ypil 
can. It IS not Jlrange, that the Proclamation fhall be made 
U^c ot with Country Gentlemen, to get Abhorrcrs to peti- 
tioning ; feeing the Judges theriifelves have 'made ufe of it 
to that purpofe : They (hould have known, that though a 
Proclamation might be of great Ufe, to intimate the Ob- 
Icrvation of a Law ; yet that it had never been ufed inftead 
of a Law. But yet l do not admire fb much at this, as I do 
at the Difcharge of the Grand- Jury, before they had finilh^ 
cd their Prefentments. It tends lb lYiuch to the Subverfion 
of the eftablilhed Laws of this Land, 'that I dare pronounce 
that all the Laws you have already, and all that you can 
make, will fignify nothing againft any great Man, unlefs you 
can remedy it for the fliture. I obferve, there were two 
Rcafbns why this Grand- Jury were fb extrajiidicially dif- 
changed ; one, becaufe they would otherwife have prefented 
the Duke of York for a Papift ; the other, becaufe they pre- 
fented a Petition to be delivered to the King, &r the fit- 
ting of the Parliament; which they (aid it was not their bu- 
finefs to deliver. TIio* I cannot but obferve, how, upon 
other occafions, they did receive Petitions, and delivered 
them to the King ; and all the Dificrence was, that thofci 
Petitions fo delivered, were againft Sittings of Parliaments. . 
The truth is, I cannot much condenin them for it ; for if 
they were guilty of (uch Crimes as the Witnefles have this 
day given you Information of[, I think they had no rftifbil 
to fiirther Petitions for the Sitting of a Parliament. But, 
Sir, this Bufinels will need a farther Information ; and there-* 
fore I humbly pray it may be referred to a Committee * 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I think we arc come to the oldTinies Sir FrandiWin- 
again, when the Judges pretended they had a Rule of Go- nington. 
vemment, as wellasaRule of Law; and that they have 
a&ed accordingly. If they did never read Mapta Charta^ 
I think they arc not fit to be Judges; if they have read. 
>fapta Chartaj and do thus lb contrary, they aeferve a fe- 
vcre Chaftifement. To difcharge Grand- Juries, of purpofe 
to dilappoint them of making their Prefcntments, is to de- 
prive the Subjed of the greateft Benefit and Security the 
Law hath provided for them. If the Judges, inftead of 
aiding by Law, fliall be adted by their own Ambition ; and 
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Ajuo |2Car.lI« endeavour to get Promotions, rather by worlhipping the n- 
" ^ , fing Sun, than by doing juftice, this Nation will fixxi be re- 
^_" "V""' '' duced to a mlferablc condition. Suppofc that after the EHf^ 
charge of this Grand- Jury, Ibmc Perfbn ha^ offered to prc- 
fent Ibmc Murder, Trcafon, or other capital Crime, for 
want pf thp Grand- Jury tlicre would have been a Failure 
of Juftice. As Faults committed by Judges are of more 
dangerous confequence than others to the public ; (b there 
do not want Precedents of feverer Chaftifements for them, 
than for others. I humbly move you, firft, to pals a Vote 
Upon this fiufinefs, of difcharging Grand- Juries ; and then 
to appoint a G>mmitree to examine the Mifcarriages of the 
Judges in Weftrainfter-Hall, and to report the feme with 
all Ipeed to you.* 
Silas Titof* * Mr. Speaker, Sir, as it hath been obfcrved, that this 

Bufinefs hath fome reference to the Proclamation ; fb I be- 
lieve, there is fomethiiig of the Plot in it too. And there- 
fore I think if this Plot does not go on, it will have the worft 
luck that ever Plot liad ; feeing the Judges, as well as moft 
other Pcrlbns in public Places, have given it as much Af- 
finance as they could. But whereas feme have/fpoken ill of 
thelc Judges, I defire to fbeak well of them in one thing : 
I am confident they have herein fliewed themfelves grateful 
to their Benefa^ors ; for I do believe, that fome cf them 
were preferred to their Places of purpofc, becaufc they 
fliould do what they ' have done. Laws of themfelves are 
but dead Letters ; unlefs you can fecure the Execution, as 
well o^ thole you have already, as of thole you are now 
making, we fhall ipend our Tune to little purpole. There- 
fore I fccond the Motion that hath been made for a Vote

WiUiam Sachc- i Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Bufinefs of this Debate is a great 
vcrel. inftatice ot our fick and languifliirig Condition. As our 

Ships, Forts, and Caftles, are for fecuring us from the Dan- 
ger of our Enemies from abroad, fb our Laws from our E- 
nemies at home ; and if committed to fuch Perfons as will 
rum their Strength upon us, are equally dangerous. Sir, 
We all know how the Governmenc of Scotland hath been 
quite altered fince his Majcfty's Reftoration, by fome Laws 
made there ; pray let us have a care that ours be not altered, 
by the corrupt Proceedings of Judges, left we be reduced 
to the fame weak Conditwn of defending ourfclves againft 
Popery and arbitrary Government here, that they are there. If 
Judges can thus prevent the Penalties of the Law, by dif- 
charging Grand- Juries before they have made their Prefent-

high time for this Houfe to fpeak with thofe Gentlemen. y , ??* , - t 
in former times feveral Judges have been impeached, and ^ ^~ ' 
hanged too^ for lefs Crimes than theie ; and the reafon was 
becauie they had broke the King's Oath as well as their own. 
If what hath been laid of Ibme of thefe Judges be folly 
proved, they ffiall not want my Vote to innift on them the 
lame Chaftifement. The truth is. Sir, I know not how the 
ill Conf^quences we juftly fear £pom Judges can be prevent- 
ed, as long as they are made durante bene-flacita^ and have 
luch Dependencies as they have. But this muft be a Work 
of Time : In drder to remedy our prefent Grievances, let 
us pafi a Vote upon this Bufinels of difcharging Grand- Ju- 
ries ; and that it may be penned as the Cafe deferves. If 
you pleafe, let it be drawn up by a Committee that may 
withdraw for that purpole ; and let there be alfb one ap- 
pointed to examine the Mifcarriage of the Judges* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would beg leave to obferve to you, Henry Sidaej. 
becaufe I think it may be neceffary to be confidercd by 
your Committee, what an opinion was given not long fince 
oy fbmc of thefe Judges about Printing; which wsis, that 
Printing of News mignt be prohibited by Law ; and accor- 
dingly a Proclamation ifliied out. I will not take on me 
to ccnfure the Opinion as illegal, but leave it to your far- 
ther Confideration. But I remembei: there was a Cotiful- 
tation held by the Judges a little before ; and they gave 
their opinion, that they knew not of any way to. prevent 
Printing by Law ; becaufe the Aft for that purpofe was ex- . 
pired. Upon which, fome Judges were put out, and new 
ones put in ; and then this other opinion was given. Theie 
things are worthy of a lerious Examination. For if Trea- 
ftrers may raife Aloney by Ihutting up the Exchequer, bor- 
rowing or the Bankers, or Retrenchments ; and the Jtidges 
make new Laws by an ill Conftruftion, or an ill Execution 
of the old ones : I conclude, that Parliaments will foon be 
found ufelefs ; and tlie Liberty of the People an Inconveni- 
ence to the Government. And therefore, I think, Sir, you 
have been well moved to endeavour to pais your Cenforeoa 
fome of thefe illegal Proceedings by a Vote ; and to refer 
the farther Confideration to a Committee.'

^ * Mr. Speaker, the State of this poor Nation is to be de- 
plored, that in alrooft ail Ages, the Judges who ought to be 
Preferyers pf the Laws have endeavoured to deftroy them ; 
and that to pleafe a Court- Faction, they have By Treachery 
attempted to break the Bonds afunder of Magna Chart a^ the 
great Treadiry of our Peace. It was no fboncr* pafled, but 
a Chief Juftice (Hubert de Bure^ in that day, perfuades the 
King he was not bound by it ; becaufe he was ynder Age 
when it was pafled. But this fort of Inlblence the next Par- 
liament refented, to the Ruin of the pernicious Chief Ju- 
ftice. In the time of Ricliard II. an unthinking dinbkite 
Prince, there were Judges that did infiniiate into the King, 
tliat the Parliiament were only his Creatures, and depended 
on his Will, and not on the fundamental Conftitutions of 
'the Land : which treacherous Advice proved the Ruin of the 
King ; and for winch all thofc evil Inftruments were 
brought to Juftice. In his late Majefty's time, his Misfor- 
tunes were occafioned chiefly by the Corruptions of the long 
S.ohe; his Judges, by an extrajudicial Opinion, gave the 
jCing Power toraifc Money, iipon any extraordinary occafion^ 
without Parliament ; and made the King Judee of fiich Oc- 
cafions : Charity prompts me to think they tnought this ^ 
Service to the King ; but the lad Gonfequences of it may 
'convince all Mankind, that every illegal Ad: weakens the 
Royal Intereft J and to endeavour to introduce abfolute Do- 
minion in thefe' Realms, is the worft ofTreafons: Becaufe 
Whilft it bears the Face of Friendlhip to the King, and de- 
figns to be for his Service, it. never fails qf the contrary 
Bned:. * ' 

■ '*,The two great Pillars .of the Government, are Pari ia- 
mciits and Juries ; it is this gives us the 'lltle of freeborh 
Isngliflimen: For my Notion of free Engliflimen is this, 
that they are ruled by Laws of their own making, and tried 
by Men of the lame condition with themfclves The two 
great and undoubted Privileges of the People, have been 
lately invaded by the judges that now fit in Weftminftec- 
Hall ; they have efpoufed Proclamations againft Law ; they 
have dilcountenanced and oppolcd fevcral legal AQis, that 
tended to the Sitting of this Honourable Houle ; they have 
Igrafped the Legiflative Power into their own hands, as in 
Uiat Inftance ot Printing ; the Parliament was confidering 
that Matter, but they in the interim made their private O^ 
pinion to be Law, to fuperfede the Judgment of this Houfe. 
They have difcharged Grand- Jurfes, on purpofe to quell 
their Prefentments, and fhelter great Crinjinals from Juftice; 
bnd when Juries have prefented their Opinion for uie Sit- 
* ' ■ ' ■ tii^ 
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ting of this Parliament, they have in Difdatn thrown them Anno j^CarJl. 
^t their Feet, and told them they would be no Mellengers iSfe. 
to carry fiich Petitions ; and yet in a few days after, have ^— ^'V*-^ 
encouraged all that would fpit their venom againtt the Go- 
vernment : they have lerved an ignorant and arbitrary Fac- 
tion, and been the Mcflcngers of Abhorrences to the King. 

* Mr. Speaker, what we have now to do, is to load them 
with Shame, who bid defiance to the Law : They arc guilty 
of Crimes againd Nature, againft the King, againft their 
knowledge, and againft Pofterity. Tlie whole Frame of 
Nature doth loudly and daily petition to God their Creator ; 
and Kings, like God, may be addrefled to in like manner, 
. hy Petition, not G>mmand. They likewife knew it was 
lawful to petition: Ignoratice can be no Plea, and their 
Knowledge aggravates their Crimes ; the Children unborn 
are bound to curie ftich Proceedings, for 'twas not Petition- 
ing, but Parliaments they abhorred. The Atheift pleads a- 
fainfl a God, not that he disbelieves a Deity, but would 
ave it fb. Trefilian and Belknap were Judges too ; their 
Learning gave them Honour, but their Villamics made their 
Exit by a Kope. The End of my Motion therefore is, that ■ 
we may addreis warmly to our Prince againfl them : Let 
us iettle a Committee to enquire into their Crimes, and not 
fcil of doin^ juftice upon them that have perverted it; let us 
purge the Fountain, and the Streams will iffue pure.*

That their 'Lordfhips being ask'd, whether the Commii^ 
fion of the Lord High-Steward was drawn in the lame man- 
ner as that in the Im Parliament ; and whether the Claufe 
cujuf PraJentU in hoc Parte reqwritur^ were in^rted : Their 
Lordfhips anfwer'd, that they could not give any account 
thereof; but that they woqld make Report of the laid Pn>- 
podtions to the Houfe of Peers, and would afterwards give 
anfwer to the Committee therein. 

That their Lordfhips being ask'd, whether they would 
give any aflUrance that the Lords Spiritual would be abient 
at the Trials ?
